Sir, 
I HAVE the honour to submit the Statistical Report of 
the Health of the Navy for the year 1883. 

The Returns on the whole show a satisfactory state of 
the health of the Service Afloat. The amount of sickness 
and invaliding will compare favourably with late years, and 
the c^eath-rate, 5*88 per 1,000 in all, or 4*05 per 1,000 
firom disease alone, is the lowest that has been yet shown 
by these Reports since they were commenced in their 
present form twenty-eight years ago. 

On the Home Station there was a considerable re- 
duction, both when compared vrith the last year and also 
with the average ratios of the last ten years, in the 
diseases which experience has shown are restrained by 
sanitation on board ship. The same cannot, however, be 
said of those complaints which are chiefly influenced by 
the habits or condition of a portion of the general com- 
munity, as the retiuns indicate a large increase in both 
forms of venereal disease, the number of men inefficient 
daily from this cause having been 316'63, compared with 
183*69 in the year 1882. It is clearly shown by the 
periodical Sick Reports that the main part of this increase 
took place subsequent to the change in the administration 
of the C!ontagious Diseases Acts, which was commenced 
in May, when the compulsory examination of prostitutes 
was abolished. Against these diseases, measures instituted 
on board ship can avail but little, and the same may be 
said of scabies, another disease which is dependent in a 
great measure upon like causes, and in which a consider- 
able increase has also taken place.

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On the Mediterranean Station there was a notable 
reduction in the amount of fevers, both enteric and re- 
mittent, not only when compared with 1882, which was 
abnormal in this respect, owing • to the operations in 
Egypt and a prevalence of fever at Malta, but also in 
comparison with the average of late years. 

ITiere was again an appearance of Yellow Fever on the 
North American and West Indian Station ; but not to the 
extent of the preceding year's outbreak. Five cases only 
were recorded, of which four proved fatal. Port-au-Prince, 
in Hayti, was, as usual of late years, the source of the 
disease. 

On the West Coast of x\frica an expedition in the 
lower waters of the Niger gave rise to a considerable 
amount of remittent fever, and this, notwithstanding the 
most careful attention to sanitary precaution ; 268 cases 
of fever, but a few of them being relapses, occurred amongst 
the 283 white officers and men employed in the ex- 
pedition. Happily, however, the disease was not of a 
severe type, and, though several of the men were in- 
valided, there was only one death. 

On the East India Station there was again a good deal 
of climatic fever, but as the " London *' at Zanzibar, to which 
a large proportion of this sickness has been due of late, 
has now been removed, an improvement in this respect 
may be looked for. 

On the China Station cholera was again prevalent, and 
the squadron suffered to a considerable extent^ nine 
deaths having been due to that disease. To judge by the 
reports received, it appears to be yearly becoming more 
generally and deeply rooted in the Chinese ports, and 
constant vigilance is required to prevent its importation 
on board ship. 

A noteworthy occurrence in connection with this Station 
is that of the outbreak of illness on board the Thalia, a 
transport employed in conveying relief crews to China. 
Owing, partly it would appear, to original peculiarities in 
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the construction of the ship, and to a failure in some of 
the recognised sanitary requirements, which are now as 
a rule so carefully attended to, a somewhat ahnormal 
form of fever of a severe type became developed amongst 
the crews during the passage out. As a result there 
was a large increase of sickness on the station ; but 
even the considerable loss of service caused by the disease 
does not represent the whole of its ill effects, as many of 
the young seamen who had suffered from it commenced 
their service on the Station in a deteriorated physical con- 
dition, as was manifested afterwards. The history of this 
outbreak is instructive as showing the necessity of con- 
stant supervision in all the details of sanitation, and how 
easily the gradually accumulated gains of modern sanitary 
science may be lost; as, notwithstanding the high standard 
in this respect now existing, a slight relaxation produced a 
state of things recalling the days before the recognition of 
the importance of naval hygiene. 

The statistics of the sickness at the Royal Marine 
Divisions are furnished somewhat more fuUy this year, as 
the diseases have now been grouped, in the tables in the 
Appendix, under the different age periods. 

llie Tables relating to the working of the C!ontagious 
Diseases Acts, hitherto given in the Appendix, no longer 
appear, the materials for their compilation not now 
existing.

The Total Force in the service afloat, corrected for time, in Total Force. 
the year 1883, was 43,350 officers and men, of whom 22,460, or — ^ 
51*81 per cent., were between the ages of fifteen and twe!?ty-five; 
15,040, or 34*69 per cent., were between the ages of twenty-five 
and tlurty-five; 4^825, or 11*13 per cent., were between the 
ages of thirty-five and forty -five ; and 1,025, or 2*36 per cent, 
were above forty-five years of age. 

The total number of cases of disease and injury entered on the 
sick-list was 47,294, which is in the ratio of 1,090*98 per 1,000, 
being a decrease, compared with the preceding year of 57*47 per 
1,000, and a decrease of 72*79 per 1,000, when compared with 
the average ratios for the last ten years. The average number 
of men sick daily was 2071*3, which is in the ratio of 47*78 per 
1,000, and is an increase, compared with the previous twelve 
months, amounting to '35 per 1,000. 

The number of days' sickness, on board ship and in hospital, in 
the Total Force, was 756,027, which gives an average loss of service 
from disease and injury of 17*44 days for each person, and is 
an increase, compared with the preceding year, to the extent of 
*13 days. 

The total number of persons invalided was 1,680, which is 
in the ratio of 38*75 per 1,000, and the total number of deaths 
255, being in the ratio of 5*88 per 1,000. Compared with the 
precedin<]r year there was a decrease in the ratio of invaliding to 
the extent of 6*28 per 1,000, and a decrease in the death-rate of 
3*61 per 1,000. 

The average number of entries on the sick-list for disease and 
injury per man on the Home Station was *87 ; on the Mediter- 
ranean Station, 1*35 ; on the North American and West Indian 
Station, 1 *28 ; on the South East Coast of America Station, *84 ; on 
the Pacific Station, I'll ; on the West Coast of Africa and Cape 
of Good Hope Station, 1*29; on the East Indies Station, 1*59 ; 
on the China Station, 1-62; on the Australian Station, *94; 
and in the Irregular Force, 1*12. The average number of cases 
per man in the Total Force was 1*09, being *05 less than in 
1882.

Total Force. The lowest sick rate was on the South East Coast of 

America Station, and the highest on the China Station. Ihe 

ratio per 1,000 of men sick daily on the Home Station was 
47-14; Mediterranean, 46-48 ; North America and West Indies. 
43-89; South East Coast of America, 24-24; Pacific, 46-86; 
West Coast of Africa and Cape of Good Hope, 48-48 ; East 
Indies, 52-07; China, 57*28; Australia, 44-79;^ and m tiie 
Irregular Force, 508. The average ratio of sickness lor tne 
Total Force was 47*78, which is an increase of -35 per 1,000 
when compared ¥rith the preceding year. 

The total number of persons invalided was 1,680, of whom 
1,551 were invalided for disease, and 129 for injury. The ratio of 
invaliding for disease alone was 35-77 per 1,000, and fur injury 
2*97 per 1,000, the total invaliding rate for disease and injury 
being 38-75 per 1,000, which was a decrease of 6*28 per 1,000 
when compared with 1882. The invaliding ratio on the Home 
Station was 39 per 1,000 ; Mediterranean, 61-09; North American 
and West Indian, 29*67 ; South East Coast of America, 15-51 ; 
Pacific, 18; West Coast of Africa and Cape of Good Hope, 
40-14; East Indies, 60*84; China, 23-05; Australia, 26-16; 
and Irregular Force, 24-72. Compared with the preceding year, 
there was an increase in the invaliding rate on the Home, West 
Coast of Africa and Australian Stations, and a reduction on all 
the other Stations, and in the Irregular Force. 

The total number of deaths was 255 ; of this number 176 
were due to disease, and 79 to injury; the death rate from 
disease alone was 4-05 per 1,000, and from violence 1-82. The 
total death-rate was 5-88 per 1,000, which is a decrease ol 
3-61 per 1,000, when compared with the preceding year. 

The ratio per 1,000 of deaths on the Home Station, from 
disease, was 4-14, from violence, 1*17 ; Mediterranean, from 
disease, 3-09, from violence, 1-45 ; North America and West 
Indies, from disease, 6-09, from violence, 2-43 ; South East 
Coast of America, from disease, 1-72, from violence, 5-17 ; 
Pacific, from disease, 2-66, from violence, 4*66 ; West Coast 
of Africa and Cape of Good Hope, from disease, 2-18, from 
violence, 4*37; East Indies, from disease, 6-6, from violence, 
1-41 ; China, from disease, 6-77, from violence, 3-05 ; Australia, 
from disease, '93, from violence, 3-73; Irregular Force, from 
disease, 2*5, fr(»n violence, 1*94. 

Compared with last year, there was an increase in the death- 
rate on the South East Coast of America, Pacific, China, and 
Australian Stations, and a reduction on all other Stations. 

In the Appendix there id a table whidi shows the ratio per 
1,000 of force of all cases of disease and injury entered on 
the sick-list, as wdl as the invaliding and DKurtality, from the 
Tarious classes of disease and injury on the different stations 
during the year.

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The number of cases incladed under the head of General Tutal Force. 
Diseases, Febrile Group, that were entered on the sick-list, was "~^ 
3,252 ; ninety-five of these were invalided, and there were fifty- 
three deaths. 

Small Pox, — Nine cases are returned, of which one occurred 
on the Home Station, one on the North American and West 
Indies, two on the East Indies, and four on the China Stations, 
and one in the Irregular Force. 

Measles. — There are twenty- five cases shown, viz., sixteen on 
the Home, one on the Mediterranean, one on the Pacific, three 
on the East Indies, and one on the China Stations, and three in 
the Irregular Force. 

Scarlet -F«?^.— Thirty-three cases are recorded, viz., twenty- 
four on the Home, six on the Mediterranean, and three on the 
North American and West Indian Stations. 

Dengue. — Sixteen cases are returned ; fourteen of these were 
on the Mediterranean, and two on the China Stations. 

Enteric Fever. — There are 111 cases recorded, which occurred 
on the following Stations: — Sixty on the Home, eleven on the 
Mediterranean, seven on the North American and West Indian, 
one on the South East Coast of America, eight on the Pacific, 
two on the West Coast of Africa, three on the East Indies, four 
on the China, and four on the Australian Stations, and eleven in 
the Irregular Force. 

Simple Continued Fever. — There are 1,497 cases returned, of 
which the East Indies, China, and Mediterranean Stations 
furnish the" largest proportions. 

Yellotc Fever. — Five cases, four of which ended fatally, 
occurred on the North American and West Indian Station. 

Affue. — Of this disease, 265 cases are returned, the East 
Indies and Home Stations showing the largest numbers, viz., 
seventy-three and sixty-seven cases respectively. 

Remittent Fever. — Of this form of fever 1,086 cases appear in 
the returns. Of these, the largest number, 426, occurred on the 
East Indian Station, and 246 are returned from the West Coast 
of Africa; the Mediterranean and Home Stations show respec- 
tively 168 and 103 cases. 

Cholera. — Seventeen cases of cholara are returned from the 
China Station ; nine of these ended fatally. 

Under the head of General Diseases, Constitutional Group, 
tf,102 cases are returned ; of Aese, 443 were invalided, and thirty- 
one terminated fatally. 

Rheumatism. — ^The number of cases under treatment was 2,291. 
This gives an sren^e of 52-84 per 1,000, and shows a decrease 
rf -S^ per 1,000, in comparison with 1882. The number in-

decrease when compared with the preceding year. The average 
duration of each case was 18*32 days, and the number daily 
ineffective 115*01. Both these numbers are practically the same 
as in the last year. 

Syphilis. — Of the primary form of this disease 2,624 cases 
were under treatment, and 843 cases of secondary disease are 
returned. The former is in the ratio of 60*53 per 1,000, and 
shows an increase of 15-89 per 1,000, and the latter equals 19*44 
per 1,000, and also shows an mcrease equal to 1*62 per 1,000, when 
compared with 1882. The returns from the Home Station show 
an increase of primary syphilis amounting to 27*29 per 1,000 ; 
on the Mediterranean Station there was an increase of 32*86 
per 1,000; on the North America and West Indian* an increase 
of 1*71 per 1,000; on the South East Coast of America, a 
decrease of 3*96 per 1,000; on the Pacific, a decrease of 54*05 
per 1,000; on the West Coast of Africa and Cape of Good 
Hope, an increase of 2*44 per 1,000 ; on the East Indies, a 
decrease of 3*74 per 1,000 ; on the China Station, a decrease 
of 2 1*5 per 1,000; on the Australian Station, an increase of *45 

¥er 1,000; and in the Irregular Force, an increase of *59 per 1,000. 
he invaliding ratios for the Total Force were for the primary 
disease *69 per 1,000, and for the secondary form 2*88 per 
1,000. 

Tubercular Diseases. — There were 177 cases of these diseases 
under treatment, of which 169 are returned as phthisis and eight 
as scrofula; 141 persons were invalided for these diseases, and 
twenty-five deaths from phthisis are recorded. The ratio of 
cases for the Total Force was 4*08 per 1,000, of invaliding 3*25 
per 1,000, and of deaths *57 per 1,000. Ihese ratios are all 
slightly less than the average ratios for the last ten years. The 
ratios per 1,000 of cases of these diseases and of invaliding for 
them were highest on the Australian Station. The number of 
cases of phthisis on the Home Station was eighty-seven, and the 
ratio per 1,000, 3*91. 

Diseases of the Nervous System y ^c, — There were 1,317 cases 
treated during the year, with 275 invalidings, and sixteen deaths. 
The China Station and the Irregular Force show the highest 
ratios, closely followed by the East Indies, Mediterranean, and 
South East Coast of America Stations. 

Diseases of the Circulatory System. — In this class 329 cases 
appear; of these, 200 were invalided, and seventesn ended 
fatally. The ratio of cases is 7*58 per 1,000, slightly less than 
the average. The Mediterranean, China, and Home Stations 
return the largest ratios. 

Diseases of the Respiratory System. — The number of cases 
included under this head was 3,682, the invalidings numbered 
sixty-three, and the deaths thirty-six. The ratio is 84*93 per

1,000, and shows an increase of 1'83 per 1,000, the invaliding Total Force. 

ratio of 1-45 per 1,000 shows a decrease of '13 per 1,000, and the 

death-rate a decrease of -2 per 1,000, when compared with 1882. 
The ratios were highest in the China and Mediterranean Stations. 

Diseases of the Digestive System. — The cases under this head 
numbered 5,869, the ratio 135*38 per 1,000 showing a decrease of 
31-88 per 1,000, when compared with 1882. There were 172 
invalidin^s, showing a decrease in the ratio of 1*14 per 1,000, 
and the deaths, which numbered fourteen, show a ratio less by 
*55 per 1,000 than that of 1882. This class of disease appears to 
have prevailed most on the China Station, where the ratio was 
322-03 per 1,000, the Mediterranean Station shows 189*27 per 
1,000, and the East Indies 188*67 per 1,000. 

Diseases of the Urinary and Generative Systems, — There were 
4,077 men of the Total Force under treatment for these diseases 
during the year, the ratio being 94*04 per 1,000, an increase of 
9*4 per 1,000 compared with the preceding year; the invaliding 
ratio is slightly lower, and the death-rate the same as in 1882. 
There were 3,125 cases of gonorrhoea tabulated, showing an 
increase in the ratio of 10*46 per 1,000 in comparison with 1882. 
The China Station had the largest ratio, viz., 138*98 per 1,000, 
and the Home Station the next, 108*42 per 1,000: the Mediter- 
ranean Station and Irregular Force show the next largest 
ratios. 

Diseases of the Cellular Tissue and Cutaneous System, — Under 
this head 10,709 cases are recorded; the ratio per 1,000 was 
247*03, and was less by 25-56 per 1,000 than that of 1882. The 
fifty-two invalidings show a ratio of 1-19 per 1,000, -35 per 1,000 
under last year's ratio. There was only one death. The largest 
ratio was on the China Station, where it reached 341*35 per 
1,000, the Mediterranean and East Indian Stations coming next. 

Debility, Observation, Sfc. — Nine hundred and forty-nine cases 
are here recorded, showing a ratio of 21*89 per 1,000. There 
were 121 invalidings, but no death. 

Poisoning . — There were 118 cases in which illness was 
ascribed to the action of various deleterious agents; of these, 
forty-two were due to the effects of alcohol, delirium tremens 
being included. 

Wounds and Injuries. — There were 10,146 injuries returned 
from the Total Force during the year; the ratio per 1,000 is 
234*04, being 21*2 per 1,000 less than the average for the last ten 
years. This number includes 9,547 wounds and fractures, &c., 
540 bums and scalds, forty-four cases of submersion and drowning, 
two of asphyxia, six cases of suicide, and seven injuries in action. 
There were 129 invalidings, and seventy-nine deaths. Of these 
latter, thirty- four were by wounds, fractures, &c., thirty- three 
from accidental drownings, two by asphyxia, six by suicide, and 
four by wounds in action. Of the suicides, two were by shooting, 
one by hanging, two by drowning, and one by poison, viz., 
hydrocyanic acid.

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Total Force. Wounds in Action. — Seven cases are returned, with four 

invalidings and four deaths. Five of the cases were on the West 

Coast of Africa Station, and two on the Australian Station. 

The total number of deaths from injury, was seventy-nine, 
which is in the ratio of 1*82 per 1,000, and shows a decrease of 
•8 per 1,000 when compared with the preceding year. 

The average number of men sick dailv from General Diseases, 
Febrile Group, was 149*81, and from the Constitutional Group, 
47191 ; from diseases of the nervous system, 36*56 ; oFthe eye, 
19*22 ; of the ear, 10*77 ; of the nose, 101 ; of the circulatory 
svstem, 26*15 ; of the absorbent system, 45*45 ; of the respiratory 
system, 108*76 ; of the digestive system, 126*05 ; from gonorrhoea, 
228*74; from its sequelae, 21*36; from other diseases of the 
urinary and generative systems, 32*4 ; of the organs of locomo* 
tion, 16*36 ; of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system, 376*74 ; 
from debility, &c., 56*72 ; from poisons, 5*41 ; from wounds 
and injuries, 337*34 ; and from wounds in action, ^55 

The total number of men sick daily was 2,071*3, which is in 
the ratio of 47*78 per 1,000, and is an increase of *35 per 1,000 
when compared witn that of 1882.

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Tbe Home Station exhibits the usual proportion in the ratios Total Forca 
of sickness in the different age-periods ; the same remark^ with " — 
some few exceptions^, applies generally for the more temperate 
stations^ but on the West Coast of Africa^ East Indies, and 
China Stations, and in the Irregular Force the last decennial 
period shows a higher ratio of sickness than its proportion. 

In the invalidinff ratios the Home Station shows a larger pro- 
portional rate for the first decennial period than any of the other 
stations ; this is partly due to the fact of the invaliding on this 
station of boys who are found, after entry, to be unfit for the 
service, from causes not discoverable by the medical examination, 
but found out afterwards in the course of instruction in the 
training ships.

Summary fob the Year 1883. 

Hospitals Tub Bickness and mortality from the service afloat met with 

in the Home hospitals are included in the general statistics, cases 

of invaliding and death due to foreign service being, as far as 
possible, returned on the Stations where the illness or hurt was 
contracted. 

Besides the officers and men from the service afloat, marines 
from Head-quarters, workmen who have been severely injured in 
the dockyards, pensioners, and other exceptional cases are treated 
in these establishments. 

In Haslar Hospital during the year the total number of 
admissions to the Medical Wards was 1,472, against 1,686 in 
1882. The per-centage of invaliding was 19*6, and of deaths 
3*11 ; these per^centages in the previous year being respectively 
151 and 3-7. 

Diseases of the respiratory system, including phthisis pul- 
monalis, furnished about one-fifth of the total number under 
treatment. 

In the Surgical Wards 3,859 patients were treated, of these 
3,174 were discharged cured, or otherwise disposed of; 339 were 
invalided; fifteen died; and 331 remained in hospital at the 
end of the year. 

These figures give an invaliding rate of 87*84 and a death- 
rate of 3-88 per 1,000. 

In Plymouth Hospital during the year the total number 
of admissions to the Medical Wards was 1,880, against 1,104 in 
1882. The per-centage of invaliding was 21*2, and of deaths 
4*9 ; these per-centages in the previous year being respectively 
18-84 and 4*07. 

Diseases of the respiratory system, including phthisis pul- 
monalis, furnished more than a third of the total number under 
treatment. 

In the Surgical Wards 2,895 patients were treated, of whom 
2,476 were discharged cured, or otherwise disposed of; 146 
were invalided ; seven died ; and 266 remained in hospital at the 
end of the year. 

The invaliding rate was 50*43, the death-rate 2*41 per 1,000. 

In Melville Hospital, Chatham, there were 1,455 
patients under treatment during the year, against 1,398 in 1882. 
Of these, 1,207 were discharged cured, or otherwise disposed of; 
129 invalided; eighteen died; and 101 remained in hospital at 
the end of the year. 

The per-centage of invaliding was 8*86, and of deaths 1*23 ; 
these per-centages in the previous year being respectively 9*37 
and 2*. 

Of the 1,455 patients treated during the year, 558 were 
medical and 897 surgical cases.

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In the Royal Naval Hospital (Lunatic Asylum), 
Great Yarmouth, on the lat January 1883, there remained 
167 patients; of these, forty-three were officers and 124 seamen, 
marines, and pensioners.

In Haulbowlike Hospital there were 188 patients under 
treatment during the year, against 304 in 1882 : of these 154 
were discharged cured, or otherwise disposed of; sixteen in- 
valided ; three died ; and 15 remained in hospital at the end of 
the year.

During the year the daily mean strength of the Portsmouth 
Division of Royal Marine Light Infantry was 1,118; there 
were 1,436 of the force under treatment, of which number 762 
were discharged to duly; 640 sent to hospital; twenty-three 
were invalided ; and eleven remained at the end of the year on 
the sick-list.

The report for the Plymoutli Light Infantry Division during 
the year 1883 shows an increase of 264 cases admitted to the sick- 
list, the numbers being 868 for 1882, and 1,132 for 1883. 

The number of cases sent to Hospital for the jear was 601, 
against 431 in 1882.

.-.- * when injured on duty, reoeiTe medical .attendance from the 
Crown, but, when sick^ are under the care of their private medical 
attendants, and in general belong to the same benefit clubs as do 
men of the same occupations not belonging to the Dockyards. 
No statistics therefore of their diseases, as a class, can be com- 
piled, but their sickness would probably be recorded in the 
returns of their clubs. 

The average strength of Sheebness Docktabd for the 

East year was 1,980. There were 613 admissions to the sick and 
urt-iists, which, with twenty-one remaining on the 31st December 
1882, make the total ti*eated during the period 634. Of the 
admissions, 365 were placed on the sick, and 248 on the hurt-list* 

Among those placed on the sick-list, however, were fifteen cases 
of hurts which occurred outside the Dockyard, all of which were 
of minor importance. 

Besides the above, 1,443 hurts were treated on the casual 
list, but the injuries were not of a nature necessitating absence 
from duty.

Home The force employed on the Home Station during the year 

Station. 1883 consisted oi eighty-three vessels, viz., seven iron-chds, nine 
*""^ stationary ships, nine drill-ships, nine coastguard ships, seven 
training ships, five training brigs, nine troop-ships, one sloop, 
four corvettes, one sun vessel, ten gun* boats, four steam vessels, 
one despatch vessel, two yachts, one surveying vessel, one 
torpedo ram, one torpedo dep6t ship, and two receiving ships. 
There was also a reserve of officers and seamen in the Naval 
Barracks at Sheemess included in the crew of the Duncan. The 
Hetums from forty-eight vessels, and from the Keserve Force at 
Sheemess, were for the whole year, and from the remainder for 
periods varying from six days to a little over nine months. 

The mean force corrected for time was 22,200, and the total 
number of entries on the sick-list for disease and imury was 
19,527. This was in the ratio of 87959 per 1,000 of force, and 
shows an increase on the ratio of last year of 29*13 per 1,000, 
and a decrease from the last ten years' average of 18-62 per 1,000. 
The number invalided during the year was 866, which was in 
the ratio of 39* per 1,000, and is an increase of 6*96 per 1,000 
on that of last year, and of 7*56 per 1,000 on the average ratio of 
the last ten years. The number of deaths was 118, being in the 
ratio of 5*31 per 1,000, and is a decrease on the last year's ratio of 
1*63 per 1,000; it is also a decrease on the average ratio of the 
last ten years of 1*69 per 1,000. 

The average daily loss of service from General Diseases, 
Section A, was in the ratio of 1*76 per 1,000, and from Section B, 
12*23 per J, 000; from diseases of the nervous system and organs 
of the special senses, 1*59; of the circulatory system, '63; of 
the absorbent system and ductless glands, *78 ; of the respira- 
tory system, 2*9; of the digestive system, 2*39; of the urinary 
and generative systems, 8*43 ; of the organs of locomotion, '34 ; 
of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system, 8*84 ; of unclassed 
diseases, 1*1 ; from poisons, "04 ; and from various injuries, 6*02. 
The average number of men sick daily was 1046*64, which is in 
the ratio of 47'14 per 1,000, and exhibits an increase of 2*39 
per 1,000 on the ratio of the preceding year, and on the average 
ratio of the last ten years an increase of 5*07 per 1,000. 
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Oeneral Diseases— Febrile Group. suS^. 

There are 594 cases returned in this group ; of these^ one is of 
small-pox; ten are of yaccinia; three of Taricella; sixteen of 
meiudes; twenty-four of scarlet fever; sixty of enteric fever; 165 
of simple continued fever ; sixty-seven of ague ; 103 of remittent 
fever; 103 of mumps; and forty-two of erysipelas, and o^er 
diseases. Of these, one case of simple continued fever, one of 
remittent fever, and one of erysipelas were invalided ; and eleven 
cases of enteric fever, three of remittent fever, one of erysipelas, 
and one of pyaamia, ended fatally. 

Eruptive Fevers; Small Pox. — The solitary case was in the 
Hector at Southampton ; the disease was in the modified form, 
and was probably contracted at Portsmouth. 

Measles. — Five out of the sixteen cases occurred on board the 
Hector, and were due, directly or indirectly, to Portsmouth. The 
cases returned from the other ships were generally single ones, 
and contracted on shore. 

Scarlet Fever. — ^The Lion returns twelve cases out of the total 
of twenty-four, the St Vincent six, the Asia two, and tiie 
Assistance, Boscawen, Minotaur, and Northumberland one each. 

The cases in the Lion training ship, and her tender, ^e 
Implacable, occurred during the months of May and June ; they 
are considered traceable to the village of Torpoint, near which 
the ships lie, in which a mild form of the dbease was prevailing, 
and, by the dates on which the cases occurred, it would appear 
that there were three or four independent introductions of the 
disease from without. The cases, which all proved mild, were 
removed at once to Hospital as they occurred, and all necessary 
precautions were taken, and disinfection carried out. 

In the St« Vincent, five out of the six cases occurred in 
NovCT[iber, and were traceable to a part of Landport where the 
disease was prevalent, and where some of the boys under training 
had friends and relatives. The boys' leave to the town was 
stopped; the cases, as thejr occurred, were removed at once to 
hospital ; they all proved mild. 

Continued Fevers; Enteric i>t?fr.— There are sixty cases of 
this disease recorded during the year under review, of these the 
Minotaur returns fourteen, the Agincourt and Impregnable each 
seven, the Duke of Wellington five, the Sultan four, the Hector 
and Lion each three, the Britannia, Hecla, and Repulse, each 
two, and the Cambridge, Excellent, Northumberland, Revenge, 
Boyal Adelaide, and Shannon, one each ; of these, eleven died ; 
there was no invaliding. 

The cases in the Minotaur occurred chiefly in July, and the 
early part of August during, and immediately subsequent to, the 
spring and summer cruise of the Channel Squadron, to which 
she belonged, on the coast of Spain. The disease was concurrent 
with a number of cases of remittent fever, and so slight was the 
ffifference in the diagnostic symptoms between the two, that the

Home medical officer has classed them together in hia description. In the 
Station. earlier stage all these cases exhibited symptoms of the remittent 

^^~~ type ; the temperature charts show that Uieae features were in 
general maintained throughout the coarse of the disease, the 
symptoms being akin to those of the so-called Gibraltar and 
Mediterranean fevers. The change of daMiification to enteric 
fever depended on the appearance of abdominal symptoms, of 
more or less diagnostic sigmficance, in the later stages, and the 
medical officer is disposed to consider them as cases of typho- 
malarial fever. On tracing out the cases, however, in their 
subsequent history in hospital and elsewhere, after careful exa* 
mination of the records of the disease as far as possible, no 
symptoms which would conclusively mark it as enteric fever 
have been discovered, and in no case was there a verification of 
the diagnosis by post-mortem examination. It would, therefore, 
appear that the climatic and malarial influences of the Spamsh 
coast, if not altogether responsible, most largely predominated in 
the causation of these cases. Though the course of the disease 
was often tedious and convalescence slow, there was no invaliding 
caused by the fever, nor was any death in the Minotaur recorded 
as due to it. 

The movements of the Minotaur, with the rest of the Squadron, 
were as follows : having left England on 6lh February, several 
places on the Spanish coast, Madeira, and the Cape Yerd 
Islands were visited, short stays being made at each place ; 
Gibraltar was reached on the drd of May and twenty-five days 
were spent there ; Vigo was the next port visited, where a stay of 
t^ days was made, and, after calling at some other harbours, the 
Squadron finally quitted Spain on the 3rd of July, proceeding to 
Bantry Bay. The season on the Spanish Coast was exceptionally 
hot, and the ordinary fevers of the place were said to be unusually 
prevalent at Gibraltar and Vigo ; enteric fever, as usual, was 
present at the latter port. Whilst at Gibraltar, most of the ships 
ci the Squadron went alongside the new mole to take in coal. 
This is bv no means a desirable locality from a sanitary point of 
view, as has been before mentiozied in these Reports, and it is 
worthy of notice that in one ship, the Northumberland, which did 
not coal there^ there was no fever whatever. The men were 
also here constantly exercised at the rifie range, cricket was often 
played, and general leave was given. At Vigo special and 
privileged leave was, as usual, allowed. The water supply at 
Gibraltar was unexceptionable ; at Vigo it was bad, and shore 
water was not allowed to be made use of for drinking. 

The Agincourt returns seven cases of enteric fever but, as in 
the case of the Minotaur, the medical officer has classed with 
these, in his observations, fourteen cases of remittent, and 
twenty-one of simple continued fever, all of which occurred at the 
same time, and under the same circumstances, as those of the 
other ship, and appear to have been very much of the same type. 
When the earlier cases occurred the idea was at first entertained 
that some^ cause for the outbreak existed in the bilges or tanks 
of the ship, but when other ships of the squadron, even recently

c<m8tnict6d ones^ began to show precisely similar eases, it was Home 
eyident that the exciting influences were of a more general Station, 
nature. Three deaths were returned from this ship as dne to 
enteric fever and one to remittent fever. On gmng carefully 
oyer the reports of tbeae cases, and foUowing up their subsequent 
history, no case of undoubted enteric feyer has been identified ; 
and in several of the most severe cases amongst young officers, 
the subsequent history of which could be followed, the later com- 
plications and course of convalescence appear to mark the disease 
clearly as remittent fever. 

The Impregnable had seven cases with two deaths. Except in 
the instance of one Marine, who evkkntly contracted the disease 
on diore, these cases were amongst the boys undergoing training, 
and four of them occurred between the 28th and 29th of 
October. The origin of these cases was obscure. After a most 
careful and exhau^ve examination of all the usual sources of 
the disease, the sanitary condition of the ship, the water, and the 

freater portion of the food supply, were found unexceptionable, 
t was noticed that several times during October, portions of 
oomed pork issued for the boya' breakfast had been complained 
of as tainted, and though some of the boys had thrown their 
rations overboard* others, amongst whom appear to have been 
the boys who were attacked, had eaten the meat. This pork 
was not the regular Crov^mment ration, but was specially sup- 
plied by a contractor on the spot, and it is stated that the local 
sanitary authorities had be^i condemning about the same time, 
as unfit for food, considerable quantities of corned pork in the 
district. It is also stated that for many months a disease known 
as swine-fever, had prevailed amongst the pigs in Cornwall and 
Devon. The mediaU officer is disposed to assign the cause of 
the disease to the tainted porticuis of pork, not as simply tainted 
meat, but as being diseased, and either from this cause not 
having '' taken the salt " properly, or perhime because the specific 
anim^ poison only retained its vitabty where the salt had not 
done its work thoroughly. After this investigation a rigid 
scrutiny was kept up oyer the pork, and no further cases of the 
disease occurrea. 

The five cases in the Duke of Wellington occurred singly, 
and were all contracted on shore in Portsmouth and Landport ; 
all recovered. The Sultan' returns four cases, with one death, 
but in only one case were the symptons of enteric fever well 
marked. This ship was under the same sanitary condition as 
the Minotaur and Agincourt, and as the cases returned as 
continued fever are reported to be remittent in character, and 

Sropably of malarial origin, it is most likely that these three 
oubtful ones belonged to the same class. 
Simple Continued Fever. — There were 165 cases returned, 
without any deaths or invaliding Many of these, in the ships 
of the Channel Squadron, miffht no doubt, have been more 
correctly returned as remittent fever. 

Paraxyamal Fevers; Agwe, and Remittent Fever. — Sixty-seven 

cases of ague, and 103 of remittent fover, ^pear in the Returns, 
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Home ^^ ^^® <^^® ^^ iiiTalidiiig, snd three deaths from the latter. 
Suiioo. The Minotaur returns twenty-one cases of remittent fever, the 

Northumberland and Tyne each fifteen, the Agincourt four- 
teen, the Cambridge seven, the Sultan and Duncan each ax, and 
the Excellent four. The remarks under the head of enteric 
fever will apply here, as ahnost all of the so-called cases of 
enteric fever would more properly come under this heading. 

Mump$. — This disease has been unusually prevalent during 
the period, 103 cases having been recorded without, however, any 
serious result. 

Erysipelas. — ^Forty-one cases are returned, with one invalid- 
ing, and a death, xhese cases have been pretty evenlv distri- 
buted, except in the instance of the St Vincent, where fourteen 
occurred, but on examination the cases are all found, as usual, 
to have been in the persons of boys, and consequent on abrasions 
of the legs and feet, and chilblains. 



Gtoneral Diseases-^/onstitatioiial Oroup. 

In this group 3,135 oases are returned, viz., 937 of rheumatism, 
1,585 of primary, and 442 of secondarv, syphilis, ninety-one of 
of tubercular diseases, and eighty of ouier diseases. 

Rheumatism. — I'here were 937 cases of rheumatism under 
treatment, which is in the ratio of 42'2 per 1,000, and shows a 
decrease of *64 per 1,000, when compared witii the last year's 
ratio. Forty-nine persons were invalided, and there was one 
death from this disease. The total number of days' sickness, 
in hospital and on board ship was 20,457, giving an average 
duration to each case of 21*83 days; which is less by 1*38 days 
than the average of 1882. The average number of men sick 
diuly was 5d*04. 

Syphilisy Primary. — One thousand five hundred and eighty- 
five cases of primary syphilis were recorded during the year, 
which is in the ratio of 71*39 per 1,000; this shows an increase of 
27*29 per 1,000 when compared with the ratio of 1882, and an 
increase of 32*33 per 1,000 when compared with the average 
ratio for the last ten years. The total aays' sickness, on board 
ship and in hospital, was 56,434, which gives an average duration 
for each case of 35*36 days, a slight decrease on last year's 
average. The average number of men inefficient daily from 
this disease was 154*61, which is in the ratio of 6*96 per 1,000, 
and is an increase of 2*57 per 1,000 on the average of 1882. 
Sixteen persons were invalided during the year, from the effects 
of the disease. This serious increase in the amount of primary 
syphilis was chiefly recorded during the latter half of the year, 
and followed on the cessation of the enforcement of the compulsory 
examination clause of the Contagious Diseases Acts, in May, to 
which change there is no doubt it is due. The ratio per 1,000 of 
admissions to the sick list for both forms of venereal disease on the 
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Home Station which were 147*73, and 125*13, for the first and Home 
secondhalves of the year 1882, were respectively 160'39, and 214-7, Station. 
for those of 1883, thus showing the period in which the increase 
took place, corresponded with that in which the changed adminis- 
tration of the Acts was in force. 

Syphilis, Secondary. — There were 442 cases of constitutional 
syphilis returned, giving a ratio of 199 per 1,000, and showing 
an increase on t}ie ratio of 1882 amounting to '02 per 1,000. 
There were eighty-six persons invalided from the efiects of this 
disease, but no deaths. The average duration of each case on 
board ship and in hospital was 33*76 days. 

Tubercular Diseases. — Ninety-one cases of this class of disease 
were placed on the sick-list, of which eighty-seven were of 
pulmonary phthisis, and of these seventy-one cases of phthisis 
and five of scrofula were invalided, and seventeen deatns from 
phthisis are recorded. 

The numbers dead and invalided, as usual under this head, 
exceed the entries, as cases are developed in hospital in the 
course of other diseases. The case ratio was 4*09 per 1,000 ; that 
of invaliding 3*42 per 1,000; and the death-rate '76 per 1,000. 
These ratios are all below the averages for the last ten years, 
which are respectively 5*22, 4*65, and 1*24 per 1,000. 

Diseases of the Nervous System and Organs of the 
Special Senses. 

Under this heading 533 cases appear, this is in the ratio of 24* 
per 1,000, and exhibits a decrease of 1*41 per 1,000 when com- 
pared with that of the previous year; 1 66 persons were invalided, 
giving a ratio of 7*47 per 1,000, and showing an increase of 2-05 
per 1,000 on that of the last year ; and ten deaths occurred, the 
ratio being practically the same as that of 1882. Diseases of the 
eye and ear, vertigo, epilepsy, and insanity, were the chief causes 
of invaliding ; and of the deaths, three were due to apoplexy, 
one to epilepsy, and six to other diseases of the brain. 

Diseases of the Circulatory System. 

There were 179 cases recorded in this class, which is in the 
ratio of 8*06 per 1,000, and is an increase of ^34 per 1,000 when 
compared wim the previous year. There were 146 persons 
invalided, which is equal to a ratio of 6*57 per 1,000, and is an 
increase of 2*4 per 1,000 ; while the nine deaths, which equal 
'4 per 1,000, show a decrease of '48 per 1,000 on the ratios of the 
preceding year. 

Forty-six cases of functional, and fifty-four cases of organic 
disease of the heart, one of aneurism, and forty-five of varicose 
veins were invalided; and the nine deaths were due, five to 
organic heart disease, and four to aneurism.

Glands. 

There are returned under this head 161 cases of disease, being 
in the ratio of 7*25 per l^OOO, and showing an increase of 1*83 
per 1,000 when compared with that of 1882. Seven men were 
myalided for these diseases. 

Diseases of the Bespiratory System. 

Under this heading 1,737 cases appear, this is in the ratio of 
78-24 per 1,000, which is 3-8 per 1,000 less than that of the pre- 
ceding year. There were thirty-four persons invalided, which is 
in the ratio of 1*53 per 1,000, an increase of '07 per 1,000 when, 
compared with the previous year. The deaths were twenty-five» 
giving a ratio of 1*12 per 1,000, and showing a decrease of '49 

Ser 1,000 when, compared with 1882. Seventeen of the inva- 
dings were for bronchitis, and seven for pneumonia ; this last 
named disease caused eighteen of the deaths, five were due to bron- 
chitis, and the remaining two to pleurisy and other diseases. 



Diseases of the Digestive Systran. 

Under this heading 1,952 cases were entered on the sick-list, 
the ratio being 87*92 per 1,000, a decrease, when compared with 
the preceding year, equal to 7*64 per 1,000. The ninety-seven 
invalidings give an increase in the ratio equal to 1*23 per 1,000 
over that of last year ; and the six deaths show a slightly de- 
creased rate of -27 per 1,000. Of the ninety-seven persons 
invalided, hernia accounts for sixty-nine, and dyspepsia for eleven. 
Two of the deaths were caused by hepatitis, one by cynanche 
(an abscees having opened into the air passages and caused 
suffocation), and the remaining three by other diseases of the 
stomach, &c. 

Diseases of tiiie Urinary and Oenerative Sjrstems. 

There were 2,407 cases recorded in this class, being in the 
ratio of 108*42 per 1,000, and exhibiting an increase of 16*25 
per 1,000 when compared with the preceding year. Forty-seven 
persons were invalided for these diseases, equal to a ratio of 
2-11 per 1,000, an increase of -34 per 1,000; and there were 
three deaths, giving a ratio of *13 per 1,000, and showing a 
reduction of *02 per 1,000 when compared with 1882. The 
increase in the case ratio is due to the larger number of cases of 
gonorrhoea under treatment ; disease of the kidneys caused the 
largest number of invalidings, viz., ten ; and stricture, and otiier 
sequelsB of gonorrhoea account for seven. Two of the deaths 
W43re due to stricture, and the other to disease of the kidneys. 

Gonorrhaa and Epididymitis, — Two thousand and sixty-eight 
cases of these diseases appear in the Returns, being 1,968 of 

gottorriioBa^ 
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gonorrhoeay which is in the ratio of 88*64 per 1,000^ an increase Home 
of 16*67 per 1,000, and 100 of epididymitis, equal to 4*5 per Station. 
1,000, showing a decrease of *35 per 1,000 when compared with ""^ 
the last year. The number of men ineffective daily from gonor- 
rhoea was 161*92 as against 99*53 in 1882, and the average 
duration of each case was 30*03 days ; epididymitis rendered 
5*66 men ineffective dail^ as against 5*26 last year, the average 
duration of each case being 20*69 days. This considerable in- 
crease in gonorrho^ must be ascribed to the same causes as 
operated in the case of syphilis, viz., the changes in the admi- 
nistration of the Contagious Diseases Acts. 

Diseases of the Organs of LoeomotioiL 

There were entered 100 cases under this heading, being in the 
ratio of 4*5 per 1,000, a slight reduction on the last year's num-- 
bers. Nineteen persons were invalided for diseases of the bonee 
and joints. One death occurred from acute necrosis of the upper 
jaw. 

Diseases of the Cellular Tissue and Cutaneous System. 

Under this head 4,365 cases are returned, which is in the ratio 
of 208*78 per 1,000, and shows a deerease of 4*37 per 1,000 
when compared with the preceding year. Phlegmon contributed 
2,141 cases to &e total ; uloer, 872 ; scabies, 1,302 ; other skin 
diseases makine up the number. Twelve persons were invalided 
for ulcer and abscess^ and ten for diseases of the skin. There 
was one death from cellulitis of the neck, an abscess having burst 
into the trachea. 

The average number daily ineffSeotive owing to these com- 
plaints was 196*35. 

Scubies. — There is again a considerable increase In the number 
of cases of this disease, which is one troublesome and expensive 
to treat, out of all proportion to its severity, as it entails in all 
cases the sending to hospital of the men affected, and also the 
keeping up of special wards for its isolation and treatment in 
these estahlishments. Though scabies has of late shown a 
yearly increase in the Home Force, it is especially noticed by 
most of the medical officers of ships in tlie larger ports that the 
late increase has been concuri'ent with the same change in the 
amount of venereal disease during the last half of 1883, and is 
said to be due to the same cause, the class of prostitutes from 
whom it is most frequently contracted having become more care- 
less and uncleanly since the compulsory periodical inspections 
of the Contagious Diseases Acts have ceased. 

The ratio per 1,000 of cases of scabies for the last three years 
was as follows:— For 1881, 48*01; 1882, 52*03; 1883,58*64. 
The total days' sickness in 1883 was 23,236 ; and the number daily 
ineffective 63-66, as against 18,935, and 51*87 respectively in 1882; 
besides these, many cases in which venereal disease existed at the 
same time were tabulated under the latter head.

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Undassed. 

The number of cases in this ^roup was 314, viz., debility 172, 
headache twenty-three, sea-sickness four, and observation 115. 
As usual, the latter number is chiefly made up of boys from the 
training ships, where care is necessary in the isolation of those 
returning from leave where danger of infection is suspected. 

There were seventeen persons invalided for debility, and one 
for headache. No death was returned. 

Poisons. 

There were thirt;^-two cases of poisoning during the year, viz., 
fifteen cases of deurium tremens, nine of poisoning by alcohol, 
five by lead, one by opium, one by phosphorus, and one by 
unwholesome pork. There were two invaliding from the efiects 
of lead poisoning ; the one death was from delirium tremens. 

IxgnrieSy Ac. 

The number of injuries of various sorts recorded during the 
year was 3,748, which is in the ratio of 168'82 per 1,000, and 
shows an increase of 5-78 per 1,000 when compared with 1882. 
Of this number, sixty-seven were invalided, and twenty-six 
proved fatal. The number of cases of wound and fracture was 
3,553; of bums and scalds, 172; of submersion and drowning, 
eighteen ; of asphyxia, two ; and of suicide, three. Of the fatal 
injuries, eight were fractures and wounds, by falls from aloft, 
and one fracture of the pelvis by a cable accident. Of the 
thirteen cases of drowning, four were by the capsizing of boats, 
and three by falling overboard out of boats ; two men fell over- 
board from their ships, and four were drowned while on leave of 
absence* There was one death from asphyxia; two men took a 
brazier of live coals into a close cabin where they slept ; both 
were asphyxiated by the gas evolved ; one who slept in a ham- 
mock was comatose when discovered, but escaped with his life ; 
the other, whose sleeping place was on a lower level, just above 
the deck, was dead. There was a suicide by pistol shot, one by 
drowning, and one by hanging. One man was invalided for 
wound in action. This was a case of gunshot wound of the arm 
sustained in the Egyptian Campaign of 1882. 

Invaliding. 

The number invalided from the Home Force during the year 
was 866, which is in the ratio of 39 per 1,000, and is an increase, 
when compared with 1882, of 6*96 per 1,000. When compared 
with the average of the last ten years, the increase is 7*56 per 
1,000. 

Under 
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Under General Diseases, Febrile Group, three persons were Home 
invalided; and under the Constitutional Group, 23S ; viz., for^- Station. 
nine for rheumatism, sixteen for primary, and eighty-six U>r 
secondary syphilis, and eighty -seven for tubercular and other 
diseases; ninety-three persons were invalided for diseases of the 
nervous system; thirty-two for diseases of the eye ; forty-one for 
diseases of the ear and nose ; 146 for diseases of the circulatory 
system; of the absorbent system, seven; of the respiratory 
system, thirty-four; of the digestive system, ninetjr-seven ; for 
sequeliB of gonorrhcea, seven; for other ctiseases of the urinary 
and generative systems, forbr ; for diseases of the organs of loco- 
motion, nineteen ; of the cellular and cutaneous svstem, twenty- 
two ; for debility, ftc, eighteen ; for the effects of poisons, two ; 
«nd for injuries, sixty-seven. 



Mortality. 

The total number of deaths was 118, which is in the ratio 
of 5*31 per 1,000; and shows a decrease of 1'63 per 1,000 when 
compared with the ratio of 1882 ; it also shows a aecrease of 1-69 
per 1,000 when compared with the average ratio of the last ten 
years.

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MEDITERRANEAN STATION. 



Medi- Th£ Meditenanean Squadron in 1883 was composed of twenty- 

tmanean four vessels, viz., seven ironclads, <Hie corvette, one sailing sloop» 
S tation . ^j^ steam sloop, four gun vessels, four gun-boats, two steam 
vessels, two despatch vessels, one receiving ship, and oaae torpedo 
dep6t ship. The returns for ei^iteen vessels were for the wnole 
year, and from the remainder for periods varying firom three to 
upwards of eleven months. The mean force, corrected for time« 
was 5,500, and the total number of cases of disease and injury 
entered on the sick-list during the year was 7,451. This is in 
the ratio of 1354*72 per 1,000, and is a decrease, when com- 
pared with the last year's ratio, equal to 159*01 per 1,000^ and 
with the average ratio for the last ten years of 7*93 per 1,000. 
Of these, 336 persons were invalided, being in the ratio of 61*09 
per 1,000, a decrease of 21*84 per 1,000 over last year, but an 
mcrease of 15*26 on the last ten years* average ratios. The 
deaths numbered twenty-five, being 4*54 per 1,000, the ratio 
being less than that of last year by 8*52 per 1,000, and than the 
average for the last ten years by 3*81 per 1,000. 

The large reduction in the ratios, generally, when coinpared 
with those of 1882, is caused by the active operations in Egypt 
having taken place in that year. 

The average daily loss of service from General Diseases, 
Febrile Group, was in the ratio of 3*86 per 1,000 ; and from the 
Constitutional Group, 8*79 per 1,000 ; from diseases of the nervous 
system, '61 ; from diseases of the eye, '38 ; of the ear, *29 ; of the 
circulatory system, '53 ; of the absorbent system, -9 ; of the 
respiratory system, 2*53; of the digestive system, 3*18; of the 
urinary and generative systems, 4*2 ; of tbe organs of locomotion, 
*38 ; of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system, 9*18 ; from 
debility, &c., 1*04; from poisons, *02 ; and from wounds and in- 
juries, 10*52. 

The average number of men sick daily was 255*66, which is 
in the ratio of 46*48 per 1,000, and is a decrease of 2*71 per 1,000 
when compared with that of 1882, and an increase on the last 
ten years' average of *8 per 1,000. 



General Diseases— Febrile Oroup. 

This group comprises 473 cases of various forms of febrile 
disease : of tnis number, one was a case of measles, six were of 
scarlet fever, fourteen of dengue, and eleven were of enteric, and 
243 of simple continued fever, twenty-one of ague, 168 of re- 
mittent fever, three of mumps, and six of erysipelas.

Dertgae. — The Inflexible returns seven cases of dengue, con- 
tracted during April and May, at Malta, and it is stated that 
most of the cases returned under the heads of catarrh and 
febricula were probably mild ones of the same disease, though, 
except when a distinct rash occurred, they were not claasified as 
such. All the cases were mild in degree, only one requirii^ 
hospital treatment. The Cygnet and Iris return three cases 
each, all contracted at Port Said, where the disease is said to 
prevail yearly, chiefly during the date harvest. 

Enteric Fever. — Of the eleven cases recorded, the Hibemia, 
stationary ship at Malta, returns four, with one death and one 
invaliding. 

The Falcon had three cases, contracted at Alexandria, 
Constantinople, and Port Said ; a fatal case in the Orion was 
also contracted at Alexandria, where, up to the end of 1883, a 
most unsatisfactory sanitary condition continued to prevail. 

Simple Continued Fever. — Out of the 243 eases returned, the 
Alexandra shows fifty-seven ; these occurred during the last three 
quarters of the year, and were not of a serious character, being 
attributed to exposure to the effects of the sun during the 
cruises round the various ports. 

The Superb returns twenty-eight cases, all mild, and dis- 
tnbuted generally in the period included in the returns. Since 
some structural and other alterations have been made in the 
appliances for ventilation, the defective sanitation of this ship, 
as noticed in the last year's Report, appears to be much im- 
proved. 

Paroxysmal Fever. — Twenty-one cases of ague, and 168 of 
remittent fever are comprised under this head ; these numbers 
give a ratio of 34*36 per 1,000, being a decrease of 56*84 per 
1,000 when compared with the last year, which was an abnormal 
one, and 17'47 per 1,000 less than the last ten years' average 
ratio. The forty -four persons invalided give a ratio of 8 per 
1,000, and the five deaths from remittent fever a ratio of *9 

K> 1,000, both of which closely approximate to the average, 
e average number of men daily inefficieBt from these diseases 
was 12*3. 

The Inflexible returns the largest number of cases, vis., one of 
ague, and twenty-nine of remittent fever. Thej are stated te 
have been of the usual type of Mediterranean fever, and ofim 
aocompanied by intractable rheumatic symptoms. Six were in- 
valided, and then was one death. 

The Invincible comes next with two cases xsi acue and twenty-* 
■hr of remittent fever, seven of the latter cases navine been i»» 
valided but there was no death. They all aj^pear to have been 
eontracted at Malta and Alexandria, and to have varied muoh 
in chanoter and degree.

Station. ^f fif^-eeven ; though this appears a large number it is, for 
ships on her station at the mouth of the Danube, an exceptionally 
small one, which is accounted for by her stay in this highly 
malarious region beine this year shorter than usual The cases 
were mild, averaging between five and six days under treatment, 
and there was no invaliding or death. 

The Alexandra had twenty-four cases, with five invalidings 
and one death ; about half her cases were contracted at Malta, 
and the rest at various places during the summer cruise. 

The above were the ships that furnished the largest nimiber 
of cases ; besides these there were fatal ones returned from the 
Hibemia, Monarch, and Superb. 



Gtoneral Diseases— Constitational Group. 

In this class are recorded 825 cases, viz., 415 of rheumatism, 
323 of primary, and fifty-nine of secondary syphilis, nineteen of 
tubercular diseases, and nine of other diseases. Of these, forty- 
one cases of rheumatism, seven of primary, and eight of second- 
arv syphilis, twenty-one of phthisis, and one oi gout were in- 
valided ; and four cases of phthisis died. 

Bheumatism. — There were 415 cases of rheumatism treated, 
which is in the ratio of 75*45 per 1,000, showing a decrease of 
*81 per 1,000 when compared with 1882. The forty-one cases 
invalided equalled a ratio of 7*45 per 1,000, which was an in- 
crease of 1'19 per 1.000 over the rates of the preceding year. 
The average number of sick daily in the force from this cause 
was 15*77, anti the average duration of each case 13'87 days. 
The Invincible returns the largest number of cases, viz., seventy- 
seven ; the Inflexible, Sunerb, Temeraire, Alexandra, and 
Monarch, had, after her, the largest numbers. 

Sjfphilisy Primary. — ^The number of cases of this disease under 
treatment during the year was 323 ; this was in the ratio of 58*72 
per 1,000, and shows an increase of 32*86 per 1,000 when com- 
pared with 1882 ; this, however, is not a fair comparison, as tJbe 
employment of tiie Squadron in Egypt during the latter year 
kept the men away from the places which are usually the most 
fruitful sources of venereal disease. A comparison with the 
average ratio of the last ten years shows an increase to the 
amount of 24*13 per 1,000. The invalids numbered seven, being 
in the ratio of 1 '27 per 1,000, also a considerable increase on last 
year's ratio. The average duration of each case differed but 
Uttle from the precedins year, but the average number daily 
inefiective was 15*08, witn a ratio of 4*65 per 1,000, and is more 
than double that of 1882. The increase in this disease during 
the year appears to be due to the bad sanitary condition, in this 
respect, of many of the places visited by the Squadron in the 

summer

summer cruise. Malta, Alexandria, and other Egyptian ports, Medi- 
and Trieste, were the places where the greatest amount of disease g^t^"^*^ 
was contracted. * 

Syphilis^ Secondary. — Fifty-nine cases of constitutional syphilis 
are returned, giving a ratio of 10*72 per 1,000, being an increase 
of 1*79 per 1,000 in comparison with the preceding year. There 
is also an increase of "79 per 1,000 in the invaliding ratio. The 
average number sick daily was 4*5, nearly the same as in 1882, 
tie ratio per 1,000 being -18 over that year's ratio. The average 
duration of each case was 27*84 days. 

Phthisis. — Nineteen cases of this disease, with twenty-one 
invalidings and four deaths, are recorded ; {he ratios under each 
head being respectively less than the recorded averages of late. 
As so often happens, the invalidings and deaths exceed con- 
siderably the numbers placed on the sick-list for the disease. 



Diseases of the Nervous System and Organs of the 
Special Senses. 

In this class are recorded ninety-seven cases of disease of the 
nervous system, seventy-three of diseases of the eye, and forty- 
four of diseases of the ear. Of these, forty cases were invalided, 
and there was no death. Of the invalidings, sixteen were due to 
epilepsy, six to insanity, seven to vertigo and like affections, 
three to diseases of the eye, and eight to diseases of the eai*. 



Diseases of the Circulatory System. 

There are fifty-three cases returned under this head, of which 
twentjr-seven were invalided and two died. Disease of heart, 
organic and functional, caused twenty-five of the invalidings, 
aneurism one, and varicose veins one. The two deaths were due 
to aneurism. 



Diseases of the Respiratory System. 

In this class 600 cases were on the sick-list during the period ; 
this was in the ratio of 109*09 per 1,000, which shows an increase 
of 35-36 per 1,000 when compared with the preceding year. 
Twelve persons were invalided, being in the ratio of 2-18 per 
1,000 ; and three died, which is equal to '54 per 1,000, both being 
slight decreases on the ratios of the preceding year. Out of the 
whole number of cases, 518 were of catarrh, and forty -four of 
bronchitis. Of the invalidings, eight were for pneumonia and 
pleurisy, and two for bronchitis. Ihe three deaths are returned 
from bronchitis, pneumonia, and hsemoptysis.

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Diseases of the Digestive System. 

Under this heading 1,041 cases are included; this is in the 
ratio of 189*27 per 1,000, and exhibits a decrease of 84*73 per 
1,000 when compared with the preceding year; the service in 
Egypt, however, during that year was exceptionally productive 
otdiseases of this class ; the ratio also shows a decrease when 
compared with the average of the last ten yearsj the latter ex- 
ceeding it by 7'8 per 1,000. There were twentv-eight persons 
invalided, being in the ratio of 5*09 per 1,000, a decrease of 2*24 
per 1,000 in comparison with 1882. There was no death from 
these diseases during the year. 



Diseases of the Urinary and Gtoneratiye Systems. 

In this class 453 cases are recorded; there were sixteen 
persons invalided, but no death occurred from these diseases. 
Out of this number 306 cases were of gonorrhcea, and forty- 
eight of its sequeliB, epididymitis and stricture; the ratio of 
these latter combined was 64*35 per 1,000, showing an increase 
of 25*42 per 1,000 when comparea with the preceding year. T^is 
large comparative increase, which also appears in primary 
syphilis, is alluded to in the observations on that disease. In the 
case of gonorrhoea the same remarks apply ; 1 882 was an excep- 
tionally favourable year, the amount of disease being much 
smaller than usual, but a comparison with the ten years' average 
shows a material increase during the year under review ; this is, 
no doubt, as in the case of primary syphilis^ due to the condition 
of the ports visited during the summer cruise. Malta, un- 
doubtedly, furnished more cases than usual, and many are 
ascribed to Trieste. 

The average duration of each case of gonorrhoea was 19*86 days, 
and the nuniber of men daily ineffective from the disease and its 
sequelse, 19*35. 



Diseases of the Qrgaxis of LoeomotioiL 

Forty-six cases of these diseases are recorded; of these, four 
were invalided for diseases of the bones and joints. There was 
no death. 
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Medi* 

Diseases of fhe Cellular Tissue and Cutaneous System. ^S^ 

There were 1,724 cases of these diseases under obsenration, 
which is equal to a ratio of 313*45 per 1 ^(HX), and shows a decrease 
of 95*61 per 1,000 when compared with the preceding year. This 
number comprises 1,312 cases of phlesmon and abscess, and 323 
of ulcer, twenty-six of scabies, and sixtj-three of other diseases 
of the skin. The invalidings numbered fourteen, all but one 
being for phlegmon and ulcer; this gives a ratio of 2*54 per 1,000, 
being a slight increase on that of 1882. The number of men 
inefl^ctive daily from these diseases was 50*54; the average 
duration of each case of phlegmon and abscess was 8*63 days, 
and of each case of ulcer, 17*97 days. There was no death. 



Debility, Obserrationy &e. 

One hundred and six cases appear under this heading, eighty 
of which were of debility, and thirteen for observation, the 
remainder being cases of headache and sea-sickness. Forty-three 
cases of debility were invalided. There was no death. 



Iiguries, &c. 

There are 1,840 injuries of various sorts returned, compris- 
ing 1,770 wounds, fractures, &c., sixty-nine burns and scalds, 
and one case of suicide. Twenty-five persons were invalided for 
the effects of wounds, &c., and seven oi these injuries were fatal; 
the only death besides these being the case of suicide. 

Six of the fatal injuries were fractures of the skull, caused, in 
five instances, by falls from alofl, and in one, by a fall into a dry 
dock at Malta ; the other death was in one of the crew of the 
Temeraire from a crush of the leg and wound of the popliteal 
artery, caused by the carrying away of the platform on which 
the gun was mounted in one of the boats. The suicide was in 
the case of a sick berth attendant, who poisoned himself with 
hydrocyanic acid. 



Invaliding. 

The number invalided on the Mediterranean Station in 1883 
was 336, which is in the ratio of 61*09 per 1,000, and is a decrease, 
when compared with 1882, of 21*84 per 1,000, when compared, 
however, with the average of the last ten years it exhibits an 
increase of 15*26 per 1,000. Rheumatism, diseases of the nervous 
system, diseases of the digestive system, and debility, are the 
headings under which the increase mainly oc<surs. 
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Medi- Under General Diseases, Febrile Group, forty-five persons 

*Sf"r°^° were invalided, and nnder the Constitutional Group, seventy- 
»o"* eight ; forty-one of these were for rheumatism, fifteen for syphilis, 
and twenty-two for tubercular and other diseases. Twenty-nine 
persons were invalided for diseases of the nervous system ; three 
for diseases of the eye ; eight for diseases of the ear ; twenty- 
seven for diseases of the circulatory svstem; four for diseases 
of the absorbent system and ductless glands ; twelve for diseases 
of the respiratory system; twenty-eight for diseases of the 
digestive system ; sixteen for diseases of the urinary and gene- 
^rative systems ; four for diseases of the organs of locomotion ; 
fourteen for diseases of the cellular tissue ana cutaneous system ; 
forty-three for debility, &c.; and twenty-five for various forms 
of injury. 



MortaUty. 

The total number of deaths was twenty-five, which is in the 
ratio of 4*54 per 1,000, and shows a decrease of 8*52 per 1,000, 
when compared with 1882, and of 3*81 per 1,000 when compared 
with the average ratios of the last ten years. 
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NORTH AMERICAN AND WEST INDIAN 
STATION. 



The squadron employed on the North American and West North 
Indian Station in 1883 was composed of thirteen vessels^ viz., one Ameriean 
ironclad^ four corvettes, one sloop, two gun- vessels, three gun- and 
boats, and two receiving sliips. The returns from ten ships were ^^®J* Indian 
for the whole year, and from the remainder for periods varving Station. 
from three to upwards of eleven months. The mean force 
corrected for time was 2,460, and the total number of cases 
entered on the sick-list during the year was 3,152 ; this is in 
the ratio of 1,281*3 per 1,000, and shows a decrease of 3*03 per 
1,000 when compared with the ratio of 1882. The number 
invalided was 73, and the number of deaths twentv-one; the 
ratio in the former case being 29*67 per 1,000, a decrease of 
17*33 per 1,000 on that of last year, and the death ratio 8*53 per 
1,000, a decrease of '22 per 1,000 when compared with 1882. 

The average daily loss of service from General Diseases, Febrile 
Group, was m the ratio of 2*94 per 1,000; from General Diseases, 
Constitutional Group, 10; from diseases of the nervous system,, 
•96; from diseases ot the eye, -16 ; of the ear, '27 ; of the nose,. 
•05 ; of the circtdatory system, -5 ; of the absorbent system, 1*52 ; 
of the respiratory system, 1*84; of the digestive system, 2*8 ; of 
the urinary and generative systems, 2*64; of the organs of 
locomotion, *57 ; of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system, 7*05 ; 
from debility, observation, &c., 1*66; from poison?, 1*39; and 
from injuries, 9*4. 

The average number of men sick daily was 107*98, which is 
in the ratio of 43*89 per 1,000, and is a reduction of 3*07 per 
1,000, when compared with the preceding year. 



General DiBeases— Febrile Group. 

In this group are returned 245 cases of various forms of 
febrile disease, viz., one of sm^ll-pox, three of scarlet fever, 
seven of enteric fever, 183 of simple continued fever, five of 
yellow fever, twelve of a^ue, thirty-two of remittent fever and 
two of erysipelas. Of these, one of yellow fever and one of 
remittent fever were invalided, and four of yellow fever died. 

Contintied Fevers ,* Enteric Fever. — Seven cases of enteri<5 fever 
are returned, with two deaths. Of these, four cases were con- 
tracted at Bermuda, where this disease has of late rather tended 
to increase, owing, it is stated, to the character of the drinking 
water supply, which chiefly consists of the rain water that falls 
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on the roofs of the houses^ conducted into tanks where it is 
stored. Whether owing to carelessness or the porous nature of 
the soil, this water in Ireland and Somerset Islands, with which 
the ships haTC mostly to do, has been of late complained of, and 
on being analysed has been pronounced impure, so much so that 
all the residences under Admiralty supervision are about to be 
supplied with carferal filters. Two cases were contracted at 
Haufax, where the sanitary conditions are also said to be 
defective. Both the deaths ^om this fever occurred in the Dido, 
the disease in one of the cases having been contracted at Ber- 
muda, and in the other probably at Port au Prince, Hayti. 

Simple Continued Fever. — One hundred and eighty-three cases 
are recorded, which were generally of febricula, a large number 
having been.in the persons of young seamen new to the tropics, 
the Garnet alone furnishing ninety -eight such cases; they were 
generally unimportant. One death from this disease is reported 
nom the Dido, which occurred at Grenada, in the civil hospital; 
the details, however, are imperfect, and the symptoms appear 
rather to have been those of enteric fever. 

Yellow Fever, — Five cases of yellow fever occurred in the 
sauadrou during the year; four of these proved fatal, and the 
filth was invalided. 

The Mallard returns four cases, with three deaths and one 
invaliding. This ship arrived at Port au Prince, Haytl, 
on the 29th of April. The details furnished are very meagre, but, 
as far as can be ^thered, communication with the shore 
was carried on at this place where yellow fever now generally 
exists. On the 7th May a youns officer was attacked with 
the usual symptoms in a grave form; on the next day, the 
8th, there were two more cases, also in the persons of officers; 
on the 9th the ship sailed for Port Soyal, and on the next 
day, the 10th, during the passage, a Marine who had acted 
as nurse was taken ul; on the 11th the ship arrived at Port 
Boyal, and these four cases were at once sent to hospital, where 
the officer who was first attacked died the same day, the Marine, 
who had acted as nurse, two days after, and a second officer 
a dav later ; the third officer attacked was subsequently 
invahded.' The cases were all severe and presented the usual 
svmptoms. The ship was ordered north to Halifax, sailing on 
tne 12th, and all that could be done in the way of disinfection 
was carried out at sea; on arrival at Halifax the crew were 
cleared out and the ship thoroughly fumigated with sulphurous 
add. No more cases occurred. 

The other case of yellow fever recorded was in the Gh-iffon, 
and was also contracted at Port au Prince, seven days after 
the ship's arrival there from Bermuda. The patient, a writer i^ed 
20, died on the sixth day of the disease^ 23rd December. The 
ship proceeded to sea and cruised for some time, disinfecting and 
cleansing as far as possible. No more cases occurred. 

Paroxysmal Fevers. — ^Twelve cases of a^e, and thirty-two of 
ronittent fever were und^ treatment during the year ; of these, 
<me case of remittent fever was invalided* There was no death. 

The 
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The Garnet returned seven cases of ague and twenty-nine of 
remittent fever. That ship, not long in the West Indies, and with 
a young ship's company, sp^it from the 6th to the 18di of June 
moored alongside the dockyard at English Harbour, Antigua, a 
situation in the vicinity of mangrove swamps, where malarial 
disease prevails in the summer. The men and officers lived in 
quarters on shore, and though the crew were healthy while 
there, soon after, while at Barbados and Trinidad, a good many 
cases of fever showed themselves, and though from the final residts, 
one man only having been invalided and the rest being cured, the 
type could not have been severe, yet considerable loss of service 
occurred. The medical officer bears testimony to the excellent 
effects of an early morning issue of warm chocolate ; during the 
time these cases were occurring, he had noticed that many of 
the first attacks came on early in the morning watch, when the 
men were working on an empty stomach in the close tropical 
morning, and when, on his recommendation, the issue was com- 
menced a marked improvement in this respect was at once 
noticed. 
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Oeneral Diseases— Constitational Group. 

This group includes 405 cases, of which 193 are of rheumatism, 
155 of primary, and forty of secondary syphilis; six of tubercular 
diseases ; eight of gout, and three of tumour ; of these nine of 
rheumatism; one of primary, and four of secondary syphilis; 
two of phthisis and one of scrofula were invalided ; and one case 
of rheumatism ended fatally. 

Rheumatism. — There were 193 cases of rheumatism under 
treatment; the ratio, 78-45 per 1,000, shows an increase of 
19-47 per 1,000 when compared with 1882. The invaliding ratio 
was alniost the same as that of last year. There was a death 
from this disease in the PoanL The Dido and Terror return the 
lai^est number of cases. 

<Sw/>A2Ym, jFWmc/ry.— One hundred and fifty-five cases are re- 
corded, giving a ratio of 63 per 1,000, and showing an increase 
of 1-71 per 1,000 in comparison with 1882. The average 
duration of each case was 31-32 days. Halifax and Bermuda 
were the chief sources of the disease. 

Syphilisy Secondary.— The ratio per 1,000 of constitutiooal 
syphilis was 16'26 ; this is a decrease of 3-55 per 1,000 when 
compared with the preceding year. The invaliding rate also 
showed a decrease amounting to -22 per 1,000; the average 
duration of each case was 23-85 days. 

Phthisis.— Four cases are returned, the same number as in the 
last year ; of Aeee two were invalided ; tihere was no death. 
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There are ninety-three cases returned, of which twenty were 
inyalided, and two died. The case ratio, 37 '8 per 1,000, shows 
an increase of 7*39 per 1,000 over that of last year, and the 
invaliding ratio an increase of 4*45 per 1,000: the death rate is 
slightly less. Epilepsy and vertigo caused nine out of the six- 
teen invalidings. One of the deaths was from general paralysis 
of the insane, the other was from traumatic tetanus depending 
on some small wounds of the chest and chin inflicted by a broken 
bottle. 

Diseases of the Circulatory System. 

Sixteen cases are returned under this head, the ratio per 
1,000 being 6*5, which is a slight decrease when compared with 
that of last year ; and the invaliding rate also shows a decrease, 
equal to J '81 per 1,000. Three persons were invalided for 
organic, and three for functional disease of the heart, and two 
for aneurism. There was one death from aneurism of the aorta. 



Diseases of the Absorbent System. 

Sixty-three cases are returned under this head, all but one being 
of bubo ; one man was invalided for the same affection. The 
ratio of cases is 25*6 per 1,000. 

Diseases of the Respiratory System. 

1'here were 225 cases of these diseases placed on the sick-list; 
this is in the ratio of 91*46 per 1,000, and is an increase over 
the ratio of the preceding year, equal to 9*9 per 1,000. There 
was no invaliding, but two deaths are recorded, one from 
hsemoptysis and the other from pneumonia. Out of the total of 
cases 198 were of catarrh. 

Diseases of the Digestive System. 

In this class 358 cases are recorded ; the ratio is equal to 
145*52 per 1,000, and shows a decrease, when compared with 
1882, 01 2*86 per 1,000. Seven persons were invalided, being 
in the ratio of 2*84 per 1,000, and there were two deaths. ITie 
cases of cynanche numbered 105, dyspepsia sixtjr^ight, diarrhoea 
126, and colic, &c., thirtv-four. The invakdin^s were for 
dyspepsia, hernia, and diarrnoea, and other complamts. One of 
the deaths was from enteritis, and the other is returned as from 
peritonitis. 
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Diseases of the Urinary and Oenerative Systems. 

There were 140 cases treated during the year, the ratio, 56*91 
per 1,000, showing a considerable decrease, equal to 35*25 
per 1,000, when compared with the preceding year; this de- 
crease is mainly in gonorrhoea. There were only three in- 
Talidings, anjl no death. 

GonorrhcBa. — There are 107 cases returned, being in the ratio 
of 43-49 per 1,000, as against 69*12 per 1,000 in 1882. The 
Northampton from Hahfax, and the Urgent from Jamaica, 
return the largest number of cases. 
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Diseases of the Cellular Tissue and Cutaneous System, 

In this group 674 cases were under treatment, the ratio being 
273-98 per 1,000, an increase of 29-28 per 1,000 over the 
preceding year. Two persons were invalided for abscess and 
ulcer, and these two diseases furnished 583 cases to the total. 



Debility, Observation, &e. 

Seventy cases of debility and other unclassed diseases are 
returned, and out of these there were three invalidings for 
debility. 

Poisons. 

Sixty-two cases of poisoning are returned, two by alcohol, 
one by insect bite, and fifty-nine of lead poisoning ; one person 
having been invalided from the effects of the last-named poison. 
The chipping off the old red lead paint in the floating dock at 
Bermuda, preparatorjr to re-painting, has been again the cause 
of much disease, but it has been of a mild character. 

Injuries, &c. 

There were 770 cases of injuries under treatment during the 
year, 728 being wounds, fractures, &c., thirty-four burns and 
scalds, seven of submersion and drowning, and one case of 
suicide by drowning. Seven persons were invalided from the 
effects of injuries', and there were six deaths ; of these two were 
from fractured skull by the fall of spars from aloft; three were by 
accidental drowning, one by falling overboard from aloft, anH 
two by accidental drowning whilst on leave ; there was also the 
case of suicide by drowning before mentioned ; all the deaths by 
drowning were in men belonging to the Northampton. 
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Inyalidhig* 

Seyenty-three persons were invalided from the North American 
and West Indian Station during 1883^ which is in the ratio of 
29*67 per 1,000, and shows a decrease of 17 '33 per 1,000 when 
compared with the preceding year, and when compared with the 
average ratios for the last ten years of a decrease of 8*95 per 
1,000. It appears, however, to be near the present normal 
average, as for two or three years of late the rate has been 
exceptionally large, so much so as to affect the ten years' ratio. 

Under GeneralDiseases, Febrile Group, two persons were in- 
valided ; and under the Constitutional Group, seventeen ; nine 
of these being for rheumatism, one for primary, and four for 
secondary syphilis, and three for tubercular diseases; sixteen 
were invalidea for diseases of the nervous system ; for diseases of 
the eye, two ; of the ear, two ; of the circulatory system, eight ; 
of the absorbent system, one ; of the digestive system, seven ; of 
the urinary and generative systems, three ; of the organs of 
locomotion, two; of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system, 
two ; for debility, &c., three ; for the effects of poisons, one ; and 
for wounds and injuries, seven. 



Mortality. 

The total number of deaths was twenty-one, which is in the 
ratio of 8*53 per 1,000, and is a decrease of '22 per 1,000, when 
compared with 1882. The average yearly death-rate for the last 
ten years is 7 '71 per 1,000. 
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SOUTH EAST COAST OF AMERICA STATION. 



The Squadron on the South East Coast of America in 1883 
consisted of six vessels^ viz., one corrette, two gun yessels, two 
gun-boats^ and one surveying Tessel. The returns from four of 
tiiese were for the whole year^ and from the remidning two for 
six months. The mean force^ corrected for time, was 580, and 
the total number of cases of disease and injury entered on the 
sick-list was 491 ; this is in the ratio of 846*55 per 1,000, and is a 
decrease, when compared with the last year's ratio, of 311'69 
per 1,000. Nine persons were inyalidea, being in the ratio of 
15*51 per 1,000, and showing a decrease of 4*27 per 1,000, when 
compared with 1882 ; and there were four deaths, giving a ratio 
of 6 '8 9 per 1,000, and being an increase equal to 1*5 per 1,000 
on that of the previous year. 

The average daily loss of service from General Diseases, 
Febrile Group, was in the ratio of '46 per 1,000, and from tbe 
Constitutional Group, 3*65 per 1,000 ; from diseases of the 
nervous system, '41 ; of the eye, *03 ; of the ear, *03 ; of the 
circulatory system, "01 ; of the absorbent system, 2*27 ; of the 
respiratory system, *74 ; of the digestive system, 1*5 ; from 
gonorrhoea, '5 ; from other diseases oi the urinary and generative 
systems, *37; of the organs of locomotion, *6; of the cellular 
tissue and cutaneous system, 5*93 ; from debility, &c, *03 ; and 
firom injuries, &c., 7*51. 

The average number of men daily ineffective from disease and 
injury was 14*06, which is in the ratio of 24*24 per 1,000, and 
is a decrease when compared with the preceding year of 10*02 
per 1,000.

General Diseases— Febrile Group. 

In this group are returned fourteen cases, viz., one of enteric 
fever, ten of simple continued fever, one of ague, one of remittent 
fever, and one of erysipelas ; there were no invalidings or 
deaths. 

The case of enteric fever, which was in the person of a petty 
officer of the Amethyst, is noteworthy, as it ^ave an opportunity 
of accurately determining the cause, and period of incubation of 
the disease. The man visited the shore at Monte Video on the 
9th of December, for the first and only time, and was attacked 
with the first symptoms of illness on the 22nd, exactly thirteen 
days afterwards. When on shore he visited a house in the town, 
close to which three cases of the disease were under treatment, 
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and others had occurred, the cause bein^ clearly drinldiiff 
contaminated water from the well in the middle of the *' patio ' 
or central court of the house. The case was a well marked 
one ; the patient was treated in the civil hospital at Monte 
Video, and recovered. 



General DiBeases— Constitational Group, 

Fifty-five cases are returned in this group, viz., thirty-five of 
rheumatism, thirteen of primanr, and three oi secondary syphilis, 
one of phthisis, and three of gout; one person was invalided 
for rheumatism, one for secondary syphilis, and one for phthisis ; 
there was no death. 

RheumatUm. — ^Thirty-five cases appear, the ratio per 1,000 being 
60*34 ; an increase of 25*18 per 1,000 over the preceding year. 
The average duration of each case was ten days. 

Syphilis, Primary and Secondary. — The ratio per 1,000 of 
primary syphilis was 22*41, showing a decrease of 3*96 per 
1,000 when compared with the preceding year ; the secondary 
disease shows a small increase, viz., *78 per 1,000. The average 
duration of each case of primary disease was 25*61 days, and of 
secondary syphilis 18*33 days. 



Diseases of the Nervous System and Organs of the 
Special Senses. 

The ratio per 1,000 of the twenty-two cases returned was 
37'93, a decrease of 8*22 when compared with the preceding year. 
One case of insanity was invalided. 



Diseases of the Circulatory System. 

Two cases of disease of the heart are returned, with one 
death. 



Diseases of the Bespiratory System. 

Twenty-five cases of these diseases are recorded ; the ratio 
per 1,000 was 43-1, showing a decrease of 38-21 per 1,000, when 
compared with the preceding year. There was no case of 
invaliding or death. 
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Diseases of the Digestive System. 

Fifty-nine cases appear under this heading ; ratio per 1,000 
101*72 ; there is a decrease in this class also, in the present year, 
equal to 41*13 per 1,000. One man was invalided for hei*nia; 
there was no death.

Diseases of the Urinary and Generative Systems. 

Only twelve cases of these diseases are returned, which gives 
a ratio of 20*68 per 1,000, bein^ 49*64 per 1,000 under that of 
the last year.

Diseases of the Organs of Locomotion. 

Ten cases are returned, the ratio per 1,000 being 17*24.

Diseases of the Cellular Tissue and Cutaneous System. 

One hundred and twenty-seven cases are returned ; this is in 
the ratio of 218*96 per 1,000, and is a decrease of 11*8 per 1,000 
as compared with 1882. Two cases of abscess and ulcer were 
invalided. 



Injuries, &e. 

The number of injuries recorded is 145 ; of these 141 were 
wounds and fractures, &c., and four burns. One man was 
invalided for compound fracture of the ilium, and there were 
diree deaths, two from fracture of the spine by falls into dry 
docks, one at Bio Janeiro, and the other at Monte Video, 
the fatal injuries being in one case a fracture of the fourUi, and in 
the other of the fifth cervical vertebra; in the third case the man 
fell into an empty hulk, and fractured his skull. 



Invaliding. 

The number invalided was nine, which is in the ratio of 15*51 
per 1,000, and is a decrease of 4*27 per 1,000 compared with 
1882 ; when compared with the average of (he last ten years it 
shows a decrease of 18*21 per 1,000. 
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Under General Dieeases, Constitutional Ghroup, three persons 
were invalided, one for rheumatism, one for secondary syphilis, 
and one for phtfauds; one person was iuTafided for diseases of 
the nerrous system, one for diseases of the digestiTO system, one 
for diseases of the organs of locomotion, two for diseases of the 
cellular tissue and cutaneous system, wad one for the effects of 
injury. 



Mortality. 

There were four deaths on the station during the year, which 
is in the ratio of 6*89 per 1,000, and shows an increase, when 
compared with 1882, of 2*5 per 1,000 ; when compared with the 
average ratio of the last ten years, the decrease is 1*91

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Thb Squadron employed on the Pacific Station, in the year Pacific 
1883, consisted of eleven vessels, viz., one iron-clad, five cor- Station, 
vettes, four sloops, and one store ship permanently stationed at 
Coquimbo* The returns from five of these were for the whole 
year, and from the remainder for periods of three and nine 
months. The mean force, corrected for time, was 1,500, and 
the total number of cases of disease and injury entered on the 
sick list during the year was 1,669 ; this is in the ratio of 1 1 12*66 
per 1,000, ana shows a decrease of 80*15 per 1,000 when com- 
pared with the preceding vear. The number of persons in- 
valided was twenty-seven, being in the ratio of 18 per 1,000, 
which is a decrease of 29*05 per 1,000 when compared with the 
last year's ratio. There were eleven deaths, whicn gives a ratio 
of 7*33 per 1,000, and is an increase of 1*45 per 1,000 when com- 
pared with 1882. 

The average daily loss of service from General Diseases, 
Febrile Group, was in the ratio of 4*75 per 1,000 ; from General 
Diseases, Constitutional Group, 9*07; from diseases of the 
nervous system, 1*33; of the eye, '14; of the ear, *48; of the 
circulatory system, '41; of the absorbent system, 2*04; of 
the respiratory system, 1*28; of the digestive system, 2*53 
from gonorrhoea, 3*36; from the sequelso of gonorrhoea, *48 
from other diseases of the urinary and generative systems, *39 ; 
of the organs of locomotion, *37; of the cellular tissue and 
cutaneous system, 9*84 ; from debility, &c., '78 ; from poisons, 
*12 ; and from injuries, &c., 9*39. 

The average number of men sick daily was 70*29, which is in 
the ratio of 46*86 per 1.000, and is a decrease equal to 4*36 
per 1,000 when compared with the last year's ratio. 

General XHseases— Febrile Oronp. 

The total number of cases of disease returned in tiiis group 
is ninetv-fonr, via., one of measles, eight of enteric fever, fort^* 
three of simple oontinaed fever, twen^ of a^e, twenty of remit- 
tent fever, one o^ mumps, and one of erympelas ; of these one 
case of ague and one of remittent fever were invalided, and one 
of enteric fever proved fetaL 



Enteric JFVrer.— Of the eight cases of this disease, five were 
connected with the outbreak m the Swiflsure in the end of 1882^ 
which was describe in the last Beport of the Health of the 
Navy. At the commencement of tne year under review, the 
patients from the SwifUurCj who remained in sick quarters on 
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Pacific the Island of San Lorenzo^ in the Harbour of Callao, were 
Station. placed in the charge of the medical officer of the Kingfisher^ 
"~~ as the Swiftsure was proceeding northwards. Two more cases 
of the disease were added to the sick list on the 22nd and 
26th of January while at Payta, and were on the 27th em- 
barked on board the Comus^ and sent to the sick quarters at 
San Lorenzo, which were taken charge of by the medical officer 
of the Comus, on the 8th of February, when the Kingfisher pro- 
ceeded to sea. On the 10th of April, just before the arrival of 
the Swiftsure at Esquimalt, another case of enteric fever appeared 
on board. The medical officer considered it to be dependent on 
tlie same cause as the late outbreak, impure water from Callao, 
and recommended a thorough cleansing and disinfection of the ship 
on arrival, the water-tanks being especially looked to. After this 
had been done there was no more of the disease. The last case 
proved a mild one, and recovered in Esquimalt Hospital. The 
cases left in charge of the Kingfisher did very well on the island, 
though three of them are stated by the medical officer to have 
been so severe as to be almost hopeless; they all recovered and 
returned to duty. 

While the Kingfisher was in charge of the sick quarters at 
San Lorenzo, two cases of enteric fever occurred amongst her 
own crew ; both men had been on leave in Callao, and no doubt 
contracted the disease there. 

The Heroine returns three cases. Two oi these came on the 
sick list on 13th and 19th July. Neither of the patients had been 
out of the ship for a considerable time, and the most probable 
source of infection seems to have been water taken on board at 
Panama. One ofthese cases ended fatally. The third case occurred 
in August, in the person of a young officer, who probably con- 
tracted the disease at Esquimalt or Victoria. 

Simple Continued Fever, — Forty-three cases of this disease 
appear in the returns. The Sappho again returns the largest 
number, eleven, which were nearly all encountered while the ship 
was at Guayaquil. They appear to have been of the usual type 
met with in the tropics, the pyrexia being severe while it lasted, 
but the average duration of each case was under eight days. 

Paroxysmal Fevers. — Twenty cases of ague and twenty of 
remittent fever are returned ; one case of each disease was inva- 
lided ; there was no death. 

The Sappho returns five cases of remittent fever, which were 
all of a severe type. They occurred in the Guayaquil Kiver, 
where the ship spent nearly two months, in March and April, in 
consequence of a revolution in the place. The anchorage is very 
malarious, and it appears to be owing to the careful sanitary pre- 
cautions enforced, including the daily issue of quinine, that tnere 
was so little illness. It is stated that one of the most severe cases 
was in the person of a man, who was reported two days before his 
seizure for absenting himself from the daily issue of quinine on 
frivolous pretexts. 

The Constance returns six cases of remittent fever ; five of 
these comprised half of a party of ten officers who spent a week 
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in an excursion to the Siver Chira, abont 20 miles from Payta, Pacific 
-where the ship lay. They are said to have slept uudei canvas at S tation , 
night, on the banks of the river amongst the trees, on rugs and 
mats, spread on the surface of the ground, which consisted of 
sand, dried leaves, and the remains of decayed vegetation. Not- 
withstanding the dailv use of quinine, five of the party, as above 
stated, were seized with remittent fever ten or twelve days after 
their return to the ship ; some of the cases were severe^ and the 
average time of each on the sick list was twenty days. 

Oeneral Diseases— Constitatioiial Oroup. 

There are 198 cases of diseases included in this group, viz., 
rheumatism, fifty cases ; primary syphilis, sixty-five ; secondary 
syphilis, sixty-nine ; tubercular diseases, three ; purpura, one ; 
and other diseases, ten ; of these, one case of rheumatism, five 
of secondary syphilis, two of phthisis, and one of purpura, were 
invalided, and one case of phthisis ended fatally. 

liheumaiism.— The fifty cases of this disease returned show a 
ratio of 33-33 per 1,000, which is a decrease of 23-53 per 1,000 
when compared with the preceding year. There is a decrease 
in the invaliding ratio of 2*6 per 1,000. 

Syphilisy Primary and Secondary. — Of the primary disease 
sixty-five cases are recorded, giving a ratio of 43*33 per 1,000, 
and showing the considerable decrease of 54*05 per 1,000 as 
compared with the preceding year. The constitutional form 
furnished sixty-nine cases, the ratio being 46* per 1,000 and 
showing an increase in the ratio of 13*33 per 1,000 over 1882. 
The Kingfisher, as in the previous year, returns the largest 
amount ol both forms of the aisease, twenty-two cases of primary 
and thirty-two of secondary syphilis having been on her sicK 
list. It appears to have been contracted, for the most part, 
amongst the islands, but Callao and Coquimbo are stated to be 
still the chief centres of contagion. 

Tubercular Diseases. — There appears much less of phthisis in 
this year's returns than in those of the last year ; the ratio per 
1,000 of phthisis, which was abnormally large in 1882, has fliis 
year been below the average ; the ratio is 2* per 1,000, the 
average of the last ten years bein^ 4*56 per 1,000 ; but this was 
raised bj the abnormally high ratio of 1882. 

Diseases of the Nervous System and Organs of the 
Special Senses. 

Thirty-eight cases represent this class in the returns ; the ratio 
per 1,000 is 25*33, showing a decrease of 9*96 per 1,000 when 
compared with the last year. The invaliding ratio was 4* per 
1,000 ; there was one death, from apoplexy. There were three 
invalidings for epilepsy, and one for insanity. 
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Diseases of fhe CSrcnlatory System. 

Nine cases of these diseases appear, being in the ratio of 6 
per 1,000, and showing an increase of 2"08 per 1,000 when com- 
pared with the preceding year. A cate of cardiac disease, and 
one of Tariar, were inTalided ; liiere was no death. 



Diseases of the Absorbent System. 

Thirteen cases of bubo were under treatment. 

Diseases of the Bespiratory System. 

Eighty cases of these diseases were under treatment, of which 
seventy-one were catarrh. The ratio per 1,000 was 53*33« a 
decrease of 33-59 when compared with the preceding year. One 
case of pneumonia and one of bronchitis were invalided, and 
there was a death from the latter disease. 

Diseases of the Digestive System. 

There are 196 cases returned in this class, being in the ratio 
of 130*66 per 1,000, which is considerably below the average. 
Of the number of cases thirty-six were of cynanche, thirty of 
dyspepsia, and eighty-six of diarrhcaa. One person was invalided 
for dyspepsia, two for hernia, and one for ulcer of the rectum. " 

Diseases of the TTrinary and Generative Systems. 

There were eighty-five cases of these diseases under treat- 
ment ; this is in tbe ratio of 56*66 per 1,000, a decrease equal to 
36*8 per 1,000 when compared with 1882. There was no 
invalioing or death. 

G(morrh(Ba.— Sixty-five cases appear in the returns, which is in 
the ratio of 43*33 per 1,000, and shows a decrease of 23*99 per 
1,000 when compared with 1882. The average duration of 
each case was 28*33 days, 7*69 days more than in the preceding 
year. 

Diseases of the Cellnlar Tissue and Cataneous System. 

Of this class of diseases 471 cases are returned ; 307 of these 
were of phlegmon and abscess, 123 ulcer, and the remaining forty- 
one skin diseases. The ratio per 1,000 was 314, being 81*33 more 
than in 1882. There was no death or invaliding. 
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Debility, Obsenratioii, &c. stolon. 

Fifteen cases of debility and one of headache were under ^"^ 

treatment ; one case of debility was invalided. 

Poisons. 

One case of delirium tremens, five of alcoholic poisoning, and 
three of lead poisoning were under treatment ; there was no 
iuTaliding or death under this heading. 

Iiynries, Ac. 

The number of injuries returned is 454, of which one case of 
firacture was invalided ; and there were two deaths from wounds, 
and five from drowning. One of the fatal injuries was fracture of 
the skull by the fall of a spar from alofr ; the other was in the 
person of an officer ; while on leave on shore at Esquimalt the 
buggy which he was driving was overturned into a ditch by the 
roadside, and he received a Kick from the horse full in the face. 
Besides an extensive wound, with several minor fractures and 
fi^e hsemorrhage, both upper maxillary bones were detached 
from the base of the skull, and the face was displaced to such 
an extent that the orbits appeared empty from the falling 
away of their floors, and the vessels and nerves entering them 
from the cranial cavity could be clearly seen. The face with its 
bones, which was quite mobile, was replaced, and by the second 
day it was found possible to remove him to the hospital, where 
at first, notwithstanding his frightful injuries, there appeared 
some prospect of recovery ; but on the fifth day violent traumatic 
delirium came on which it proved impossible to subdue, and he 
died from exhaustion on the sixth day after the injury. Four 
of the men drowned fell overboard from their ships, and in the 
remaining case the manner of death was not discovered. 

Invaliding. 

The total number invalided was twenty-seven, which is in the 
ratio of 18 per 1,000, and is less than the last year's ratio by 
29*05 per 1,000. Under General Diseases, Febrile Group, two 
persons were invalided; and under the Constitutional Group, 
nine ; of these, one was for rheumatism, five were for secondary 
syphilis, two for phthisis, and one for purpura. Six persons 
were invalided for diseases of the nervous system and organs of 
the special senses; two for diseases of the circulator v system; 
two &r diseases cf the respiratory syalem ; four for diseases of 
the digestive system; one for debility ; and one for injuries. 

Mortality. 

The total number (^deaths was eleven ; this is in the ratio ot 
7*33 per 1,000^ and shows an increase of l'At5 per 1,000 when 
compared with 1882. 
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WEST COAST OF AFRICA AND CAPE OF 
GOOD HOPE STATION. 



West Coaat The squadron on the West Coast of Africa and Cape of Good 
ndCwSeof ^^P® station in the year 1883, compriged twelve vessels, viz., 
^oodl^pe three corvettes, two gun vessels, four gunboats, two steam 
StatioD. vessels, and one receiving ship. Besides these there was a 
■ second crew of the receiving ship employed on shore at 
Ascension. The returns from five oi these vessels, and from 
the crew at Ascension, were for the whole year, and from 
the remainder for periods varying from three to nine months. 
The mean force, corrected for time, was 1,370, and the total 
number of cases of disease and injury added to the sick-list 1,772; 
this is in the ratio of 1293*43 per 1,000, and is an increase of 
183'11 per 1,000 when compared with that of the preceding 
year; it shows, however, a reduction of 136*48 per 1,000 when 
compared with the average ratio of the last ten years. Fifty- 
five persons were invalided, being in the ratio of 40*14 per 1,000, 
an increase of 10*47 jjer 1,000 on the rate of 1882 ; and there 
# were nine deaths, which gives a ratio per 1,000 of 6*56, and 
shows a reduction of "53 per 1,000 when compared with the 
preceding year. 

The average daily loss of service from General Diseases, 
Febrile Group, was in the ratio of 7*01 per 1,000 ; from General 
Diseases, Constitutional Group, 7*22 per 1,000; from diseases 
of the nervous system, '46 ; of the eye, '15 ; of the ear, '15 ; of the 
nose, '07; of the circulatory system, '37; of the absorbent system, 
1*47; of the respiratory system, 2*16; ofthe digestive system, 3'35; 
of the urinary and generative systems, 4*95; of the organs of 
locomotion, '21 ; of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system, 
8*14 ; from debility, &c., 2*5 ; from injuries, 10*1 ; and from 
wounds in action, '01. 

The average number of men sick daily was 66'42, which is 
in the ratio of 48*48 per 1,000, and shows an increase of 9*85 per 
1,000 when compared with the ratio for 1882. 

General DiBeases— Febrile Group. 

There are 330 cases returned in this group, viz.: two of 
enteric fever, fiftj-two of simple continued fever, thirty of ague, 
and 246 of remittent fever. Five persons were invalided for 
remittent fever, and there was one death from the same disease. 

Continued Fevers ; Enteric Fever. — One case occurred in the 
Boadicea, having been contracted at Cape Town, and the other in 

one 
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one of the crew of the Opal, who had been landed, as a convalescent 
for remittent fever, at Ascension. This hitter case appears to 
have been due to some temj)orary insanitary condition of the 
Mountain Hospital at Ascension, owin^ apparently to its having 
been for some time unused as a hospital, and left in the charge 
of caretakers who permitted irregularities ; as soon as the defect 
was discovered the men were at once cleared out and the 
neglected refuse heaps, which had accumulated to windward of 
the hospital, removea; no more cases of fever occurred. 

It may be here stated that the improved sanitary condition of 
Ascension, noticed in last year's report, continues; and it may 
now be hoped that, by the late improvements in the water storage 
and supply, and in the sewage system, enteric fever and dysentery, 
so long the bane of the island, have been eradicated. 

Simple Continued Fever. — Of the fifty-two cases returned, the 
Opal records twenty-seven ; these occurred, concurrently with a 
number of cases of remittent fever, under circumstances which 
will be alluded to afterwards, and were probably due to the 
same causes. The remaining cases were divided amongst the 
squadron. 

Paroxysmal Fever. — Thirty cases of ague and 246 of remittent 
fever are returned, with five invalidings and one death from the 
latter disease. 

The Opal returns thirteen cases of ague and eighty-four of 
remittent fever ; these were all consequent on an expedition up 
the River Niger, undertaken in the month of Octooer, for the 
punishment of some native potentates accused of outrages on 
Europeans. 

The Opal, with the other ships composing the expedition, viz., 
the Alecto, Flirt, and Starling, assembled off the mouth of the 
Niger on the 15th October. After a careful survey of the crew of 
the Opal, seven officers, sixty-three blue jackets, thirty marines^ 
and twelve Bjroomen were selected as physically fit to be dis- 
tributed amongst the three smaller ships to take part in the 
expedition, the Opal's draught not permitting of her proceeding 
up the river. Including these men from the Opal, the force 
in all consisted of 283 officers and white men and fifty-five 
Kroomen. The captain of the Opal was in command, and the 
medical officer of the same ship was placed in medical charge. 

A summary of the excellent sanitary instructions which were 
issued appears woilh recording. 

1. Each white man to have four grains of sulphate of quinine, 
dissolved in water, morning and evening, commencing five days 
before entering the river, and continuing the same for ten days 
after leaving it; to be drunk in the presence of the medical officer. 
The men of the Opal intended for the expedition had been 
taking quinine daily since the 6th October, and providing 
themselves with flannel belts and cap curtains. 

2. Each white mau to have half-a-pint of hot cocoa or coffee 
before commencing work in the morning. 

3. Condensed water only to be used for drinking or cooking. 
0.129. i> 3 4. Unnecessary 
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West Coast 4. Unnecesiary expoeure to the eua or dew to be carefully 
of Africa avoided by the u«e of proper awninge; also for the man in tli^

used freely. 

8. The lower decks not to be wetted oftener than once a week, 
and to be well dried afterwards^ 

9. Awnings to be spread nine feet from the deck^ and in fine 
weather to be triced up at 5 p.m. each day, and spread again at 
7 p.m., before the dew commences to falL 

10. No white man to sleep on shore. 

11. The ships to anchor in mid- stream if possible, so as to 
avoid the proximity of the swamps and mosquitoes. 

12. Harmless recreation to be encouraged. 

13. Windsails to be kept set and trimmed. 

14. If men are landed their water-bottles are to be filled with 
cold tea or lime juice. 

15. No bathing in the river allowed. 

No spirits were issued till the evening, but a daily allowance 
of a pint of beer or porter was given at dinner time. 

It is clear from the general reports that these recommendations 
were faithfully and rigidly carried out. 

The expedition entered the river on the 20th of October, and 
during that night the ships remained at anchor in Akassa Creek, 
just inside the bar, a highly malarious locality, which it would 
have been better to avoid had it been possible, but the doing so 
would have entailed loss of valuable time as the season was far 
advanced. From the 21st to the evening of the 24th October 
the ships were steaming up the river all day, and anchoring by 
night ; by the evening of me latter day, Ida, the furthest point, 
about 250 miles from the mouth, was reached, and after some 
negotiations, and operations entailing no loss, the expedition, on 
the 27th, proceeded down stream. JBy this time the river, which 
was in flood when the expedition started, had commenced to fall, 
and by the evening of tne 24th the water was already several 
feet lower. On the 29th it became necessary to destroy a 
piratical town called Abo, about halfway down, and this operation 
entailed a loss of three' killed and two wounded, one of the latter 
mortally, as it afterwards turned out The ships left the river 
on the 30th, the health of the men having been excellent Now, 
as to the subsequent results. On the 31st October the Flirt 
sailed for St Helena, having only two men on the sick-list, from 
the effects of mosquito bites ; on the same day the Opal and 
Starling left for Li^os ; the Alecto remained to coal. On the 
1st November four cases of fever were placed on the Opal's sick- 
list, and by the 5tfa November, when she arrived off Lagos, the 
number had increased to thirty-nine, on the 6th to forty-four, 
and on the 8th to fifty. By this time the Starling, which was in 

company 
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company with the Opal, had nearly half of her crew down with 
fever, and her »ck-li8t increasing fast, so she was ordered to 
AscensicHi* The Opal, on the 10th November, embarked two 
officers and twenty-^ wo men auffering from fever from the Alecto, 
in which ship cases were also occurring, and sailed for Ascension, 
where she arrived on the 22nd November, when seventeen cases 
of fever among her own men, and nine of the Alecto's crew, were 
sent at once to hospitaL A marine belonging to the Alecto 
died on board the Opal during the passage to Ascension ; 
this was the only fatal case throughout. The total number of 
cases of fever, noted as simple continued, ague, and remittent 
fever, including relapses, in men of the Opal who took part in 
this expedition was 124; every officer and man of the party 
having suffered, more or less, except one officer, one blue jacket, 
and two marines. It may be noticed that the officer who 
escaped used condensed water for his bath instead of the river 
water which was used generally. The type of fever was decidedly 
mild as compared with the experience of other attacks of this 
nature from service in the Niger ; the results, only one death 
and five invalidings out of the whole force employed, sufficiently 
demonstrating this. In most of the cases the seizure is described 
as abrupt, febrile action high, and the remissions irregular. The 
attack generally commenced in the evening, with intense head- 
ache, severe lumbar pain, and in some cases vomiting and 
epigastric oppression ; there was constant and distressing thirst, 
and the tongue was thickly coated and creamy ; in none of the 
cases was there albuminuria. Eight of the cases of remittent 
fever were relapses, but the disease generally appears to have 
run an uncompbcated course. 

Warburgh's tincture was used in the treatment of fifteen of the 
Opal's cases, but does nol appear to have been successful. 
Tincture of aconite was given in eight cases, and appeared to 
reduce the temperature in two cases after Warburgh's tincture 
had failed ; it Is slated to have reduced the temperature at once, 
and permanently in two cases. Quinine was given generally 
with good effect. The medical officer in charge is inclined to 
ascribe the main cause of the disease to the fall of the river 
during the expedition, which had caused large swampy tracts 
to be exposed even before the ships had got clear; but from 
this and former experience of service in die lower waters of the 
Niger, the prospect of avoiding malarial disease in this region is 
not hopeful, in the present mstance every reasonable sanitary 
precaution appears to have been taken, and it im evident that the 
snpervision was zealous and constant; but ^e results are dis- 
appointing. 

Quinine, as a profdiylactie, appears to have had as full a trial 
as could well be carried out, and it was not given with the 
alcoholic acconpantoMttt of the previons year's exp^ition ; but 
ihe Bdlure was as signal, and it cannot even be determined how far 
the comparatively favourable type af fev^ encountered is owing 
to it, or to the other hygienic precautions employed. 

The Stariing retr.ms fifity-fonr cases out of a complement of

The Alecto had forty-two cases, and her records state that all 
hands, with two exceptions, had remittent fever after the Niger 
Expedition. The onlv death returned was in the person of a 
marine of this ship, who died in the Opal when on passage to 
Ascension. 

The Flirt returns thirty cases, due to the Niger Expedition. 
This ship suffered much more severely during the expedition of 
1882. tier medical officer ascribes the comparative freedom from 
fever and also the lesser intensity of the attacks, to the better 
time of year chosen for entering the river, compared with the 
last occasion, as well as to the rigid enforcement of the sanitary 
precautions issued by the senior officer. Some of the men who 
escaped fever in 1882 suffered on this occasion, while others who 
suffered severely then escaped this year. It is stated by the 
medical officer that total abstainers suffered in equal proportion 
with the rest. 

The Briton records sixteen cases, which, with two of ague, 
were in the persons of men who had been lent to the Flirt for 
the Niger Expedition. These cases were all relapses, and five 
of the men were invalided, this being the only invaliding due to 
the expedition. 



General Diseases— Ckmstitational Group. 

There are 142 cases returned in this class ; of these seventy- 
nine were of rheumatism, forty-four of primary, and twelve of 
secondary syphilis, four of phthisis, and three of other diseases ; 
three cases of rheumatism, five of syphilis, and five of phthisis 
were invalided ; there was no death. 

Sheumatism. — Seventy-nine cases were treated, being in the 
ratio of 57*66 per 1,000, which shows an increase of 14-44 per 1,000 
when compared with 1882. The ratio per 1,000 of invaliding was 
2*18. The total number of days' sickness was 1,039, and the 
average duration of each case 13*15 days. 

Syj)hifisy Pnmary and Secondary. — Forty-four cases of primary 
svphilis arc recorded, being in the ratio of 32*11 per 1,000, and 
showing an increase of 2*44 per 1,000 over the ratio of the 
preceding year ; and twelve cases of secondary syphilis, which 
IB a decrease of '28 per 1,000. Two persons were mvalided for 
primary, and three for secondary syphilis. The Boadicea returns 
twenty-eight cases of primary syphilis out of the total ; these 
were mostly contracted at Cape Town, where the disease is said 
to be prevalent, and of an unusually virulent character ; fifteen 
of the worst of these cases were sent to hospital and eventuated 
in a loss of service, on board ship and in hospital, of 887 days, or 
more than fifty-nine days to each case. 

Phthisis. — There were four cases entered on the sick-list for 
this disease. Five men were invalided for it, but there was no 
death. 
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Diseases of the Nerrous System and Organs of the 
Special Senses. 

These diseases furnished thirty-four cases, \vhich was in the 
ratio of 24*81 per 1,000. Two persons were invalided for 
paralysis and epilepsy ; there was no death. 
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Diseases of the Circulatory System. 

Seven cases, six of disease of the heart, and one of varix, were 
treated; two of the former were invalided. There was no 
death under this head. 



Diseases of the Bespiratory Sjrstem. 

There are 109 cases of these diseases recorded ; this is in the 
ratio of 79"56 per 1,000, a sliffht increase over last year's ratio. 
Two persons were invalided wv pneumonia ; there was no death. 



Diseases of the Digestive System. 

Two hundred and fourteen cases were under treatment ; this is 
in the ratio of 156*2 per 1,000, and is an increase of 18*14 per 
1,000 when compared with the preceding year. The total com- 
prises the usual proportions of these diseases, except that there 
was only one case of dysentery, which was invalided ; besides 
this, two persons were invalided for dyspepsia, three for hernia, 
and one for loss of teeth. There was one death. 



Diseases of the Urinary and Gtenerative Systems. 

Eighty-one cases of these diseases are returned, with three 
invalidings and one death, the former being for disease of bladder, 
varicocele and stricture, and the latter from cystitis, in akrooman. 
Gonorrhoea and its sequelas comprised sixty cases out of the total, 
with 2,063 days' sickness ; this is an increase of 727 days over the 
preceding year; the average duration of each case was also 
longer, being 34*38 days, as against 24*29 days in 1882. 



Diseases of the Organs of Locomotion, 

Eleven cases of diseases of the bones, joints, and bursas were 
under treatment ; there was no invaliding or death.

IiqurieSy Ac. 

There are 384 cases of various forms of injuries returned, which 
is in the ratio of 280*29 per 1,000, and shows an increase of 14*49 
per 1,000, when compared with the preceding year. Two persons 
were invalided for wounds, and there were six fatal casualties, 
three by drowning, and three by wounds in action ; the death 
ratio from this cause was 4*37 per 1,000. Of the deaths by 
drowning, two were in the persons of officers who were out 
shooting on the River IMayumba, when the boat in which they 
were was stove in by a hippopotamus, and both were drowned ; 
in the third case a man fell overboard from aloft when at sea. 
There were five cases of wounds in action, all sustained at Abo 
in the River Niger on the 29th Movember, during the expedition 
already described. Three of these cuses, in men belonging to 
the Opal, proved fatal, all the injuries being by gunshot; and a 
yoiing officer, whose spine was injured at the same time and in 
the same manner, was invalided home, but died subsequently in 
England. 

Invaliding. 

The total number of persons invalided from the West African 
Station during the year was fifty-five ; this is in the ratio of 40*14 
per 1,0CK), and shows an increase of 10*47 per 1,000 when com- 
pared with 1882, Under General Dbeases, Febrile Group, five 
persons were invalided; and under the Constitutional Group 
thirteen, three of whom were for rheumatism, five for syphilis, 
and five for phthisis ; two persons were invalided for diseases of 
the nervous system ; two for diseases of the circulatory system ; 
two for diseases of the respiratory system; seven for diseases of 
digestive system ; three for diseases of the urinary and generative 
systems : three £or diseases of the cellular tissue and cutaneous 
system ; sixteen for debility, &c. ; and two for injuries. 

Mortality. 

The total nmnber of deaths was nine, which is in the ratio of 
6*56 per 1,000, and is a reduction of '53 per 1,000 when com- 
pia«d with the ratio of 1882, the average ratio for the last ten

The squadron on the East Indies Station in 1883 was com- East Indies 
posed of thirteen vessels, viz., four corvettes, three sloops, four Station. 

gun-vessels, one schooner, and one store-ship. The returns from 

nine of these were for the whole twelve months, and from the 
remainder for periods varying from six to nine months. The 
mean foroe corrected for time was 2,120, and the total number 
of cases of disease and injury entered on the sick-list was 3,378, 
which is in the ratio of 1593*39 per 1,000, and shows an increase 
compared with the preceding twelve months of 55*32 per 1,000. 
There were 129 persons invalided, being in the ratio of 60*84 
per 1,000, which is a decrease of 35*6 per 1,000 when compared 
with that of the preceding year. The deaths numbered seven- 
teen, or 8*01 per 1,000, which shows a decrease of 2*14 per 1,000, 
when compared with the ratio of 1882. 

The average daily loss of service from General Diseases, 
Febrile Group, was in the ratio of 10*17 per 1,000 ; from General 
Diseases, Constitutional Group, 8 41; from diseases of the 
nervous system and organs of the special senses, *89 ; of the 
circulatory system, '06; of the absorbent system, 1*18; of the 
respiratory system, 1*58 ; of the digestive system, 3*64 ; of the 
urinary and generative systems, 3*5 ; of the organs of locomotion, 
*06 ; of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system, 10*5 ; from 
debility, &c., 1*89; and from injuries, 10*08. 

The average number of men ineffective daily from disease 
and injury was 110*4, which is in the ratio of 52*07 per 1,000, 
and shows an increase of 3*27 per 1,000 when compared with the 
preceding twelve months. 



General Diseases— Febrile Oroup. 

There are 794 cases returned in this group, viz., two of small- 
pox, one of vaccinia, three of measles, three of enteric fever, 
283 of simple continued fever, seventy-three of ague, 426 of 
remittent fever, one of mumps, and two of erysipelas. Of these, 
one case of enteric fever, four of simple continued fever, one of 
ague, and twenty-one of remittent fever were invalided; and 
one case of enteric fever and six of remittent fever ended 
finally. 

Smallpox. — Two cases, both mild, in the persons of men who 
had been re-vaccinated, are returned ; one was contracted at 
Zanzibar, and the other at Bombay. 

0.1S9. Enteric 
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East Indies Enteric Fever. — Three cases are recorded, two of which were 
Static'i). contracted on shore at Trincomalee, and the third at Bombay* 
—"" The Oeprey returns a fatal case, in which an ordinary seaman 
who was only once on shore at Trincomalee, was attacked about 
three weeks afterwards, [t was necessary to treat him on board 
at sea under many disadvantages ; the noises inseparable from 
the top-gallant forecastle, under which he was berthed, prevented 
rest, and he became violently delirious ; he died on the eighth 
day of the disease, bronchitis having supervened. A case of 
enteric fever occurred in the EuryiJus, for which the patient 
was invalided. 

Simple Continued Fever. — There are 283 cases of this variety 
of fever recorded, with four invalidings ; there was no death. 

The Euryalus returns ninety-five cases; they nearly all 
occurred at Trincomalee during May, June, and July, at a 
time when many cases classed as remittent fever were under 
treatment. 

The London comes next, with twenty-nine cases ; these also 
were experienced at the time remittent fever was prevailing on 
board at Zanzibar, and the causation appears to have been the 
same, the diseases differing only in degree. 

The Oeprey had twenty-four cases; nearly all occurred in 
young men, and the type of the disease was in general mild. 

Paroxysmal Fevers. — Seventy-three cases of ague, and 426 of 
remittent fever appear in the returns. 

The London returns 138 cases of remittent fever out of a com- 

f)lement of 320, with four invalidings and one death, and a 
OSS of service of 1,77G days. The conditions causing the disease 
were clearly inherent in the ship, and have been described in 
former reports ; it is again mentioned that men who were boat- 
cruising away from the ship escaped comparatively free, as did 
also other ships anchored in the neighbourhood, while men on 
board the London were suffering. Early in the present year the 
London was paid off, the retention of a stationary ship at Zanzibar 
being discontinued. 

The Philomel records 107 cases of remittent fever, with 
one death ; and nineteen cases of simple continued fever, also 
returned, appear to come into the same category, as all occurred 
under the same conditions. The type could not have been gene- 
rally severe, as the cases of kimple continued fever averaged three- 
and-a-half days under treatment, and the remittent fever only 5*8 
days. The fatal case was in the person of an officer who was 
attacked by remittent fever at Bussorah, and died on the fifth 
day of his illness. Most of the disease, however, occurred 
at Bombay, and affords another instance of the evils attendant 
on housing men in old wooden hulks that have lain for years in. 
tropical harbours. Whilst the Philomel was in dock at JBombay, 
early in the year, the crew were hulked in the Auckland, an old 
wooden paddle steamer belonging to the Indian Government, 
now used as a hulk for crews under similar circumstances* 
Besides the malaria which, by the experience of recent cases,

her sanitary state was bad; she lealced considerably, frequent Station. 

pumping was required^ and the bilge water which was pumped 

up escaped over the upper deck^ smelling very badly. Her 

latrines, in the heads and quarter galleries, had no shoots 

attached, and there was a direct fall of twelve feet from the pan 

of the closet to the sea, so that as the hulk swung end-on to the 

wind the contents of the water-closet pans, when they were 

emptied, were blown along the ship's sides, saturating them in 

some places, chiefly about the paddle-boxes, and even being 

blown into the cabin ports. Notwithstanding the free use of 

carbolic acid abominable smells constantly prevailed. Under 

these circumstances the ship's company sufiered considerably. 

The medical officer states that other ships in the harbour at the 

same time had little or no fever. 

In July and August many cases of remittent fever occurred on 
board the Philomelin the Persian Gulf, as many as twenty-five 
out of a crew of 102 having been on the sick-list at the same 
time. 

The Euryalus returns sixty-six cases of remittent fever and 
eight of aeue, with eleven invaliding;), and one death. The 
majority oi these cases, as well as of ninety-five of simple 
continued fever, were met with in May, June, and July, while 
at Trincomalee, where fevers were prevalent at the time among 
the shore population. The fatal case was put on the sick-list at 
Trincomalee, and the patient died in the general hospital at 
Bombay witli pneumonic complication. 

The Briton had thirty-three cases of remittent fever and six 
of ague, with three men invalided for the former disease. Most 
of the fever was contracted while at Zanzibar, but several of the 
cases were relapses, and in some of the men attacked the malarial 
origin of the disease is referable to the West Coast of Africa, 
where the ship had been stationed for two years before her 
arrival on the East Indian Station. 

The Tourmaline returns twentv-five cases of remittent fever, 
with one death in the person of her medical officer. This fatal 
case was contracted at Trincomalee, and the patient died at 
Mauritius, whither the ship proceeded ; most of the other cases 
were due to Zanzibar. 

Besides the ships mentioned, all those belonging to the 
Squadron suffered, but in a less degree ; fatal cases are returned 
from the Arab and Undine. 

General Diseases— Constitational Oroup. 

Two hundred and eighth-two cases were entered in this 
group, viz., 133 of rheumatism, ninety of primary, and thirty- 
eight of secondary syphilis, eight of phthisis, two of scurvy, six 
of gout, and five of tumour; of these, nine of rheumatism, two 
of primary, and seven of secondary syphilis, four of phthisis^ 
three of tumour, and a case of diabetes, were invalided, and one 
case of phthisis died.

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Saitlndiet RkeumatimL — There are 133 cases of tins disease returned; 
Statioiu this is in the ratio of 62*73 per 1^000^ and is an increase of 4*87 

per 1,000 when compared with the precedmg jear. Nine persons 

were invalided^ being in the ratio of 4*24 per 1,000, and showing 
a decrease of *83 per 1,000 when compared with 1882. There 
was no death. The total days' sickness was 2,557, and the average 
duration of each case 19*22 dajSr 

SyvhiliB, Primary and Secondary. — There were ninety eases 
of pnmary syphilis under treatment, which ^yes a ratio of 42*45 
per 1,000, bein^ 3*74 per 1,000 less than &e last year's ratio; 
two cases were myaliaed for the disease. The number of days' 
sickness on shore and in hospital was 2,447. and the average 
duration of each case 27*18 days. Thirty-eight cases of the 
secondary disease came under notice, which gives a ratio oF 
17*92 per 1,000, and shows an increase of 7*27 per 1,000 in 
comparison with the preceding year. There were seven cases 
invalided, and the invaliding rate for both forms of disease was 
4*24 per 1,000, being slightly in excess of the ratio for 1882. 
The Euryalus, the ship with the largest complement, had the 
lai^est number of cases. The medical officer states that Bombay 
has improved very much in this respect since the previous year, 
owing to recent supervision of the prostitutes; and this officer, as 
well as others, draws attention to the prevalence of disease at 
Port Louis, Mauritius, where no l^al restraints are in force, and 
the prostitutes are few in number ; the same conditions are said 
to exist in Trincomalee. 

Phthisis. — There are eight cases of phthisis returned, with 
four invalidings and one death. The ratios of cases, invalidings, 
and deaths are considerably below the average. 

Scurvy.-^Two cases of this disease, now happily so rare in 
the Navy, are reported on board the Tourmaline. They 
occurred in May, while cruising off Ras Madraka, on the 
Arabian coast. Both the men had been landed during the 
operations in the Suez Canal in the previous year, and, while 
serving there, got no vegetables for some time, tiiough lime 
juice was issued. On leaving E^ypt the ship went to Aden^ 
where the supply of fredi vegetables was limited; so that by the 
time she reached Bombay, in April, five months had elapsed 
since the crew had had free access to these necessaries. After 
leaving Bombay, no vegetables were obtainable, except a small 
quantity of onions brought by another ship, until arrival at 
Trincomalee on the 8th of June. One case of scurvy was put 
on the sick-list twenty-eight days, and the other tmrty-seven 
days, after leaving Bombav; both presented large patches of 
eochymosis on the shins, ana tender and bleeding gums. The 
men recovered in the sick-quarters in Trincomalee, under the 
usual treatment; one case having been sixty-five days on the 
sick-list and the other fifty-tln^e aays. 
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SiaeaseB of the NervouE SyBtem and (tegana of fh0 statun. 
Special Senses, 

Eighty-two oases of these diseases are recorded, the ratio 
per 1,000 being 38*67, a decrease of 14*62 in eomparisoii with 
1882. There were nine persons invalided ; the ratio was 4*24 
per 1,000, the decrease being 9*46 per 1,000 in con^Murisoa 
with the preceding year. There was one death from cerebral 
disease. 

Diseases of the Circtilatary System. 

Seven cases of disease of the heart are returned ; the ratio per 
1,000 was 3*3, a decrease^ when compared with the preceding year, 
of 7*35 per 1,000. Two persons were invalided, one for orgimio 
and one for functional heart disease. 

Biseases of the Absorbent System and Bnetless Glands. 

Thirty-two cases of bubo, with one invaliding, are recorded. 

Biseases of the Respiratory SystenL 

There were 198 cases of these diseases placed on the sick-list; 
this was in the ratio of 93*39 per 1,000, and shows an increase of 
39*59 per 1,000 over the ratio of the last year. Four persons were 
invaliaed, three for bronchitis and one for pneumonia, and there 
was one death from pneumonia. Of the total of cases 184 were 
catarrh. 

Biseases of the Bigestive System. 

In this class were returned 400 cases ; this gives a ratio of 
188*67 per 1,000, and shows a decrease of 2402 per 1,000 when 
compared with the year preceding. The invaliaings numbered 
twelve, a decrease of 9*06 in the ratio per 1,000 when compared 
with the last year. There were two deaths from dysentery. 
The total of cases comprised fifty-two of cynanche, 132 of 
dyspepsia, three of dysentery, 107 of diarrhoea, forty-seven of 
eolicy fifteen of haemorrhoids, three of hernia, ten of worms, and 
thirty-one of other diseases of the organs of digestion. 

Biseases <Kf the Urinary and Gtoneratiye Systems, 

Under this head 139 cases appear, the ratio per 1,000 being 
65*56, an increase of 6*17 per 1,000 compared with the last year. 
There were four invalidin^s and one death. The invaliaings 
were for disease of the kidneys and bladder, stricture, and 
gonorrhoea ; the death was from kidney disease. 

GoncTthda. — Ninety cases are returned, which is in the ratio 
of 42*45 per 1,000, and shows an increase of 2*86 per 1,000 in 
oom]^arison with 1882. The total days' sickness from gonorrhsaa 
and its sequelse was 2,132 days, and the ratio per l/JOO of sick 
daily from the same cause was 2*74.

Diseaseft of the Cellular Tissue and Cutaneous System. 

In this class 643 cases appear; this is in the ratio of 303*3 per 
lyOOO^ and shows a decrease of 33*24 per 1,000 when compared 
with the last year. The cases comprised 410 of phlegmon and 
abscessy 199 of ulcer, and 34 of skin disease. There were six 
persons invalided, all for ulcer. 

Debility, Observation, &o. 

There were 141 cases tabulated under this head, debility and 
headache being the chief ailments recorded. Twenty-six cases 
of debility were invalided, and one of headache. 

Injuries, &c. 

Six hundred and fifty-four cases of injury appear, being 602 
of wounds, fractures, &c., and fifty-two of burns and scalds; 
eleven persons were invalided from the effects of wounds, and there 
were tnree deaths. Of the fatal cases, one was caused by an 
accidental pistol-shot wound of the heart and other organs, 
while on boat service ; one was by fracture of skull, crushed by 
the weight of a boat which was being hoisted iu-board ; and the 
third was from peritonitis following a knife-wound received in 
an affray while on shore on leave at Bombay. 

Invaliding. 

The total number invalided from the East India Station 
during the year under review was 129, being in the ratio of 
60-84 per 1,000, and showing a decrease of 35*6 per 1,000 in 
comparison with 1882; compared with the average ratios of the 
last ten years it exhibits an increase of 3*62 per 1,000. 
Under General Diseases, Febrile Group, twenty-seven persons 
were invalided, and under the Constitutional Group, twenty- 
six, viz. : Nine for rheumatism, two for primary and seven for 
secondary syphilis, four for phthisis, and four for other diseases; 
nine persons were invalided for diseases of the nervous system 
and organs of the special senses ; two for diseases of the circulatory 
system ; one for disease of the absorbent system ; four for diseases 
of the respiratory system ; twelve for diseases of the digestive 
system ; four for diseases of the urinary and generative systems ; 
SIX for diseases of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system ; 
twenty-seven for debility, &c. ; and eleven for wounds and 
injuries. 

Mortality, 

The total number of deaths was seventeen, which is in the 
ratio of 8*01 per 1,000, and is a decrease of 2*14 per 1,000 
when compared with 1882.

Thk squadron employed on the China Station in the year China 
1883 consisted of twenty-four vessels, viz. : one iron-clad, S tation. 
five corvettes, three sloops, five gun-vessels, six gun-boats, 
two surveying vessels, one despatch vessel, and one receiving 
ship stationary at Hong Kong. The returns from sixteen of 
these vessels were for the year, and from the remainder for periods 
varying from twenty-one days to nine months. The mean force, 
corrected for time, was 2,950, and the number of cases of disease 
and injury entered on the sick list during the year was 4,791, 
which is in the ratio of 1,624*06 per 1,000, and is an increase of 
136*43 per 1,000, when compared with the preceding year. The 
number invalided was sixty-eight, being in the ratio of 23*05 
per 1,000, a decrease of 1*31 per 1,000; and the deaths were 
twenty-nine, or 9*83 per 1,000, an increase of 2*93 per 1,000, on 
comparison with the ratios of 1882. 

Tne average daily loss of service from General Diseases, Febrile 
Group, was in the ratio of 7*9 per 1,000 ; from General Diseases, 
Constitutional Group, 11*36 per 1,000; from diseases of the 
nervous system, 1*45; of the eye, '52 ; of the ear, *15; of the 
nose, *08 ; of the circulatory system, "68 ; of the absorbent sys- 
tem, 1*36 ; of the respiratory system, 2*38 ; of the digestive 
system, 5*81 ; from gonorrhoea, 5*52 ; from the sequelse of go- 
norrhoea, '72 ; from other diseases of the urinary and generative 
systems, 1*29; of the organs of locomotion, *54; of the cellular 
tissue and cutaneous system, 8*12 ; from debility, observation, &o., 
1*43 ; from poisons, *05 ; and from injuries, &c., 7*81. 

The average number of men sick daily was 168*98 ; this is in 
the ratio of 57*28 per 1,000, and shows a decrease, when compared 
with the preceding year, of 1*82 per 1,000. 

General Diseases— Pebrile Oroup. 

There were 392 entries in this group, viz. : four cases of small- 
pox ; one of measles ; two of dengue ; four of enteric fever ; 307 
of simple continued fever ; eieht of ague ; forty-seven of remit- 
tent fever; seventeen of cholera; and two of erympelas. Of 
these four cases of continued fever and one of erysipelas were 
invalided ; and one case of enteric fever, two of remittent fever, 
and nine of cholera ended fatally. 

0.129. E Small-pox. — 
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China Small-pox. — Four cases of this disease were encountered during 

StatioD. the ^ear^ viz. : two in the Cleopatra, one in the Sheldrake, ana 
one m the Zephyr. All four cases were contracted in the native 
quarter of Shanghai, where a virulent form of the disease pre- 
vailed ; the cases were all of the modifie J form, and recovered 
?uickly. Considering the amount of small-pox existing in the 
ihinese ports, and tne many deaths of Europeans there from a 
virulent form of the disease, this trivial amount of illness speaks 
well for the eflScient system of re-vaccination now in force in the 
squadron. 

Dengue, — Two mild cases of dengue are returned from the 
Victor Emanuel, contracted in Hong Kon^, where the disease is 
to be found every summer. It is probaole that other cases, 
returned as simple continued fever from this ship, were of the 
same character, but were not classified as dengue owing to the 
absence of the eruption. 

Enteric Fever. — Four cases of enteric fever are reported, with 
one deadi. The fatal case occurred in the Audacious, in the 
person of a leading stoker, who contracted his illness at Shanghai 
whilst on leave. The other three cases occurred singly, in 
different ships, and were all attributable to leave on shore in 
the insanitaiy parts of Chinese towns ; Shanghai and Chefoo are 
mentioned in connection with the origin of these cases. 

Simple Continued Fever. — There are 307 cases of simple continued 
fever returned, as against 162 in the last year, and the total days' 
sickness from the disease was 6,777, that in 1882 having been 
1,445 ; the ratio per 1,000 sick daily also shows a large increase, 
being 6*29 in the year under review, and 1 -43 in 1 882 ; the average 
number sick daily was 18*56, as against 3*95 in the previous year. 

This large increase under every head, and especially under 
that of days' sickness, is chiefly accounted for by an outbreak 
of illness amongst the relief crews for the Curajoa and Victor 
Emanuel, while being conveyed from England to China in the 
Thalia. Although the latter ship's statistics belons: more pro- 
perly to the Irregular Force, yet as the effects of the outbreak 
have influenced the China Station returns to such an extent, a 
statement of the circumstances of her voyage will be more con- 
veniently made here. 

The Thalia, a wooden corvette of 2^240 tons, with a spar deck, 
about fifteen years old, constructed to act as an armed troop ship 
when occasion required, had been employed in Lake llmsah in 
the Suez Canal, during the operations in 1882, and in that in- 
sanitarv locality had not provea an unhealthy ship. She returned 
to England on the 1 1th oiNovember, at the close of the operations, 
bringing home forty-nine naval invalids, some of whom were 
recovermg from enteric fever. Being required soon afterwards 
to convey supernumeraries to the China Station she did not 
undergo a complete overhaul at the dockyard, but on the 30tli 
and 31st December embarked 414 supernumeraries as relief crews 
for the Curafoa and Victor Emanuel, making the number on board, 
with her own crew, 479. From the construction of the Thalia, 

though 
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though her mun deck is well ventilated, the lower or troop deck Chiiia 
is described as close, and not well suited for carrying men in any Station, 
numbers ; the scuttles, which thbugh high up in uie sides, can — — 
only be opened in fine weather when at sea, are obstructed by 
the large wooden shelf-pieces, and lamp light is always necessary; 
the ventilation of this deck was supplied by windsailis, but did not 
prove satisfactory. The bilges were in good condition at starting, 
out owing to constant steaming, short time in harbour, and other 
causes, they are described as liaving become very foul towards 
the end of the voyage. , 

The men were berthed as follows : 215 on the main deck, 
including the majority of the Thalia's crew, and the petty 
officers and able seamen; and on the lower deck 217 men, viz., 
marines, stokers, stewards, ordinary seamen and boys, being on 
the whole a much younger class. The medical officer considered 
both the decks overcrowded, but this was compensated for on the 
main deck by the free supply of air. It may be mentioned here 
that, of the men placed on the sick list during the voyage to 
China, sixty-one came from those living on the lower deck, and 
only twenty-one from the main deck. 

On the 3rd of January the Thalia sailed from Plymouth, the 
health of the crew being good, and the men themselves of 
exceptionally good physique. Bad weather was experienced as 
far as Gibraltar, ana Malta was reached on the 15th January. 
The day after arrival there, two cases of triffing wounds became 
complicated with erysipelas, and were sent to hospital. On the 
6th of February three more cases of erysipelas, one traumatic 
and two idiopathic, occurred, and were sent to hospital at Aden ; 
all these cases were in men from the lower deck. These patients 
were segregated directly the nature of their illness was dis- 
covered ; disinfectants were freely used about the decks and 
bilges, apd the lower deck kept as dear of men as possible ; only 
a few more mild cases of erythema appeared. The ship arrived 
at Colombo on the 22nd February, and on tlie 24th a stoker was 
placed on the sick list with fever of a doubtful tvpe, another 
similar case occurred on the 25th of Februarv, and six more of 
the same character between this date and the 5th of March; 
these cases were looked upon as enteric fever, and were landed at 
Singapore Hospital on the 7th March. Between Singapore and 
Hong Kong ten more cases presented themselves, and were 
sent to Hong Kong Hospital on the I6th March, and the same 
evening the supemumeraHes were all turned over to the Victor 
Emanuel, preparatorv to the Thalia being thoroughly cleansed 
and disinfected. All the cases of fever so far, except one, 
luul been amongst men berthed on the lower deck. At this 
period, when the disease was believed to be enteric fever, an 
investigation was held at Hong Kong into the condition of 
the^ Thalia, with the result that overcrowding, and defective 
sanitation in the shape of foul bilges, defective ventilation, and 
a want of due attention to cleanliness, were reported by the 
investigating officers to have existed during the voyage. In search- 
ing for the causation of the disease at tins time, several theories

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China were started : one was that it was due to unwholesome pork 
Station. received on board at Aden^ and under this view the remnant ot 
pork on board was examined^ and orders sent to Aden to have the 
stock remaining there looked to ; both proved sound and good* 
Another hypothesis was that the disease arose from specific germs 
of enteric fever that had remained inactive in the latrines 
and head-shootSy since some cases of the disease had been on 
board nearly four months before, and had become active on 
entrance into hot weather. On this supposition the head-shoots 
appear to have been removed at Hong Kong, and new ones 
fitted. This view supposes an alarming degree of vitality in 
these germs, as besides the usual disinfection of the excreta of 
the patients, which is said to have been carried out when they 
were on board, these latrines and shoots are constantly being 
sluiced with water, and possess nothing of the closeness or con- 
fined air-space of badly ventilated drains. 

In looking for the causes of this outbreak, it appears evident 
that during the voyage to China defective sanitation and over- 
crowding existed, especially on the lower deck where the pjreat 
majority of the cases occurred. There is also the history of the 
illness, first in the form of a tendency to erysipelas soon after 
leaving England, and later on becoming intensified in the form 
of a fever, to be described hereafter, which, although in some of 
its symptoms anomalous, appears to possess a hereditary likeness 
to epidemics engendered by similar causes. In view of these 
facts there can be little doubt that the outbreak was the natural 
consequence of defective hygienic conditions with perhaps the 
additional factor of a large proportion of the crew being young 
and unseasoned. 

The 'i halia, after having her head and head-shoots changed at 
Hong Kong, and the ventilation of the lower deck improved, 
returned to England with a reduced number of supernumeraries, 
and on the voyage showed no evidence of illness that could be 
attributed to the condition of the ship. 

The numbers of cases of this fever that occurred subsequently 
on the station are recorded in the returns from each ship, but a 
description of the general type of the disease may be given here, 
necessarily abridged, from an excellent report by one of the 
medical officers of Hong Kong Hospital, who observed the cases 
accurately. 

Forty-six cases of the fever, in all, were treated in Hong Kong 
Hospital; of these, fifteen were boys,*and all but six of those 
admitted had slept on the lower or troop deck of the Thalia ; thirty- 
eight of the persons attacked were between the ages of fifteen 
and twenty-five* The onset of the disease was generally sudden, 
commencing with chills, general malaise, frontd headache, back 
ache, and high temperature, soon followed hj diffused dusky red- 
ness of the &ce, congestion of conjunctivae, intense heat and dry- 
ness of surface, furred tongue, anorexia, ihirst, and nausea, with 
giddiness and loss of sleep. In some cases there was sickness of 
stomach, and in nearly all constipation ; in many cases the 
patients were apathetic and forgetful, and presented a dull listless 
expression, rambling at night; occasionally the delirium was 

violent 
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violent and maniacal. In some cases sordes collected on the China 
teeth, and the tongue became dry and brown. The pulse in- ^^*^"* 
creased in frequency, became email and weak, and sometimes 
dicrotic and irregular. In nearly all the cases there were occa- 
sional profuse perspirations, not followed by any fall of temperature. 

The temperature generally reached 104 degrees at the onset 
of the attack and remained high up to the fourteenth day, when 
it commenced to fall, sometimes to normal, but more frequently 
to about 99 degrees in the morning to 101 degrees or 102 de- 
grees in the evening, this lasting for an indefinite period; or 
after a period of normal temperature a relapse occurred without 
any indication, and so on for three or four attacks over a period 
of several months ; or temperature remained high, with irregular 
diurnal variations for^an average of forty days, followed by con- 
valescence. Out of the cases treated in Hong Kong twenty- 
five had relapses, viz., fifteen had one relapse, five had two, four 
had three, and one had four, while at Hong Kong, but they 
were sent to Yokohama Hospital in the summer, where some of 
them had further relapses. In fourteen cases there was high 
pyrexia averaging forty days, followed by normal temperature. 
No distinct eruption was found in any case, but there was a 
spotted, dusky, congested look about the face and eyes in twenty- 
one of the cases, and in three some mottling of the abdomen 
and thighs. 

Congestion of lungs or slight pleurisy occurred in nine cases, 
heart action was weak, pulse feeble, quick, and small, ranging 
between 90 and 120; in three cases it was dicrotic. 

Sickness of stomach was present in eleven cases. 

The bowels were constipated in thirty-two cases, in three or 
four there was a tendency to diarrhoea, and the remainder varied* 

The tongue was generally coated with a thick white fur, tip 
and edges red, was tremulous in seven cases, and in seven was 
dry ana brown down centre ; sordes on teeth was noticed in four 
cases; profuse perspirations, not followed by decrease in tem- 
perature, were noted in twentjr-seven cases. 

The urine was normal in quantity, high coloured and 
slightly acid ; albumen was found in one case only. 

Headache was present in every case, generally frontal ; fifteen 
were dull, apathetic, and drowsy; in all nervous prostration was 
marked. Wandering at ui^ht was present in eleven cases, and 
noisy delirium in four, lasting, in one case, over a month ; in- 
somnia was a prominent symptom in twenty cases, dilated pupils 
were noticed in twenty cases, deafness in six, and loss of control 
over rectum and bladder in four cases. 

The limbs were often tremulous, and debility increased rapidly, 
subsultus tendinum was observed in seven cases, and floccitatio 
in two. 

A sequela of the fever, in four cases, was weakness of intellect 
and childishness. 

The liver and spleen were generally normal. 

In six cases orchitis and epididymitis occurred. Rheumatism 
occurred as a sequela in forty cases, both the joints and muscles 
being affected. 
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Chma Neither amoi^st these cases^nor in any recorded in other parts 

^* ^^^° * of the station, did a death occur, but convalescence was always 
very protracted. Treatment, as a rule, failed in producing any 
impression on the course of the disease ; quinine and the salicy- 
lates had no effect in reducing the pyrexia, arsenic failed also, 
but baths and cold sponging, in some cases, did good ; dilute 
nitro-hydrochloric acid appeared to have a good effect at times. 
Alcoholic stimulants were not well borne, and appeared to in- 
crease the delirium, even when given in smaU quantities ; the 
most that could be done was to attempt mitigation of the 
Bvmptoms, some of which were also most intractable, especially 
the complication of rheumatism. 

In its symptoms the disease seems to have resembled typhus 
fever, while the temperature charts appear more like those of re- 
lapsing fever, but it differed from them both in being evidently 
non-communicable, and from either, in many essential points,, 
firom typhus especially in its lesser gravity, as evidenced by 
the absence of any fatal cases, and in there being no specific 
eruption ; but it is, and fortunately must remain, an open question 
whether, if the originating causes had remained longer in opera- 
tion, these differences might not have become lessened. 

The symptoms observed at Yokohama Hospital, both in those 
cases sent northwards from Hong Kong, and in others received 
direct from ships, were of the Hame character as just described, 
and it would serve no purpose to reproduce the remarks, but it 
is stated that, at the end of September, six of those then in hos- 
pital with the " Thalia fever," as it is called, had been under 
treatment for over 200 days, and four or five of them appeared as 
far off as ever from permanent recovery- 

Curagoa, — This ship returns forty-eight cases of continued 
fever, forty-four of them being of the fever just desciibed, this 
ship's new crew having come out to China in the Thalia. Fresh 
cases appear to have been observed amongst her crew up to the 
middle of May ; all the well-marked ones were sent to hospital, 
when two of them were invalided. The medical officer of this 
ship, who was in charge of the Thalia on her outward voyi^e, 
has collected the particulars of thirty-seven completed cases ; of 
these, the average sickness for each man was 145*4 days, the 
shortest period being forty days, and the longest 218, only three 
cases were under 120 days' sick, their duration having been 40, 
63, and 96 days repectively. The four cases invalided from 
Yokohama Hospital had respectively 103, 123, 181, and 218 days* 
sickness. 

Victor EmanueL — From this ship, the new crew of which also 
came from England in the Thalia, fifty cases of continued fever 
are returned ; thirteen of these, all in the persons of young men 
or boys, were of the peculiar type alreaoy described as in the 
Thalia, and proved most intractable ; besides these, it is recorded 
that twelve cases, returned as articular rheumatism, of an 
anomalous and persistent character, occurred amongst men who 
had suffered from this fever ; effusions took place into all the 
large joints and the pains were of an excruciating character. 

The 
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The medical officer states that the affection was little influenced Ofama 
by the various methods of treatment employed. The remainder S tation , 
of the simple continued fever recorded in this ship occurred 
later in the year and was of an entirely different type ; from 
their symptoms it is probable that many of the cases were 
dengue. 

C&opotra.— This ship returns forty- three cases; four of these 
were amongst boys who had come from England in the Thalia, 
and they presented the usual class of symptoms of the I'halia 
fever. 

There was an outbreak of fever amongst the crew of this ship 
late in the ^ear when they were hulkeain the Victor Emanuel^ 
and the medical officer is inclined to ascribe it to pernicious in- 
fluences engendered in the ship^ an old wooden hulk which has 
been lying for a long time in Hong Kong Harbour ; but from the 
report of the s^ptoms, the disease resembled dengue, which 
generally prevails at Hong Kong in the autumn^ and presented 
none of the features of the type of fever which has been observed 
in connection with stationary wooden ships in the tropics. 

Flying Fish, — One case of ** Thalia fever" is noted in the person 
of a boy who came out in that ship ; it is curious to notice how 
exactly the symptoms tally amongst the variety of observers; the 
involvement of the mental faculties, and intractable character of 
tiie disease under treatment, being especially dwelt on. The 
crew of this ship was also in the Victor Emanuel, and nine cases 
are ascribed to her morbific influences, as in the ship last men- 
tioned, but the cases were not of the type usually connected with 
causes of that character, and the disease seems also to have been 
de^^e fever. 

The other cases of simple continued fever returned were of 
the type usually met with on the station. 

Paroxysmal Fevers. — Eight cases of ague and forty-seven of 
remittent fever represent these diseases ; the latter form causing 
two deaths ; there was no invaliding. The fatal cases were in 
the Champion and Swift The Victor Emanuel, the stationary 
ship at Hong Kong, returns thirteen cases, which all occurred in 
September and October, after a sudden fall in the temperature, 
a change which is often found to be the exciting cause of the 
attacks in this complaint 

The Kestrel haa ten cases, but not of a severe type, as they 
averaged less than nine davs under treatment. The medical 
officer of this ship says that he has found the remittent fever of 
the northern part of uie station more amenable to treatment than 
that met with in the south, the paroxvsms being more distinctly 
marked, and that quinine, when combined with arsenic and iron, 
rarely failed to cut short the attacks. 

Cholera. — Seventeen cases, with nine deaths, are tabulated. 
Of these the Espoir returns eight cases, five of which proved 
fatal. The outbreak took place at the anchorage near Foochow, 
and it was afterwards learned that diolera had been prevalent in 
a village close to the anchorage- where the men had landed. On 
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China investigation it appeared that the men who were attacked had 
Station. partaken of lemonade made by the Chinamen^ the water for 
which was drawn from a well m the most infected part of the 
village. The cases appeared on the 30th and Slst of Julj^ and 
the last on the 2nd of August ; with the exception of one case, 
which proved fatal on board, the men were sent to the civil 
hospital at Foochow, where four died. The Espoir left the 
anchorage as soon as possible, and proceeded to Amoj, and after- 
wards to Hong Kong, all possible measures of clearing out and 
disinfection having been adopted. 

The Flying Fish had seven cases, with two deaths. The 
disease was contracted at Chefoo, where the ship arrived on 13th 
August, and, as there were reports that cholera was prevalent, 
leave on shore was deferred until inquiries were made as to the 
truth of the report from a medical practitioner on shore. This 
gentleman denied that any disease but the usual autumnal 
diarrhoea prevailed, and that no case had occurred amongst the 
Europeans ; this statement was found afterwards to have been 
incorrect. On the strength of this information the crew were 
granted general leave. On the 18th August a case of cholera 
appeared, the disease proving fatal in seven hours. On the 20th 
of August another case of cholera and four cases of diarrhoea 
occurred, and the ship left the settlement, and anchored off an 
uninhabited island five miles from the town ; here tents were 

Pitched and the sick landed, a rigid quarantine being adopted* 
!ases of diarrhoea and cholera continued to occur, and on the 
28th August a second death occurred after about twenty-five 
hours* illness ; by the 3rd of September the diarrhoea had all 
but disappeared, and the cholera cases, which were all con- 
valescent, were embarked, and the ship sailed for the Korean 
coast On the I8th and 19th of September two more cases of 
cholera occurred ; they were landed in tents, and treated on an 
island off the Korean coast, and recovered. The ship was 
thoroughly cleansed, and the lower deck fuimgated with sul- 
phurous acid ^as ; no more cases occurred. With cholera pre- 
vailing, as it did, in Chefoo, when the habits of the natives are 
known, it is not difficult to trace the cause of the outbreak ; the 
vegetables grown for the use of the town, amongst which are 
lettuces, cabbages, and pumpkins, are watered widi the fresh 
excreta of the inhabitants diluted with water, and the bread is 
made, and the milk, which is very plentiful, adulterated with the 
water from ** one of the worst ** wells in this filthy town. To the 
milk the medical officer specially attributes the disease ; both the 
men who died of cholera were exceptionally large milk drinkers, 
and all the wardroom officers, who also drank milk freely, 
suffered from diarrhoea. 

The Kestrel returns a case which occurred at Shanghai, and 
proved fatal in the civil hospital there, and the Foxhound had 
also a death from the disease, the man having [been attacked the 
day after leaving Tientsin. 

Erysipelas. — Two cases are returned, one of which, in the 
Encounter, was invalided. 
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General Diseases— Constitutional Group. 

There are 446 cases returned in this group, of which 185 were 
of rheumatism, 149 of primary, and eighty-two of secondary 
syphilis, seventeen of tubercular diseases, one of scurvy, and 
twelve of other diseases. Six persons were invalided for rheu- 
matism, one for secondary syphilis* nine for phthisis, one for gout, 
and one for tumour ; and there were three deaths, one from 
rheumatism and two from phthisis. 

Rheumatism. — There were 185 cases of rheumatism treated, 
which is in the ratio of 62*71 per 1,000, and shows an increase, 
when compared with the preceding year, of 5*62 per 1,000. The 
invalidings show an increase of I'.Sl per 1,000 over last year's 
ratio. The death was in the Magpie. The total days' sic^ess 
was 2,999, and the average duration of each case 16*21 days. 

Syphilis^ Primary. — One hundred and forty-nine cases were 
added to the sick-list, which gives a ratio of 50*5 per 1,000, and 
shows a decrease of 21*5 per 1,000 when compared with 1882. 
The total days' sickness was 4,878, as comparea with 6,770 days 
in the preceding year ; the average duration of each case was 
32'73 days, bein^ 1*46 days less than in 1882. The Audacious 
returns twentv-nve cases ; the medical officer states that the 
disease prevailed so extensively, and was so virulent at Hong 
Kong and Nagasaki, that the Commander-in-Chief made repre- 
sentations in the matter to the authorities early in the year, and 
in both places a good effect appeared to be produced by the 
measures adopted, as at the visits later in the year scarcely any 
disease was contracted in either place. 

Syphilis^ Secondary. — Eighty-two cases are returned, the ratio 
per 1,000 showing a decrease of 5*66 per 1,000, when compared 
with the last year. 

Phthisis. — The seventeen cases returned give a ratio of 6*76 
per 1,000, a slight increase on the preceding year, but the 
invaliding and death ratios are both less. 



Diseases of the Nervous System and Organs of the 
Special Senses. 

There are 136 cases returned in this class; the ratio is 46*1 per 
1,000, and is an increase of 10*47 per 1,000, as compared with the 
last year. Eleven persons were invalided, the ratio per 1,000 
being 1*18 more than that of 1882. There were two invalidings 
for paralysis, two for vertigo, four for insanity, and three ^r 
other diseases. 
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Sto**^ DiBeases of the Circulatory System. 

Twenty-five cases are returned, the ratio being 8-47 per 
1,000, showing a decrease of 1-34 per !,000, conapared with the 
last year's ratio. Four persons were invalided, three for 
functional disease of heart, and one for varix. There were two 
deaths, one from disease of heart and one from aneurism. 

Diseases of the Absorbent System and Ductless Glands. 

Fifty-three cases of bubo i^pear under this head, with no 
invalidiugs. 

Diseases of the Bespiratory System. 

In this group are recorded 377 cases, which is in the ratio of 
127-79' per 1,000, and gives a decrease of 12-93 per 1,000 in 
comparison with the preceding year. Two invalioings are re- 
corded, from the effects of bronchitis and pneumonia ; and there 
were two deaths, one being attributed to bronchitis and the other 
to haemoptysis. Out of the total of cases 335 were catarrh, and 
fourteen pneumonia. 

Diseases of the Digestive System. 

There were 950 cases of these diseases returned; this is in the 
ratio of 322-03 per 1,000, and shows an increase of 64*94 per 
1,000, when compared with the last year. Eight persons were 
invalided, viz.: two for dyspepsia, two for dysentery, three 
for hernia, and one for ulceration of the rectum. There was 
one death from dysentery. Diarrhoea furnished 581 cases to the 
total, and only four cases of dysentery are recorded. 

Diseases of the Urinary and Generative Systems. 

Under this head there were 410 entries, which is in the ratio 
of 138-98 per 1,000, and shows a decrease, when compared with 
1882, of 5*38 per 1,000. The invalidiugs number four, which 
shows a decrease in the ratio per 1,000 of -83, in comparison with 
the previous year. There was no death. 

OonorrhcBo. — There were 301 cases of gonorrhcBa under treat- 
ment^ being in the ratio of 102-03 per 1,000, and exhibiting a 
decrease of 2-33 per 1,000 when compared with 1882. The total 
days' sickness from this cause was 5,952, and tiie average duration 
of each case 19*77 days. 
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Diseases of the Organs of LocomotioiL 

Twenty-one cases of these diseases are recorded, of which 
fifteen were affections of the jointa. Of these, five were invalided, 
four being cases of joint disease, and one of contraction of the 
fingers. 



Diseases of the Cellular Tissue and Cutaneous 
System. 

Under this head 1,007 cases occurred, being in the ratio of 
341*35 per 1,000, an increase of 27*17 per 1,000 in comparison 
with the preceding year* There was no invaliding or mortality; 
757 cases of pldegmon and abscess, and 181 of ulcer are 
recorded* 



Debility, Observation, ftc. 

There are 102 cases recorded, of which eighty-one are of 
debility, ten of headache, and ten of pea-sickness. Eight persons 
were invalided for debility and one for sea-sickness. 



Poisons. 

Under this head five cases are returned, viz., two of delirium 
tremens, two of alcoholic poisoning, and one case in which 
alarming symptoms followed on a meal partaken of in a Chinese 
eating house at Hong Kong, and were ascribed to some article of 
food or drink consumed there. Severe vomiting and vertigo 
came on about seven hours after the food was eaten, and the 
pulse became weak and intermittent, falling at one time to 36 
beats per minute, the face becoming clay-coloured and corpse- 
like ; the patient rallied under free stimulation, but it was four 
days before he could return to duty. There was no invaliding 
and no fatal case under this head. 



Ii\]iiries, &c. 

Eight hundred and sixty-seven casualties are recorded under 
this head, 817 being wounds, fractures, &c., forty-four bums 
and scalds, five cases of submersion and drowning, and one of 
suicide. Two cases of wounds were invalided, and four were 
fataL Of the fatal injuries two were the result of the bursting 
of a gun in the Daring, causing death by fractured skull and 
other injuries ; eight other men were slightly wounded by the 
same accident. A seaman of the Audacious was killed by 
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p^^!^^ falling from aloft, hie skull being fractured, and a young oflScer 

sta^n. ^£. ^Y^^ same ship accidentally sustained a fatal gunshot wound 

of the groin wnile shooting on shore. There were four cases 

of drowning, two by the capsizing of a boat, and two by men 

t'umping overboard in a panic when their ship grounded, and 
leeled over to an unusual degree. The suicide, in the person of 
a warrant officer^ was by gunshot wound. 



Invaliding. 

The total number invalided from the China Station during the 
year was sixty-eight, which was in the ratio of 23*05 per 1,000, 
and exhibits a decrease of l'3l per 1,000 in comparison with the 
ratio of 1882. Under General Diseases, Febnle Group, five 
persons were invalided, and under the Constitutional Group 
eighteen, of whom six were for rheumatism, one for secondary 
syphilis, nine for phthisis, and two for other diseases ; for diseases 
of the nervous system and organs of the special senses, eleven ; of 
the circulatory system, four ; of the respiratory system, two ; of the 
digestive system, eight ; of the urinary and generative systems, 
four ; of the organs of locomotion, five ; for debility, &c, nine ; 
and for injuries, two. 



Mortality. 

There were twenty-nine deaths on the Station during the year 
1883, which is in the ratio of 9 83 per 1,000^ and is an mcrease of 
2*93 per 1,000, when compared with the preceding year. 
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AUSTRALIAN STATION. 



The squadron on the Australian Station^ in the year 1883^ Australian 
was composed of six vessels^ viz. : one iron-clad, one corvette, Statio n. 
two sloops, a yacht, and a surveying vessel The returns from " 

four of these were for the whole twelve months, and from the 
remaining two for periods of nine months and a few days under 
the year. The mean force, corrected for time, was 1,070, and the 
total number of cases of disease and injury entered on the sick-list 
during the year was 1,016 ; this is in the ratio of 949*53 per 
1,000, and shows a decrease of 210*93 per 1,000, when compared 
with the preceding year. The number invalided was twenty- 
eight, which gives a ratio of 26*16 per 1,000, and is an increase 
of 2*13 per 1,000 on comparison with the ratio of the preceding 
year. There were five deaths, being in the ratio ol 4*67 per 
1,000, and showing an increase of '02 per 1,000, compared with 
the rate of 1882. 

The averaj^e daily loss of service from General Diseases, 
Febrile Group, was in the ratio of 1*72 per 1,000; from 
General Diseases, Constitutional Group, 10*08 ; from diseases of 
the nervous system, *49 ; of the eye, *54 ; of the ear, *22; of the 
circulatory system, '37; of the absorbent system, *66; of the 
respiratory system, 1*9 ; of the digestive system, 2*36 ; from 
gonorrhoea, 3*74 ; from the sequelae of gonorrhoea, *42 ; from other 
diseases of the urinary and generative systems, *45 ; from diseases 
of the organs of locomotion, *18 ; of the cellular tissue and 
cutaneous system, 7*89 ; from debility, &c, '22 ; from poisons, 
«03 ; and from injuries, &c., 13 ; in action, '34. 

The average number of men sick daily was 47*93, which is in 
the ratio of 44*79 per 1,000 ; this is a decrease of 1*6 per 1,000 
when compared with last year's ratio. 



General Diseases— Febrile Group. 

In this group there were thirty-one entries, viz., four of 
enteric fever, seventeen of simple continued fever, eight of ague, 
and two of remittent fever; there were no invalidings or deaths. 

Enteric Fever. — The Nelson returns three cases of enteric 
fever, all contracted at Sydney, where the disease appears always 
to prevail, especially during the spring and autumn ; the cases 
were mild, and all did well in the civil hospital to which they 
were sent. 
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Austialian The other case of enteric fever was in the Diamond^ and was 
S tation . contracted at Hobart Town ; the patient recovered. 

Simple Continued Fever. — Eight cases are reported from the 
Diamond, four from the Nelson, and three from the Dart ,• they 
possess no features worthy of note. 

Paroxysmal Fever. — Eight cases of ague and two of remittent 
fever are returned ; they were all contracted amongst the Pacific 
Islands, and present no special interest. No invalidings or 
deaths were caused by malarial disease. 



GFeneral Diseases— ConBtitutional Group 

There are 123 cases recorded in this group, viz., fifty of 
rheumatism, thirty-two of primary, and thirty-two of secondary 
svphilis, eight of phthisis, and one of ansemia; three cases of 
rheumatism, six of secondary syphilis, seven of phthisis, and one 
of scrofula, were invalided ; there was no death. 

Rheumatism. — Fifty cases of rheumatism are returned, giving 
a ratio per 1,000 of 46*72; this shows a decrease of 21*49 per 
1,000, when compared with the preceding year ; the invalidings 
were three, equal to a ratio of 2*8 per 1,000. 

Syphilis^ Primary and Secondary, — Thirty-two cases of primary, 
and the same number of secondary syphilis were under treatment 
on the Station during the year, the ratios being respectively 
29*9 per 1,000, showing in the former case an increase of *45 per 
1,000, and in the latter of 14*4 per 1,000, in comparison with the 
ratios of 1882. 

The Nelson suffered most from these diseases, having had 
fifteen cases of primary and twenty-nine of secondary syphilis. 
The medical officer states that the greater number of the cases 
were contracted at Hobart Town, where the disease prevails in 
a virulent form^ so much so that it was thought expedient to 
represent the matter to the governor, with a view to some steps 
being taken to mitigate the evil if possible. 

Phthisis. — Eight cases, seven of which were invalided, are 
returned ; the ratio per 1,000 is somewhat above the average. 



Diseases of the Nervous System and Qi^^ans of the 
Special Senses. 

Twenty cases of these diseases are returned, which is in the 
ratio of 18-69 per 1,000, and is less by 13-09 per 1,000 than the 
ratio of the preceding year. There were four invalidings, viz., 
two for vertigo, one for insanity, and one for disease of the 
internal ear ; the invaliding ratio is nearly the same as that of 
the last year. 
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Diseases of the Circulatory System. ^ff" 

Three <»8es of diseaae of the heart are returned^ the ratio ""■" 
being 2*8 per 1^000, as c<Mnpared with 7*27> the average for the 
last ten years. Two cases out of the three, were invalided for 
organic heart disease. 

Diseases of the Bespiratory System. 

In this class sixty cases are recorded, the ratio per 1,000 being 
56*07, a decrease, when compared with the preceding year's 
returns, of 39*27 per 1,000. Catarrh furnished fifty-three cases. 
There was one invaliding for pneumonia, and the only death is 
attributed to bronchitis. 

Diseases df the Digestive System. 

There were 131 cases of disease of the digestive organs under 
treatment; the ratio per 1,000 was 122*42, which shows a 
decrease of 14*78, as compared with 1882. There was one man 
invalided for dyspepsia, and no death. 

Diseases of the Urinary and Gtenerative Systems. 

Sixty-nine cases of these diseases are recorded, which gives a 
ratio of 64*48 per 1,000, showing an increase of 1*69 per 1,000 
on the ratio of the preceding year; there were no invalidings or 
deaths. 

Gonorrhoea. — Forty -six cases came under notice, the ratio per 
1,000 being 42*99. This shows a small increase of 1*13 when 
compared with the last year's ratio. 

Diseases of the Cellular Tissue and Cutaneous 
System. 

Under this head 224 cases are returned, the ratio per 1,000 
being 209*34, which shows a decrease of 33*29 per 1,000 in 
comparison with 7882. There was one invaliding for ulcer. 

Ii\juries5 Ac 

Three hundred and thirty-three cases of various forms of injury 
are returned, comprising 311 wounds, fractures, &c., eighteen 
bums and scalds, two cases of submersion and drowning, and 
two of gunshot wounds in action. Two men were invalided for 
the effects of fractures. There were four deaths from injuries ; 
one being a fracture of the skull, another a case of asphyxia, 
while diving, by the escape valve of the diving dress getting 
obstructed, it was supposed while the man was entaneled in 
some wreckage ; there was a case of drowning by a faU over- 
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Australian ^<>^^ ^0°^ ^^^^ while at sea, and a death from gunshot 
Station. wound, in action, in the Dart. This last occurrence was at 

Ambrym Island, one of the New Hebrides Group, where a party 

was landed to punish the natives for the murder of British 
subjects ; in the operations which took place a warrant officer 
was severely wounded hj a charge of slugs and small shot, and 
an able seaman mortally, by a Smder bullet which passed through 
the left lung. 

Invaliding. 

The total number invalided from the Australian station during 
the year was twenty-eight, which was in the ratio of 26'16 per 
1,000, and shows an increase of 2*13 per 1,000 in comparison 
with the ratio of 1882. Under General Diseases, Constitutional 
Group, seventeen persons were invalided ; of these, three were 
for rheumatism, six for secondary syphilis, and eight for tubercular 
diseases ; four persons were invalided for diseases of the nervous 
system and organs of the special senses ; two for diseases of the 
circulatory system ; one for diseases of the respiratory system ; 
one for diseases of the digestive system; one for diseases of the 
cellular tissue and cutaneous system ; and two for the effects of 
injuries. 

Mortality. 

The number of deaths during the year was five, which is in 
the ratio of 4-67 per 1,000, and is an increase of "02 per 1,000, 
when compared with the preceding year. 
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IRREGULAR FORCE. 



The Irregular Force during the year 1883 consisted of forty- Irregular 
six vessels, besides the crews for the relief of ships recommissioned Force, 
abroad, and their relieved crews on passage to England. It also """- 
included the Royal Marine Artillery and Cight Infantry serving in 
Egypt The number of ships comprised in the retiums were two 
ironclads, ten corvettes, one sloop, seven ^un-vessels, ten gun- 
boats, eleven troop-ships, two steam vessels, one store-ship, one 
surveving vessel, and one yacht. The returns from one of these 
vessels were for the whole twelve months, and from the remainder 
for periods varying from twenty days to nine months. The 
mean force, corrected for time, was 3,600, and the total number 
of cases of disease and injury entered on the sick-list 4,047, which 
is in the ratio of 1,124*16 per 1,000, being a decrease of 209*76 
per 1,000 in com{)arison with the ratio of 1882. Of these, 89 were 
invalided; this is in the ratio of 24*72 per 1,000, and shows a 
decrease of 15*47 per 1,000 in comparison with the preceding 
year. There were sixteen deaths, being in the ratio oi 4*44 per 
1,000, and showing a decrease of 14-38 per 1^000 when compared 
with 1882. 

The average daily loss of service from General Diseases, 
Febrile Group, was 5*07 per 1,000; from General Diseases, 
Constitutional Group, 10*96; from diseases of the nervous system 
and organs of the special senses, 1*85 ; of the circulatory system, 
1*12 ; of the absorbent system, 1*54; of the respiratory system, 2*23; 
of the digestive svstem, 3*24 ; from gonorrhoea and its sequelse, 
3*74 ; from other diseases of the urinary and generative systems, 
*96 ; from diseases of the organs of locomotion, *55 ; of the 
cellular tissue and cutaneous system, 7*86 ; from debility, &c., 2*58, 
from poisons, '09 ; from wounds and injuries, 8*86 ; and froni 
injuries in action, *04. 

The average number of men sick daily was 182*9, which is 
in the ratio of 50*8 per 1,000, being a decrease of '47 per 1,000, 
in comparison with the preceding year. 



General Diseases, Febrile Group. 

There are returned in this group 285 cases, viz. : one of small- 
pox, three of measles, eleven ot enteric fever, 194 of simple 
continueji fever, twenty-five of ague, forty-one of remittent 
fever, one of mumps, and nine of erysipelas ; of these two cases 
of enteric fever, three of simple continued fever, and one of 
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jjj^^^ remittent fever, were invalided; there was one death from 
Force. enteric fever. 

"""^ Small-pax.'^ The solitary case was on board the Crocodile, 

and occurred in the Suez Canal on her passage to England ; it 
was in the person of a scnllerjman, who nad been re-vaccinated 
about six months before, but whether successfully or not is not 
stated. The disease appears to have been contracted at Bombay 
where it prevailed among the natives. The case was of the 
confluent form, and the patient was landed at Malta Hospital, 
where he recovered. 

Measles. — ^Two out of the three cases recorded were in the 
Wrangler, in the persons of officers. The cases were severe 
and the disease was contracted on shore at Cape Coast Castle 
by one of the patients from whom it was communicated to the 
other ; it did not spread further. Both patients were landed at 
Ascension Hospital on arrival there. The other case was in the 

Eerson of one of the relieved crew of the Dido, on passage 
ome from the West Indies. 

Enteric Fever. — Eleven cases appear in the returns, of these 
four were in men of the Boyal Marine Battalion, stationed at 
Port Said. As much as possible was done for the sanitation of 
the quarters inhabited by the men, but tiie condition of the 
town was unsatisfactory in this respect, and to its state these 
cases were no doubt due. The disease was of a severe character, 
but all the patients recovered eventually. 

The Tamar returns three cases ; they all occurred between the 
28th of March and 21st of April, during a voyage from the 
West Indies homewards, and from the history and dates given, 
appear to have been probably contracted at the islands of 
Barbados and Bermuda; one case was invalided, the other two 
recovered. 

The Bocket returns one case, a fatal one, which occurred in 
the voyage from South America to England. There were 
solitary cases in the Humber, and among the relieved crew of 
the Fantome. 

Simple Continued Fever. — Under this head 194 cases are 
returned ; of these three were invalided ; there was no death. 
Thirteen of the cases from the Thalia, and relief crews for the 
Cura9oa and Victor Emanuel taking passage to China in the 
first named ship, were of the same form of fever as has been 
already described in the return for the Chiria Station, being the 
earliest cases of the Outbreak of what was known on ^t station 
as the ** Thalia Fever *' ; the patients were sent to hospital at 
Singapore and Hong Kong on arrival, and their cases were 
attended to with the others, nearly all the days' sickness appear- 
ing in the returns for the China Station. 

The Algerine had twenty-six cases of simple continued fever, 
the Euphrates, twenty, the Sultan, seventeen, with three invalid- 
iugs, and most of the other ships in the Force return a few cases 
of the usual form of the disease, but nothing worthy of note. 

Paroxysmal 
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Paroxymnal Fevers. — Twenty-five cases of ague and forty-one -f^^g^Aaf 
of remittent fever appear in the returns, with one case of invalid- .^^* 
in^ for the latter disease^ but no death. 

The Tyne returns eleven cases, some of them of a severe 
type ; they were nearly all contracted while she was employed in 
carrying troops on the West Coast of Africa and West India 
Stations. 

The Himalaya returns one case of invaliding for remittent 
fever, it was in the person of an officer who had before been 
invalided from the Mediterranean Station for the same disease, 
and who was again attacked after having been only a short time 
under the climatic influences which had before caused his illness. 

The cases returned from other ships are spread generally over 
the Force, which is employed on all the naval stations, and in 
this service malarious localities must often be visited. 



(General Diseases, Constitational Group. 

There are 491 cases recorded here, of which 214 were of 
rheumatism, 168 of primary, and sixty-six of secondary syphilis, 
eighteen of phthisis, two of scrofula, eighteen of gout, two of 
dropsy, and three of tumour. Twenty -four persons were 
invalided, viz., six for rheiunatism, two for primary, and four for 
secondary syphilis, eleven for phthisis, and one for scrofula. 
There was one death from rheumatism. 

Rheumatism. — Two hundred and fourteen cases are returned, 
this is in the ratio of 59*44 per 1,000, and is an increase of 5*92 
per 1,000, when compared with last year. The invaliding ratio 
18 1*66 per 1,000, an increase of -49 per 1,000 on the ratio of the 
preceding year. The only fatal case was from the Comus, and 
the death occurred in Valparaiso Hospital, from hepatitis in the 
course of an attack of acute rheumatism. 

Syphilis, Primary and Secondary. — There are 168 cases of 
primary syphilis returned ; this is in the ratio of 46*66 per 1,000, 
and differs little from the preceding year. Sixty-six cases of 
secondary disease came under observation, giving a ratio of 
18*33 per 1,000, a decrease of 1*67 per 1,000. when compared 
with the last vear. The invaliding ratio was *55 per 1,000 for 
primary syphibs, and 1*11 per 1,000 for secondary. 

Phthisis. — ^Eighteen cases are tabidated ; of these eleven were 
invalided, but there was no death. 



Diseases of the Nervous System and Organs of the 
Special Senses. 

Under this head 145 cases are recorded, this is in the ratio of 
40*27 per 1,000, and shows a decrease of 3*45 per 1,000 in com- 
parison with 1882. Sixteen persons were invalided, which is in 
the ratio of 4*44 per 1,000, and is an increase of '92 per 1,000 on 
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Imgalar j^g^ year's ratio. There were two deaths. The cases include 
J^* seven of sunstroke, two of paralysis, thirty-seven of vertigo and 
epilepsy, twenty- six of neuralgia, four of insanity, seven of other 
diseases of the brain and nervous system, forty-four of diseases 
of the eye, and eighteen of the ear and nose. Three persons 
were invalided for vertigo, four for epilepsy, one for neuralgia, 
three for insanity, three for diseases of the eye, and two for 
diseases of the ear. One of the deaths was from heat apoplexy^ 
and the other from abscess of the bndn depending on disease of 
the temporal bone. 

Diseases of the Circulatory System. 

Twenty-eight cases are returned, the ratio per 1,000 beine 
7*77, showing an increase of 2*09 per 1,000 in comparison with 
the preceding year. There were seven persons invalided for 
these diseases, and one death, the ratios per 1,000 being respec- 
tively 1*94, and '27 per 1,000, differing only very slightly from 
those of 1882. All the invaliding was for cardiac disease; the 
only death was from organic disease of the heart. 

Diseases of the Respiratory System. 

There are 271 cases recorded under this head, the ratio per 
1,000 is 75*27, which shows a decrease of 7*27 per 1,000 in com- 
parison with the preceding year. The invalidings numbered six, 
the ratio, 1*66 per 1,000, showing a slight increase on comparison 
with 1882. There was one death. Catarrh contributed 231 
cases to the total, and pneumonia thirteen. The invalidings 
were all for ordinary affections of the lungs. 

Diseases of the Digestive System. 

Five hundred and sixty-eight cases are here recorded, this 
gives a ratio of 157'77 per 1,000, and exhibits a decrease, when 
compared with the preceding year, of 84*77 per 1,000. There 
were seven persons invalided, with a ratio of 1*94 per 1,000, 
which is a decrease of 6*49 per 1,000 on the last year's ratio ; and 
two deaths equalling a ratio of *55 per 1,000, being 2*39 per 
1,000 less than the ratio of 1882. These large decreases are 
accounted for by the comparisons being with the year 1882, in 
which the sickness of the Marine battalion then on active service 
in Egypt was dealt with in the returns of this Force, and to the 
large proportion of intestinal disorders from which the men on 
that service suffered. Cynanche contributed 146 cases to the total, 
dyspepsia 120, diarrhoea 181, colic and constipation fifty-three^ 
and affections of the liver twenty-six. The invalidings were for 
cynanche one, dyspepsia two, diarrhoea one, hernia one, and other 
diseases two ; one of the deaths was from dysentery, and the 
other from peritonitis. 
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Diseases of the Urinary and Oenerative Systems. 

Under this head 281 oases are returned, which is in the ratio 
of 78-05 per 1,000, and shows a decrease of 9-2 per 1,000 in 
comparison with 1882, There were three invalidings for renal 
disease, one for orchitis, and one for epididymitis. There was 
one death, from Bright's disease. 

Gonorrhea. — The cases of gonorrhoea numbered 186, giving 
a ratio of 51*66 per 1,000, and showing a decrease of 10*88 per 
1,000 compared with the preceding year. The number of days' 
sickness fiK)m this disease was 3,857, a considerable decrease on 
the last year's numbers. 

Diseases of the Cellular Tissue and Cutaneous System. 

There are recorded in this class 849 cases, with a ratio of 
235*83 per 1,000, which shows a decrease of 40*24 per 1,000 in 
comparison with tlie preceding year. Two persons were in- 
valiaed for these diseases, one for ulcer, and ^e other for 
eczema. The cases of phlej^on returned number 593, of ulcer, 
131, and of various forms of skin disease, 125. 

Debility, Obserrationi ftc. 

There were 105 cases coming under this description trealad 
during the year, comprising seventy -three of debility, five of 
headache, seven of sea-sicloiess, and twenty for observation. 
Four cases of debility were invalided. 

Poisons. 

Only one case of delirium tremens is recorded under this head ; 
the patient recovered. 

Injuries, ftc. 

There were 951 injuries, &c., of sufficient gravity to be recorded 
sustained during the year ; of these, 847 were wounds, fractures, 
&c., 101 were cases of bums and scalds, and three of drowning. 
The ratio per 1,000 was 264*16, which is a decrease of 57*21 per 
1,000 when compared with 1882. There were eleven persons 
invalided for the results of these accidents, two of these having 
been cases of gimshot wound in action, which had remained on 
the sick-list from the preceding year. The invaliding^ ratio was 
3*05 per 1,000, which differs little from the average. There were 
seven deaths under this head, viz., three by wounds, &c„ and four by 
drowning. Of the deaths by injury, two were by fracture of the 
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Imgolai skull; in one case by a fall from alofb^ in the other by a boat 
Force. falling on the man, and the third was from fracture of the pelyis 
caused by a fall on the fortifications at Malta. One man was 
drowned by falling overboard from the chains when heaving the 
lead; another whue swimming after a bird he had shot; and in 
two cases the bodies were found, the circumstances of the death 
not being known ; for one of these last there is no corresponding 
case, the body of the man, a ffunner. Royal Marine Artillery, 
belonging to the Marine Battalion in Egypt, having been found 
in Alexandria Harbour, 



Invaliding. 

The number of persons invalided from the Irregular Force in 
1883 was eighty-mne ; this is in the ratio of 24*72 per 1,000, and 
shows a decrease of 15*47 per 1,000, in comparison with 1882. 
Under General Diseases, Febrile Group, six persons were invalided ; 
and under General Diseases, Constitutional Group, twenty-four, 
of which six were for rheumatism, two for primary and four for 
secondary syphilis, eleven for phthisis, and one for scrofula; 
eleven persons were invalided for diseases of the nervous system ; 
three for diseases of the eye ; two for diseases of the ear; seven 
for diseases of the circulatory system ; one for diseases of the 
absorbent system*; six for diseases of the respiratory system; 
seven for diseases of the digestive system ; five for diseases of 
the urinary and generative systems; two for diseases of the 
cellular tissue and cutaneous system ; four for debility, &c. ; 
mne for injuries ; and two for wounds in action. 



Mortality. 

There were sixteen deaths in the Irregular Force, which is in 
the ratio of 4*44 per 1,000, and is a decrease of 14*38 per 1,000 
when compared with 1882, which latter year, it »iould be 
observed, mcludea the deaths due to the operations in the 
Egypt.

Sir, 
I HAVB the honour to submit the Statistical Report of 
the Health of the Navy for 1884. 

In comparison with the preceding year, and also with 
the average of the last ten years, an increase is shown by 
these Returns in the amount of sickness, invalidings, and 
deaths in the Total Force employed, except in the ten 
years' average of deaths, which shows a trifling decrease. 
This increase though distinctly marked, cannot be held to 
imply any retrogression in the general sanitary condition 
of theFwce, but is due to exceptional causes in operation 
on some of the stations during the period. Thus, while the 
Home, Mediterranean, and East Indies Stations, and 
Irregular Force, show increases of sickness, which are 
capable of explanation from causes chiefly temporary, the 
other principal Stations exhibit less disease than in 
1883. 

On the Home Station the effects of the non enforce- 
ment oF the effectual clauses of the Contagious Diseases 
Acts continue to be manifested by an increase in the 
amount of the more serious form of venereal disease, the 
particulars of which will be found on pages 36 and 37. 
The present Returns show the highest yearly ratios of 
this form of disease which have ever been recorded in 
these Reports since their commencement in 1856, before 
there was any legislation on the subject. The most that 
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can be said is that, so far as may be seen by examining 
. the figures, the first sudden rise in the ratios that took 
place after the withdrawal of the compulsory examination 
clauses of the Acts does not seem to have been main- 
tained. 

The Returns from the Mediterranean Station show a 
large increase in all the forms of fever, resulting in much 
invaliding and several deaths. While a portion of this 
increased sickness is due to service in Egypt and the 
Soudan, where part of the Force was employed, ships 
stationed at Malta also suffered to a large extent, partly 
owing, no doubt, to a temporary local cause, viz., the con- 
struction of an improved s\siem of sewerage for Valletta, 
which will, no doubt, result in good, but which has, during 
the progress of the works, apparently been the cause of 
much illness in the Island. 

On the West Coast of Africa Station the visit of a ship 
to the River Niger has again been followed by unfortunate 
results. The number of men exposed to the climatic 
influences only consisted this year of one ship's company, 
numbering about seventy men, who had only been about 
four months from England ; after a stay in the river of a 
little less than a month, during September and October, 
the whole crew, with only six exceptions, suffered from 
malarial fever of the type usual in those regions. 

The East India Station is again unfortunate in the 
amount of climatic fever met with, although the stationary 
ship at Zanzibar, recently so prolific of this form of ch'sease, 
has been removed. The ships from this Station employed 
in the Red Sea suffered heavily in this respect, the Ports 
of Massowah and Suakim being the principal sources of 
disease. There was also a loss of life in this Force at the 
actions of Tamai and El Teb, amounting to thirteen, out 
of a total of twenty-five killed and wounded. 

There has been less cholera encountered in the China 
Station in 1884 than in the preceding year; five cases, 
with four deaths, form the total ; in all the cases the 
disease was contracted at Amoy or Shanghai* 
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The Irregular Force shows a large increase of climatic 
disease in the form of fevers, dysentery, and diarrhoea. 
The portion of this Force employed in the Red Sea, which 
includes the Royal Marine Battalion at Suakim, had to 
bear the brunt of that unhealthy climate, and suflFered 
accordingly. The greater number of the injuries in action 
during the operations in the Soudan in 1884 were also 
sustained by this battalion.

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TOTAL FORCE. 



The Total Force in the service afloat, corrected for time, in Total Force, 
the year 1884, was 43,000 officers and men, of whom 22,960, or —- «• 
53*39 per cent., were between the ages of fifteen and twenty-five ; 
14,470, or 33*65 per cent., were between the ages of twenty-five 
and tlurty-five ; 4,585, or 10*66 per cent., were between the 
ages of thirty-five and forty-five ; and 985, or 2*29 per cent., 
were above forty-five years of age. 

The total number of cases of disease and injury entered on the 
sick-list was 49,814, which is in the ratio of 1,158*46 per 1,000, 
being an increase, compared with the preceding year, of 67*48 per 
1,000, and an increase of 5*46 per 1,000, when compared with 
the average ratios for the last ten years. The average number 
of men sick daily was 2,219*11, which is in the ratio of 51*6 per 
1,000, and is an increase, compared with the previous twelve 
months, amounting to 3*82 per 1,000. 

The number of days' sickness, on board ship and in hospital, in 
the Total Force, was 812,196, which gives an average loss of service 
from disease and injury of 18*88 £iys for each person, and is 
an increase, compared with the preceding year, to the extent of 
1*44 days. 

The total number of persons invalided was 2,122, which is 
in the ratio of 49*34 per 1,000, and the total number of deaths 
387, being in the ratio of 9* per 1,000. Compared with the 
preceding: year there was an increase in the ratio of invaliding to 
the extent of 10*59 per 1,000, and an increase in the death-rate of 
3*12 per 1,000. 

The average number of entries on the sick-list for disease and 
injury per man on the Home Station was ^9 ; on the Mediter- 
ranean Station, 1*43 ; on the North American and West Indian 
Station, 1*99; on the South East Coast of America Station, 1*07 ; on 
the Pacific Station, -99 ; on the West Coast of Africa and Cape 
of Good Hope Station, 1*11 ; on the East Indies Station, 1*74 ; 
on the China Station, 1*54; on the Australian Station, !•; 
and in the Irregular Force, 1*42. The average number of cases 
per man in the Total Force was 1*15, being *06 more than in 
1883. 
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Total Force. The lowest sick-rate was on the South East Coast of 
America Station, and the highest in the Irregular Force. The 
ratio per 1,000 of men sick daily on the Home Station was 
51-85 ; Mediterranean, 52*39 ; North America and West Indies, 
35-06; South East Coast of America, 3M4; Pacific, 39-95; 
West Coast of Africa and Cape of Good Hope, 38-92 ; . East 
Indies, 53-11; China, 50-05; Australia, 44-7; and in the 
Irregular Force, 66-19. The average ratio of sickness for the 
Total Force was 51-6, which is an increase of 3*82 per 1,<XK) 
when compared with the preceding year. 

The total number of persons invalided was 2,122, of whom 
1,975 were invalided for disease, and 147 for injury. The ratio of 
invaliding for disease alone was 45-93 per 1,000, and for injury 
3-41 per 1,000, the total invaliding rate for disease And injury 
being 49'34 per 1,000, which was an increase of 10*59 per 1,000 
when compared with 1883. The invaliding ratio on tne Home 
Station was 40*54 per 1,000; Mediterranean, 81-49; North 
America and West Indies, 22*31 ; South East Coast of America, 
24-39 ; Pacific, 26 ; West Coast of Africa and Cape of Good 
Hope, 36-42; East Indies, 75-12; China, 20-12; Australia, 
23-14 ; and Irregular Force, 77-75. Compared with the preceding 
year, there was an increase in the invaliding rate on the Home, 
Mediterranean, South East Coast of America, Pacific, East 
Indies, and Irregular Force, and a reduction on all the other 
Stations. 

The total number of deaths was 387 ; of this number 251 
were due to disease, and 136 to ii^ury ; the death-rate from 
disease alone was 5*83 per 1,000, and from violence 316. The 
total death-rate was 9- per 1,000, which is an increase of 
3-12 per 1,000, when compared with the preceding year. 

The ratio per 1,000 of deaths on the Home Station, from 
disease, was 4*3, from violence, 3*93 ; Mediterranean, from 
disease, 5*75, from violence, 1-24 ; North America and West 
Indies, from disease, 2-47, from violence, 1-23 ; South East 
Coast of America, from disease, 4'87, from violence, ; 
Pacific, from disease, 4-, from violence, '66 ; West Coast 
of Afirica and Cape of Good Hope, from disease, 5*71, from 
violence, 1*42 ; East Indies, from disease, 15*02, from violence, 
8*29 ; China, from disease, 5*4, from violence, 2-4 ; Australia, 
from disease, 3-3, from violence, 3*3; Irregular Force, from 
disease, 10*51, from violence, 3-62. 

Compared with last year, there was an increase in the death- 
rate on the Home, Mediterranean, West Coast of Africa and 
Cape of Good Hope, East Indies, and Australian Stations, and 
in the Irregular Force, and a reduction ou all other Stations. 

In the Appendix there is a table which shows the ratio per 
1,000 of force of all cases of disease and injury entered on 
the sick-list, as well as the invaliding and mortality, from the 
various classes of disease and injury on the different stations 
during the year. 

Under 
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Under the head of General Diseases^ Febrile Group, there Total Force. 

were entered on the sick-list in the Total Force during the year 

4,492 cases; 357 of these resulted in invaliding, and Aere were 
ninety- three deaths. The ratio per 1,000 of Force was 104-46, 
as compared with 75*01 for 1883, and 7325 the average ratio for ' 
the last ten years. 

Small Pox. — Six cases are shown, two on the Home, and four 
on the China Stations. 

Measles. — There were forty- three cases under treatment, of 
which thirty-four were on the Home, two on the Mediterranean, 
one on the China Stations, and six in the Irriegu'ar Force. 

Scarlet Fever. — Twenty^five cases are returned, viz., twenty 
on the Home Station, one each on the Mediterranean, North 
American and West Indian Stations, and Irregular Force, and 
two on the Pacific Station. 

Typhus Fever. — Only one case is recorded ; it was on the Home 
Station. 

Enteric Fever. — There were 113 cases of enteric fever treated 
during the year ; of these, twenty-nine were on the Home 
Station, twenty-seven on the Mediterranean, two on the North 
American and West Indian, two on the South East Coast of 
America, four on the East Indies, ten on the China, and three 
on the Australian Stations, and thirty-six in the Irregular 
Force. 

Simple Continued Fever, — Of this disease 2,218 cases are 
recorded ; of these, 502 were on the Mediterranean, 512 on the 
East Indian, and 411 on the China Stations, and 429 in the 
Irregular Force. 

Yellow Fever. — Only one case returned, on the Pacific Station. 

Ague. — There are 841 cases recorded ; the West Coast of 
Africa and Cape of Good Hope Station returns the largest 
number, 139. 

Remittent Fever. — This form of fever furnished 1,616 cases to 
the total The largest number was on the Mediterranean 
Station, where there were 622 recorded; the East India Station 
returned 365 cases, and the Irregular Force 340. 

Cholera. — Five cases of cholera, with four deaths, were 
encountered on the China Station. 

The number of cases returned under the head of General 
Diseases, Constitutional Group, was 6,491, the number of 
persons invalided 439, and. the deaths thirty-nine. 

Rheumatism. — The number of cases of rheumatism under treat- 
ment during the year was 2,425, being in the ratio of 5639 per 
1,000, and showing an increase of 3*55 per 1,000, when compared 
with 1883, and an increase of 1*51 per 1,000 in comparison with 
the average of the last ten years. The number invalided was 
161, being in the ratio of 3*74 per 1,000, and the deaths were 
six, equal to '13 per 1000. Both these ratios show a slight 
increase when compared with the preceding year. The average 
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Total Force, duration of each case was 18'17 days, and the number of men daily 
— — ineffective 120*4. The latter number shows an increase of 5*39, 
compared mth 1883. 

SyphUis. — Of the primary form of this disease 2^809 cases 
were under treatmieut, and 955 cases of secondary syphilis are 
returned. The former is in the ratio of 65*32 per 1,000, and 
shows an increase of 4-79 per 1,000, and the latter equals 22*2 
per 1,000, and also shows an increase equal to 2*76 per 1,00(», when 
compared with 1883. The returns from the Home Station show 
an increase of primary syphilis amounting to 11*8 per 1,000; 
on the Mediterranean Station there was a decrease of 2*58 
per 1,000 ; on the North America and West Indian, a decrease 
of 25*4 per 1,000 ; on the South East Coast of America, an 
increase of 1*98 per 1,000; on the Pacific, a decrease of 8 
per 1,000; on the West Coast of Africa and Cape of Good 
Hope, a decrease of *69 per 1,000; on the East Indies, a 
decrease of 3*08 per 1,000 ; on the China Station, a decrease 
of 10*87 per 1,000; on the Australian Station, a decrease of 14*2 
per 1,000; and in the Irregular Force, an increase of 35*75 per 
1,000. The invaliding ratios for the Total Force were for the 
primary disease '37 per 1,000, and for the secondary form 2*41 
per 1,000. 

Tubercular Diseases. — There were 187 cases of these diseases 
returned as under treatment, of which 176 were of phthisis and 
eleven of scrofula; 150 persons were invalided for these diseases, 
and thirty-one deaths from phthisis are recorded. The ratio oiF 
cases for the Total Force was 4'34 per 1,000, of invaliding 3*48 
per 1,000, and of deaths '72 per 1,000. Ihese ratios are all 
somewhat less than the averages for the last ten years. The 
ratios per 1,000 of cases of these diseases were highest on the 
Home Station, and of invaliding for them on the China Station. 
The number of cases on the Home Station was ninety-seven, and 
the ratio per 1,000, 5*22. 

Diseases of the Nervous System, ^c. — There were 1,517 cases 
returned during the year, with 272 invalidings, and thirty-one 
deaths. The East Indies Station and the Irregular Force show 
the highest ratios, the South East Coast of America and China 
Stations coming next. 

Diseases of the Circulatory System. — In this class 323 cases 
appear; of these, 193 were invalided, and twentv-on3 ended 
fatally. The ratio of cases is 7*51 per 1,000, somewhat less than 
the average for the last ten years, wnich is 8*14. The Australian, 
China, and Home Stations return the highest ratios. 

Diseases of the Respiratory System. — The number of cases 
included under this head was 3,514, the invalidings numbered 
fifty-seven, and the deaths thirty-four. The ratio of cases is 
81*72 per 1,000, and shows a decrease of 3*21 per 1,000, the 
invaliding ratio of 1*32 per 1,000 shows a decrease of '13 per 
1,000, and the death-rate a decrease of '04 per 1,000, when com- 
pared with 1883. The ratios were highest on the Home, China, 
and Australian Stations. 

Diseases 
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Diseases of the Digestive System. — The cases under this head Total Force* 

numbered 6,690, the ratio, \55'o% per 1,000, showing an increase 

of 20-2 per 1,000, when compared with 1883. There were 239 
inyalidings, showing an increase in the ratio of 1*59 per 1,000, 
and the deaths, which numbered twenty-four, show a ratio higher 
by *23 per 1,000 than that of 1883. This class of diseases pre- 
vailed most on the East India and China Stations, and in the 
Irregular Force. 

Diseases of the Urinary and Generative Systems, — -There were 
4,016 men of the Total Force under treatment for these diseases 
during the year, and the ratio was 93*29 per 1,000,^ decrease of 
•65 per 1,000 compared with the preceding year; the invaliding 
ratio is slightly lower, and the death-rate slightly higher than 
that of 1883. There were 3,089 cases of gonorrhoea tabulated, 
showing a decrease in the ratio of *25 per 1,000 in comparison 
with 1883, The China Station had the highest ratio, viz., 
124-92 per 1,000, and the Home Station the next, 107-86 per 
1,000 ; the Irregular Force shows the next largest ratio. 

Diseases of the Cellular Tissue and Cutaneous System, — Under 
this head 10,598 cases are recorded; the ratio per 1,000 was 
246-46, and was less by -57 per 1,000 than ttat of 1883. The 
forty-one invalidings show a ratio of -95 per 1,000, '24 per 1,000 
under last year's ratio. There was no death. The largest ratio 
was on the East Indies Station, where it reached 395*33 per 
1,000. 

Debility^ Observation^ S^c, — Eleven hundred and twenty-six 
cases are here recorded, showing a ratio of 26-18 per 1,000. 
There were 252 invalidings, but no death. 

Poisoning. — There were seventy-six cases in which illness was 
ascribed to the action of various poisons; of these, sixty-two 
were due to the effects of alcohol. There was no fatal case of 
poisoning during the year. 

Wounds and Iniuries, — There were 10,123 injuries returned 
from the Total Force during the year; the ratio per 1,000 is 
235-41, being 1*37 per 1,000 higher than in 1883, and 17-81 
per 1,000 less than the average for the last ten years. This 
number includes 9,363 wounds and fractures, &c., 594 bums and 
scalds, eighty-five cases of submersion and drowning, tWo of 
asphyxia, seven cases of suicide, and seventy-two injuries in 
action. There were 147 invalidings, and 136 deaths. Of these 
latter, thirty- one were by wounds, fractures, &c., one by bums, 
seventy-six from accidental drownings, seven by suicide, and 
twenty-one by wounds in action. Of the suicides, one was by 
shooting, four by drowning, one by cut throat, and one by the 
man throwing himself from a height. 

Wounds in Action, — Seventy-two cases are returned; seven 
persons were invalided, and there were twenty-one deaths. Two 
of the cases appear in the retums of the Mediterranean, and 
twenty-five in those of the East Indies Station, while forty-five 
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Total Fwete. were in the Irregular Force ; all the cases howcTer occurred in 
the Soudan, the force employed in the operations there having 
been composed of men from the stations mentioned. 

The total number of deaths from injury was 136^ which gives 
the ratio of 3*16 per 1,000, and shows an increase of 1*34 per 
1,000 when compared with the preceding year. 

The average number of men sick dailv from General Diseases, 
Febrile Group, was 220*9, and from the Constitutioiuil Group, 
508*25 ; from diseases of the nervous system, 36*59 ; oF the eye, 
23*18; of the ear, 13*49; of the nose, '55 1 of the circulatory 
svstem, 26*71 ; of the absorbent system, 54*41 ; of the respiratory 
system, 102*52 ; of the digestive system, 142*71 ; from gonorrhoea, 
237*54; from it8 sequelae, 20*89; from other diseases of the 
urinary and generative svstems, 34*16 ; of the organs of locomo- 
tion, 19*46 ; of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system, 366*24 ; 
from debility, &c., 67*83 ; from poisons, 2*21 ; from wounds 
and injuries, 340* ; and from wounds in action, 1*39. 

The total number of men sick daily was 2,219*11, which is in 
the ratio of 51*6 per 1,000, and is an increase of 3*82 per 1,000 
when compared with that of 1883.

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It appears from these Tables that the increased comparative Total Force, 
ratios under every age-period noticed in the last condensed table, ""^ 
are almost altogether due to the extra amount of sickness^ in- 
validing^ and deaths^ on the Mediterranean and East Indies 
Stations, and in the Irregular Force, due to the climatic and 
other conditions encountered in the Ked Sea, Egypt, and the 
Soudan, by portions of the force belonging to these stations 
having been aetached for service during the operations there. 

The invaliding rate on the Home Station assdn shows, by an 
increased rate in the first decennial period, uie effect of the 
process of weeding out the ineflScient new entries of boys and 
young men which must always be in process on this station. 

The ratios under the various headings above forty-five always 
appear to be more erratic than in the earlier decennial periods ; 
this is due to the unequal distribution of men who have reached 
this age amongst the various stations, their number being com- 
paratively small.

12 MEDICAL STATISTICAL RETURNS: 



HOSPITALS. 



Summary for the Year 1884, 



Hospitals* The Medical Statistics of the Foreign Hospitals are griven 

this year for the first time^ in addition to those of the Home 

Hospitals. 

The sickness and mortality from the Service Afloat met with 
in the hospitals are also included in the General Statistics^ cases 
of invaliding, and death due to foreign service being, as far as 
possible, returned on the stations where the illness or hurt was 
contracted. 

Besides the officers and men from the Service Afloat, or Marine 
Head Quarters, officers not on active service, workmen who 
have been severely injured in the dockyards, pensioners, and 
other exceptional cases, are treated in these establishments, but 
are not here included : — 
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Hospitals. 



Haslar Hospital. 

Medical Wards. — The most noteworthy feature of the 
year's experience of disease was the large number of adtoissions 
for remittent fever, rheumatism, and debility, the two latter 
affections being, in many cases, 8equela3 of the former. The 
large proportion of cases of remittent fever and its sequelae was 
due to service in Egypt and the Soudan, 

The most frequent and important causes of invaliding were 
phthisis, heart disease, functional and organic, and rheumatism ; 
these three diseases furnishing together 172 out of a total of 353 
invalided, or one-half; next in frequency and importance after 
these came debility, which furnished twenty-one cases; dyspepsia, 
seventeen ; pneumonia, fifteen ; remittent fever, twelve ; insanity, 
eleven; epilepsy, ten. Thirty-three deaths are credited to the 
following causes and in the following proportions: pneumonia, 
seven ; enteric fever, six ; phthisis, six ; remittent fever, three ; 
Bright's disease, three ; other diseases, eight. 

With regard to the diseases furnishing the principal- causes of 
admission, and those leading to the higher ratios of invaliding 
and mortality, the facts are these, when this is compared with the 
previous year — 

General Diseases^ Section A.y Fevers: 

1883.— Admissions, 117 - Cured, 94 - Invalided, 16 - Died, 5. 
1684 „ 174 - „ 140 - „ 3 - „ 9. 

The excess of numbers in 1884 over those of 1883 was almost 
entirely due to remittent fever caused by service in Egypt and 
the Soudan. 

General Diseases^ Section B. — Rheumatism and phthisis furnish 
nearly all the admissions, the former being to a great extent a 
sequence of service in the Mediterranean and Red Sea. 

1883.— Admissions, 335 - Cured, 189 - Invalided, 101 - Died, 8. 
1884 „ 335 - „ 204 - „ 106 - „ 8. 

Diseases of the Respiratory System. — In this sub-division 
catarrh, pneumonia, and bronchitis furnish a hu'ge proportion of 
the cases admitted, which are, however, less than one-half of 
those of the previous year, the decrease being probably due to 
the greater mildness of the winter season of 1884.

Diseases of the Digestive System. — Under this head the number 
of oases is somewhat lower than in the previous year.

SuKGiCAL Wards. — The most noteworthy feature of the 

! rear's experience of disease, &o., as regards the Surgical Wards, 
las been an increase in the number of cases of primary syphilis, 
whilst, on the other hand, there has been a decrease in secondary 
syphilis, gonorrhoea, and scabies. 

Out of 249 cases invalided, 102 were for venereal diseases, viz., 
secondary syphilis, seventy-nine, and gonorrlicea and its results, 
twenty-three. The next most important cause of invaliding has 
been the disabling of men from injuries, forty were thus invalided, 
twenty-four men were invalided for diseases of the ear, fifteen 
for diseases of the eye, and twelve for hernia. The above have 
been the principal causes of invaliding. 

Six deaths only have occurred during the year in men employed 
on active service. One took place after operation for haemorrhoids, 
the cause of death being inflammation and gangrene of the left 
lung, one from erysipelas, one from pyaemia connected with an 
abscess in the left knee, one from uieningitis, one from psoas 
abscess, and one from fracture of spine. 

The number of primary fyphilis cases admitted during the year 
has been 1,018, against 878 in 1883. The number of oases of 
secondary syphilis has been 275, against 386 last year, and 
gonorrhoea 1.060, against 1,414 during the previous year, scabies 
was 490 against 942. 

The number of cases of secondary syphilis invalided was 
seventy-nine, against 125 in 1883. 

The number of cases invalided for gonorrhoea and its results, 
was twenty-three, against seven in the previous year. 

Plymouth Hospital. 

Medical Wards. — The most noteworthy features of the 
year's medical experience have been, in the first place, the large 
number of foreign invalids received, as compared with recent 
previous years* ; secondly, the large number of admissions for 
rheumatism, as compared with other diseases ; and, tliirdly, the 
gravity, as compared with other diseases, of the cases of pneu- 
monia received. 

In 1883 only fifty-two foreign invalids were admitted, whereas, 
this year, there were 205, mostly cases of debility, with or 
following remittent fever, dysentery, diarrhoea, or sunstroke, 
contracted in Egypt or the Soudan, and which led to a consider- 
able proportionate increase of invaliding. 

Otnerwise, not only do the causes of admission show a 
remarkable parity with those for 1883, but the ratios of invalid- 
ings and deaths are nearly the same, what difference there is 

being

' increase,) all in favour of this year. 

The diseases furnishing the principal causes of admissions^ and 
those leading to the higher ratios of invaliding and mortality, 
were, rheumatism, 197 cases, thirty-three invalided, one deatti ; 
debility, chiefly the result of remittent fever, 116 cases, thirty -two 
invalicled ; remittent fever, ninety-four cases, ten invalided, one 
death ; phthisis, seventy-nine cases, forty-three invalided, three 
deaths; disease of heai*t, organic and functional, seventy-five 
cases, forty-nine invalided ; pneumonia, seventy-four cases, six in- 
valided, seven deaths. 

As compared with the previous year, remittent fever, and 
debility consequent thereon, were greatly in excess ; rheumatism 
and phthisis furnished about an equal number of cases, while there 
were ten fewer of heart disease, and eight of pneumonia. 

Fifteen cases of enteric fever were admitted, of which four 
died and eleven were discharged to duty. Three of the cases, 
one of which proved fatal, were clearly traceable to the village 
of Torpoint, where the disease was, at the time, prevalent; the 
other cases seem all to have been contracted either in the 
Mediterranean, or when the patients were on leave, in different 
parts of England. 

The cases of remittent fever were all from abroad. 

Of the 197 cases of rheumatism admitted, quite two- thirds 
were acute, and when occurring, as they generally did, in the 
persons of boys or of young adults, were very frequently com- 
plicated with heart affection. But, while they led to thirty-three 
invalidings, only one case terminated fatally, in the person of a 
boy ; the disease was, in his case, complicated with double pneu- 
monia. 

The mortality from pneumonia, (»n the other hand, proved high 
(though not proportionately with the previous year), amounting 
to seven cases, or nearly one-tenth of those admitted. They 
were all cases of double pneumonia. 

The other deaths that occurred, and that are not referred to 
In the foregoing remarks, resulted from diphtheria, one ; from 
meningitis, one ; from abscess of brain, one ; from paralysis 
(glosso-pharyngeal), one ; from abscess of liver, one ; from cancer, 
one ; and from cancrum oris, one. 

It may be remarked that there was a considerable increase 
in the number of cases of insanity admitted, but while they 
resulted in only one death, they led to a diminished ratio of 
invaliding. 

Surgical Wards. — The principal affections which have pre- 
vailed during the year in question are, primary and secondary 
svphilis, gonorrhoea, diseases of the eye and ear, phlegmon and 
abscess, ulcer, scabies, wounds and injuries. 

The most frequent and important causes of invaliding were 
secondary syphilis in its various forms, varix, diseases of uie ear, 
and incontinence of urine. 

The most noteworthy feature in the year's experience of 
disease has been the increase in the number of admissions for 

venereal 
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venereal diseases. In the year 1883 these cases formed 52*1 per Hospitals, 
cent, of the admissions, and in 1884 53*6 per cent, while in 1882 ^ 

the number of cases formed only 30*9 percent, of the admissions. 

In the year 1883 there were under treatment 555 cases of pri- 
mary syphilis, 192 cases of secondary syphilis, 724 cases of 
gonorrhoea, and 465 cases of scabies. 

In the year 1884 there were under treatment 494 cases of pri- 
mary syphilis, 177 cases of secondary syphilis, 593 cases of 
gonorrhodA, and 237 cases of scabies. 

In the year 1 883 twenty-three cases of secondary syphilis were 
invalided, and two cases of gonorrhoBal rheumatism ; and in the 
year 1884 fourteen cases of secondary syphilis were invalided. 

In the year 1883 sixty cases of diseases of the eye were re- 
ceived, or 2*2 per cent, of the entire number of patients admitted, 
as against 53 cases in 1884, or 2'5 per cent. 

In 1883 twenty-seven cases of diseases of the ear were re- 
ceived, or 1 per cent, as against fifty-four cases in 1884, or 2*6 
per cent 

In 1883, 117 cases of phlegmon and abscess were received, or 
4'3 per cent, as against ninety-eight cases in 1884, or 4*2 per 
cent 

In 1883, 153 cases of ulcer were received, or 5*7 per cent, as * 
against 112 cases in 1884, or 4*1 per cent 

In 1883, 191 cases of wounds and injuries were received, or 
7*1 per centj as against 155 cases in 1884, or 7*4 per cent 



Haulbowline Hospital. 

During the year 1884 there were 143 cases treated, showing a 
decrease, compared with 1883, of forty-five, though the average 
daily number in hospital was the same, viz., 19. 

Wounds and Injuries furnished the largest number of cases^ 
viz., twentv-two, of whom none died, one was invalided. The 
corresponding number of cases for 1883 was twenty -nine, of 
whom three were invalided. 

Remittent Fever. — Ten cases were received from the Channel 
Squadron when at Berehaven in June. The character of the 
fever was of that anomalous description so often met with in 
cases from the Mediterranean, and which falls more under the 
head of typbo-malarial than remittent One case was invalided 
for symptoms of thoracic aneurysm. The remainder went to duty. 

Syphilis, Primary. — ^Twelve cases were treated, which shows 
an increase of '94 per cent compared with the admissions for 
1883. 

Syphilis, Secondary. — Nine cases were treated, a decrease of 
1*29 per cent when compared with the admissions for 1883. One 
case was invalided. 

GonorrhcBa. — Four cases treated in 1884, and six in 1883.

Compared with the preceding year, there was a deeveMe in 
the ratio of invaliding to the extent of '11 pet cent., and a de- 
crease of '34 per cent, in the death-rate. 

General Diseases] Febrile Group. — The number of cases in- 
cluded under this head ^at were admitted was thirty-one, of 
these one was invalided, and two died. The ratio of admissions 
diows an increase of '95 per cent, over the year previous, this 
was due mainly to an increase in the cases of remittent fever 
contracted on service in Egypt, which were fourteen in 1884, as 
i^inst four in 1883. No fatal case, and no invaliding, is recorded 
in the previous year. 

Rheumatism. — The number of cases under treatment was 
forty-seven, a decrease, in comparison with 1883. The^ number 
invalided was five, there were no deaths from this disease in 
either year. 

Syphilis, Primary and Secondary, — Of the primary form of 
this disease, 182 cases were under treatment, and sixty-five cases 
of constitutional disease. The former shows a decrease of 4*9 
per cent, when compared with 1883; the latter an increase of 
•46 per cent, of admissions. One case of primary syphilis was 
invalided for epilepsy, none in 1883. Four cases of the 
secondary disease were invalided. 

Gonarrhcea. — There were 149 cases of this disease admitted, 
showing a decrease of 6 per cent, in comparison with 1883. 

Scabies. — ^The number of cases admitted this year was ninety- 
five, in comparison with seventy-five in 1883, an increase of '95 
per cent, during the present year. 

Tubercular Diseases. — Forty-six cases of pulmonary phthisis 
were admitted, of which fifteen were invalided and nine died, 
showing an increase of cases treated of *91 per cent, when com- 
pared with 1883. 

Epilepsy. — During the present year fifteen cases of epilepsy* 
principally recruits, were admitted, of which thirteen were 
invalided, as compared with seventeen admitted and thirteen 
invalided in 1883. 

Diseases of the Heart, Functional and Organic. — Of these mala- 
dies twenty-four cases appear, of which seven were invalided 
and four died. In the preceding year the admissions were 
thirty-six, the invalidings seventeen, and the deaths two. 

Diseases of the Respiratory System. — In this class fifty-six 
cases appear, principally those of pneumonia and bronchitis ; eight 
were invalided, and four ended fatally. In comparison with the 
preceding year there is a decrease of 1*6 per cent, in the ratio 
of admissions.

Malta Hospital. 

An Analysis of the diseases and injuries under treatment in 
1884^ when contrasted with those treated in 1883, furnishes the 
following results : — 

(I.) A numerical increase of 139 in the total of cases in 
Hospital for the period, the figures being 1,1745 against 1,035 
for the preceding year. 

(2.) An increase by forty-three in the number invalided, the 
figures being respectively 293 for 1884, as against 250 for 1883. 

(3.) A small increase in the number of deaths, which were 
eighteen in 1883, and twenty-one in 1884 ; and, 

(4.) An increase of 32*2 in the daily average number of cases 
in Hospital, that for 1884 being 108*4, and for 1883, 76*20. 

The causes which contributed most to the increase in admis- 
sions, invaliding, and deaths, were enteric, remittent, and simple 
continued fevers, rheumatism, syphilis, primary and secondary, 
phthisis pulmonalis, debility, after fevers chiefly, wounds and 
injuries. 

About one- third of the cases of enteric and remittent fever 
were contracted at Suakim and Suez, by men of the Marine 
Battalion, the remainder at Malta by the crews of ships re-com- 
missioned there, and in harbour for protracted periods, and by 
other ships passing through. All the cases of simple continued 
fever, which only differed in degree of severity from the cases 
returned as remittent, Were contracted at Malta. 

These diseases of the Febrile Group contributed to the total 
number in Hospital, invalided, and of deaths in the following 
proportions : — 

Enteric Fever. — ^Thirty-three cases against twelve in 1883, 
giving a ratio per cent, of the total cases treated of 2*8, an 
increase on that of the preceding year. The invalidings, eight, 
were an increase on those of 1883. The deaths were eight. 

Simple Continued Fever. — Thirty-eight cases, a decrease on 
the admissions in the previous year ; two cases were invalided. 

Remittent Fever. — Two hundred and eighty-nine cases for this 
year, against seventy-six treated in 1883, an increase of 17*28 
per cent. ; 104 cases were invalided, the ratio per cent, being in 
excess of that for the preceding year by 7*87. The deaths 
were five. One case of intermittent fever was invalided, which 
brings up the number invalided for fevers to 113, a ratio per 
cent, of 9*62, being an increase of 6*43 over that of the preceding 
year. 

Rheumatism. — Ninety-seven cases under treatment, either 
primary or supervening on remittent fever; thirty-three were 
invalided. 



Syphili$, 
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Syphilis, Primary. — One hundred and eleven cases, and eight Hoepitala. 
invalided, the cases showing a small increase over those of the _- 
preceding year, the invaliding showing a small decrease for this 
year; the disease was contracted principally in England and 
Egypt. 

Syphilis, Secondary. ^The numbers for both years were 
identical, fifty. 

Grotiorrhoea, debility, and wounds and accidents^ come next in 
order of frequency and importance, contributing largely to the 
admissions^ invaliaing, and death rates for the year. 

Gonarrhcea. — Sixty cases treated, a decrease as compared with 
1883 ; none were invalided. 

Scabies. — The number of cases of this disease was alike, six- 
teen, for both years. 

Debility. — Seventy-seven cases under treatment, an increase 
of 1*82 per cent. ; fifteen invalided, a decrease of '84 per cent, 
when compared with 1883. 

Wounds and Injuries. — Ninety-two cases under treatment, of 
which thirty-two were invalided, and one died.

Jamaica Hospital. 

The reports for the year from this establishment are most 
favourable, there has been a complete absence of yellow fever 
and all epidemic disease. 

But one case of enteric and nine of simple continued fever 
were under treatment, all returned to duty. 

Of venereal diseases, there were four cases of primary syphilis, 
three of constitutional syphilis, and fifteen of gonorrhoea in 
hospital durins; the year, all of whom were cured. 

Ten cases of debility, arising chiefly from tropical service, were 
treated and returned to duty. 

The invaliding was due to phthisis pulmonalis, one case ; 
heart disease, organic, one ; hsemorrhoids, &c.« one ; disease of 
liver, one ; totalj four. 

The deaths amounted to three, two of which were due to 
phthisis pulmonalis and one to Bright's disease. 



Ascension Hospital. 

The total number of admissions to hospital during the yearwas 
fifty-seven, against 155 in the preceding year. Of this total of 
fifty-seven cases, five were invalided, three died, forty-six were 
discharged cured, and three remain under treatment. The 
number of invalids sent home was five, being in the rate of 8*7 
per cent, of admissions, showing an increase in comparison with 
the foregoing year. The causes of invaliding were disease of the 
ear, debility, bronchitis, and two cases of fracture. Of the three 
deaths, one was due to tetanus following fracture of finger, one 
to disease of brain, and the third to intestinal strangulation, 
being- in the rate of 5*2 per cent, of admissions, and, when 
compared with the results of the preceding year, shows a higher 
ratio. 

A review of the past year is satisfactory, as far as the health of 
this island is concerned, and compares very favourably with former 
years. The principal causes of admissions from the garrison 
were diarrhcea and wounds ; seven cases of the first named were 
treated in hospital, the rate of admissions being higher than in the 
preceding year. There is always a tendency to this complaint, 
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Hospitals. ^^^ particularly amongst the children here. The disease appears 

to be the usual " reasoning" of new comers, its most common 

form being catarrhal or congestive. No case of primary syphilis 
has been treated for some years in this hospital, and but two cases 
of the secondary affection (occurring in tne same patient) were 
admitted, no case appearing in the returns for the preceding 
year.' Five cases of gonorrhoea were treated (in all the cases 
the disease was contracted at St. Helena), being in the rate of 
8*7 per cent, of admissions, showing a decrease in comparison 
with the preceding year. No case of scabies has been treated 
for many years. 



Cape of Goop Hofs Hosvital, 

During the year terminating on the 31st December 1884, 
207 cases were treated in this hospital, being an increase of 
twenty-seven as compared with the previous twelve months, 
chiefly due to malarial (coast) fever and varicella. Of these 
176 have been discharged cured, eleven have been invalided, 
showing a reduction of six, and four have terminated fatally, 
an increase of three over the previous year, during which only one 
death was recorded. 

Medical Report. — Of the sixty-eight medical cases ad- 
mitted the most important have been those of malarial fever, 
chicken-pox, and pneumonia. 

General Diseases^ Section A.^ Fevers. — Chicken^ox. — A limited 
outbreak took place amongst the kroomen working in the 
dockyard and two cases on board H.M.S. Boadicea. The 
appearance of the eruption is considerably modified in the 
dark-skinned races, so much so as to lead many observers to 
believe that it is a distinct disease, especially as the febrile 
sjmptoms are more severe than we are accustomed to see in such 
a trifling malady, but perfectly typical vesicles can almost always 
be found. 

Ague.—All the cases of intermittent fever admitted were 
sent' from H.M.S. Opal, some of the later results of the mala- 
rious poison of the Niger, in which river the ship had been 
employed the previous October. One case was severe, and for 
some time critical, exacerbations of fever following one 
another at intervals, Mrith hepatic and splenic congestion and 
great gastric irritability. The man made a good recovery, but 
was ultimately invalided as unfit to return to the West Coast of 
Africa. The remaining cases were of various grades of severity, 
about half were more or less distinctly marked tertian, three 
were quotidian, one quartan, and the remainder irregular; all did 
well with quinine, Easton's syi*up, nutritious diet, and avoidance 
of alcoholic stimulation. 

Diseaees 
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Diseases of the Respiratory System. — Two cases admitted with Ho^itali. 
bronchitis became the subjects of phthisis, one was invalided — ^ 
and one died in hospital. Thirteen oases of pneumonia have 
been treated during tbe year, eleven of them fresh ad- 
missions. Two were Europeans, both of whom recovered ; 
nine were kroomen, of whom two died. Although pneumonia 
is a very severe and dangerous form of disease amongst these 
men, it was not found so universally or even generally fatal as 
it is commonly held to be. In the past two years twelve kroo- 
men have been received with pneumonia, and the two cases 
mentioned have been the only deaths, showing a proportioB of 
recoveries of 83 per cent. 

Surgical Rbport. — Of the 133 surgical cases treated, more 
than half have been of syphilis and gonorrhoea. 

Syphilis, Primary. — The admissions, thirty-two in number, 
show an increase of four over the previous year. 

Syphilis, Secondary, — Five admissions. All returned to duty. 
Last year two were invalided. 

Gonorrhoea. — Shows an increase of two admisMons, thirty-four, 
as complured with thirty-two in the previous twelve months. 

Scabies. — Only four cases were admitted during the year ; in 
the previous twelve months, one. 

Wounds and Injuries. — Nineteen cases treated, two invalided. 
Among four cases of fracture was one of the skull, caused by the 

J>remature explosion of a mine, a fragment of iron striking the 
brehead over the orbit, and inflicting a large wound, and fracture 
of the frontal bone with slight depression. A small portion of dead 
bone was removed and the man made a perfect recovery. One 
man was invalided for the results of contusion, a heavy sheer 
leg fell across his back, and symptoms of spinal injury and paresis 
were permanent. 

During the year 232 cases have been treated by the staff of 
this hospital, amongst the men employed in H.M. Dockyard 
and their families, with two deaths, both of them in infants. 
Whooping-cough and varicella appeared amongst the children, 
and there were several cases of spasmodic croup. The more 
serious accidents from the dockyard have been admitted into 
hospital, the remainder treated at the hospital as out-patients. 



Hong Kong Hospital. 

The admissions to the Royal Naval Hos|)ital, Hong Kong, 
during 1884, were 252, the number invalided forty-four, and the 
deaths three. Compared with the previous year, the admissions 
were fewer by eighty-three, the numbers invalided were greater 
by eighteen,and the deaths by one. The most noteworthy features 
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H^MPlteb. ^^ ^^ year's experience of disease was the marked decrease in the 
«_ admission of cases of enteric fever, and the increase of cases of 

Shthisis. In many of the latter cases the development of the 
isease began soon after their arrival on this station. The slow 
progress of the disease after development, and the trifling loss 
of weight and strength, so long as night-sweats were guarded 
against, was very noticeable. Nearly all the oases of phthisb 
appeared amongst young seamen who had arrived on the station 
within ^e last eighteen months. 

The diseases and injuries furnishing the principal causes of 
admissions were simple continued fever, rheumatism, venereal 
disease, phthisis, diarrhoea, debility, and injuries. The ratio of 
admissions, compared with the previous year, was higher as 
regards phthisis, diarrhoea, and injuries, lower in the case of 
simple continued fever, and unchanged as to rheumatism. 

Venereal Diseases and Scabies, — There were sixteen cases of 
primary syphilis, the ratio per cent, of admissions being almost 
double that of 1883 ; twelve cases of secondary syphilis, the ratio 
being a little under the previous year; seventeen cases of 
gonorrhcpa, giving an almost identical ratio; eight cases of 
scabies, a ratio of 3 per cent, of admissions, in 1883 there were 
no cases. 

Amongst the fourteen cases of primary syphilis admitted, the 
disease existed in ten of them in the form of Hunterian chancre, 
and secondary symptoms in the form of psoriasis made their ap« 
pearance. 

The invalidings for syphilis were two in number, one for 
recurrent iritis, the other for debility, following syphilis. No 
cases were invalided in 1883. 

In phthisis, heart disease, functional and organic, diarrhcea 
and wounds, tiiere was a flight increase in the ratio of invaliding 
when contrasted with the preceding year ; a decrease as regards 
rheumatism. 

Fifteen cases of simple continued fever were sent in from ships 
lying in Hong Kong Harbour. This is at the rate of 5*9 per 
cent, and is a decrease, compared with 1883, in the ratio of 
3*8 per cent. One case was admitted in the first, four in the 
second, two in tbe third, and eight in the fourth quarter. The 
fever usually commenced suddenly with headache and rigors, 
followed quickly by rise of temperature to 104*^, 105^, or 106*^, 
and in some cases was characterised by speedy abatement of the 
fever, and rapid convalescence ; in others defervescence was irre- 
gular and slow, and convalescence was more protracted. In 
nearly half the number of patients roseolar and erythematous 
eruptions were observed, and in a few cases the fever was of an 
asthenic type, and great debility followed. The average duration 
of each case in hospital was twenty-one days. 

Deaths in 1883. — Wounds, one; bronchitis, one. 

Deaths in 1884 — Phthisis and dysentery, one; fever, enteric, 
one ; rupture of duodenum, one. 
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Yokohama Sick Quarters. 

The most noticeable features of the year's experience of 
disease^ &c., consisted almost entirely of the relatively large 
number of cases of venereal diseases and of scabies. It should 
not, however, be overlooked that the number of patients under 
treatment during the year was unusually small in consequence of 
the detention of the majority of Her Majesty's ships on the 
China coast. 

No deaths are recorded during the year, and only five men 
were invalided, two for functional heart disease, and one each 
respectively for secondary syphilis, phthisis, and cystitis. 

The following tabular statement will clearly show the com- 
parison between the number of cases of venereal disease and 
scabies under treatment during the years 1883 and 1884: —

The number of admissions were altogether too few, and the 
nature of the diseases too varied to call for special remark 
under any other heading than those given in the preceding para- 
graph. 

ESQUIMALT HoSPlTAI-r. 

During the past year there were eighty-one cases admitted 
into this hospital, «»f these ten were invalided, and two died. 

The causes of death were phthisis pulmonalis, and congestion 
of brain, with hepatic derangement; of the ten cases invalided one 
was for disease of knee-joint, two for insanity, one for organic 
disease of the heart, one for bubo, &c., one for dyspepsia, one 
for stricture, one for ulcer, one for ulcer of rectum, and two in 
consequence of injuries. 

There were six cases of primary syphilis, three of secondary, 
and nine of gonorrhoea admitted, which were contracted locally ; 
all recovered. No case of scabies admitted. 

In previous year, 1883, five cases of primary syphilis, eight 
of secondary syphilis, and four of gonorrhea were admitted, of 
these, two cases of secondary syphilis were invalided, the others 
recovered. 

During the year there has been no disease affecting the com- 
munity of Esquimau of lodal significance. In Victoria, about 
three miles distant, there has been a pretty severe epidemic of 
typhoid fever, of a malarial character, also a few cases of 
diphtheria.

Home The force employed on the Home Station during the year 

Station. 1884 consisted of seventy-two vessels, viz., nine iron-clads, nine 
■*■*" stationary ships, nine drill-ships, eight coast-guard ships, seven 
training ships, five training brigs, one troop-ship, four sloops, 
two corvettes, two gun vessels, six gun- boats, three steam vessels, 
two yachts, one torpedo ram, one torpedo dep6t ship, one 
torpedo school ship, and two receiving ships. There was also 
a reserve of officers and seamen in the Naval Barracks at Sheer- 
ness included in the crew of the Duncan. Tho Returns from 
forty vessels, and from the Keserve Force at Sheemess, were for 
the whole year, and from the remainder for periods varying from 
fourteen days to over eleven months. 

The mean force corrected for time was 18,570, and the total 
number of entries on the sick-list for disease and injury was 
16,755. This was in the ratio of 902-26 per 1,000 offeree, and 
shows an increase on the ratio of last year of 22*67 per 1,000, 
and on the last ten years' average of 7*75 per 1,000. The 
number invalided during the year was 753, wnich was in the 
ratio of 40*54 per 1,000, and is an increase of 1*54 per 1,000 
on that of last year, and of 8*75 per 1,000 on the average ratio of 
the last ten years. 'ITie number of deaths was 153, bemg in the 
ratio of 8*23 per 1,000, and is an increase on the last year's ratio of 
2'92 per 1,000; it is also an increase on the avterage ratio of the 
last ten years of 1*32 per 1,000. 

The average daily loss of service from General Diseases, 
Section A, was in the ratio of 1*99 per 1,000, and from Section B, 
14*79 per J, 000; from diseases of the nervous system and organs 
of the special senses, 1*94; of the circulatory system, '64; of 
the absorbent system and ductless glands, 1*1/; of the respira- 
tory system, 3*13; of the diuestive system, 2*73; of the urinary 
and generative systems, 9*14; of the organs of locomotion, '55; 
of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system, 8*63 ; of unclassed 
diseases, 1*23 ; from poisons, '06 ; and from various injuries, 
5*76. The average number of men sick daily was 962*88, which 
is iR the ratio of 51*85 per 1,000, and exhibits an increase of 
4*71 per 1,000 on the ratio of the preceding year, and on the 
average ratio of the last ten years an increase of 9*22 per 1,000. 
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Home 

General Biseases— Febrile Group. ^ ^^^^°- 

In this group 436 cases are returned; viz., two of small- 
pox; ten of vaccinia; ten of varicella; thirty-four of measles; 
twenty of scarlet fever; one of tvphus fever; twenty-nine of 
enteric fever; 167 of simple continued fever; thirty-seven of 
ague ; seventy-two of remittent fever ; three of diphtheria ; 
twenty- two of mumps ; and twenty-nine of erysipelas. One 
case of enteric fever, and one of remittent fever were in- 
valided; there were thirteen deaths, eight from enteric fever, 
two from remittent fever, one from diphtheria, one from erysi- 
pelas, and one from pysemia. 

Small Pox. — One? of the cases occurred in the Asia, and the 
other in the Ganges. Both were of the modified type, the latter 
being so very mild, and the symptoms so slightly marked, that 
its nature must remain doubtful. Both patients had been effec- 
tually re-vaccinated. 

Measles. — Of the thirty -four cases, twenty-three occurred in 
the boys' training ships, Boscawen, Ganges, Impregnable, and 
St. Vincent, and were generally in the persons of boys after re- 
turning from leave at their homes, or contracted in the ports where 
the ships are stationed. There was nothing in the form of an 
epidemic, the cases having been at once isolated, and effectual 
precautions taken against infection. 

Scarlet Fever, — ^Twelve, out of the twenty cases of scarlet fever 
returned, were in boys of the St. Vincent, but there was no 
outbreak of the disease ; each case appears to have been con- 
tracted singly, during absence from the ship, and no secondary 
infection on board took place ; the cases were slight, and without 
any bad result. The Lion and Pilot each return two cases, and- 
the remainder occurred singly in the Achilles, Asia, Boscawen^ 
and Pembroke. 

Typhus Fever. — The solitary case of typhus fever is returned 
from the Banterer, a gunboat employed on the coast of Ireland. 
The man who suffered from the disease was an officer's servant 
who resided with his family in an unhealthy part of the town of 
Galway, where he contracted the fever. He was sent to the 
Galway Infirmary, where he recovered, after a severe attack. 

Enteric Fever.— Of the twenty-nine cases recorded, the Excel- 
lent returns four, the Cambridge. Hector, Hecla, and Neptune, 
three each ; the Asia, Duke of Wellington, and Lion, two each ; 
and there were single cases in the Agincourt, Britannia, Her- 
cules, Impregnable, Indus, Osborne, and Shannon. There was 
one man invalided from the effects of the disease in the Hecla ; 
and fatal cases occurred in the Agincourt, Cambridge, Duke of 
Wellington, Excellent, Hector, Lion, Neptune, and Shannon. 

.During the year there was no case of enteric fever on the 
Home Station that could he ascribed to defec^ve sanitation on 
board ship ; nor was there any spread of the disease on board from 
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Home secondary infection. The cases were all contracted on shore 
SUtiiD. either at the patients' own homes, or while on leave, and in 
almost every instance early removal from the ship for treatment 
in a hospital or sick quarters was resorted to. Portsmouth and 
its neighbourhood appear to have been responsible for the largest 
number of cases. The year under review compares favourably 
with the preceding one in respect of this disease, less than half 
the number of cases having been recorded. 

Simple Continued Fever, — There were 167 cases returned. 
The largest number, viz., 30, was in the Agincourt, but neither 
amongst those, nor in any other ship, does there appear to have 
been any case of importance. The numbers returned were within 
two of last year's total. No invaliding or death resulted. 

Paroxysmal Fevers ; Agne^ and Remittent Fever. — Thirty-seven 
cases of ague, and seventy-two of remittent fever are recorded 
as having been under treatment, there was one invaliding and 
two deaths from the latter disease. The cases were, almost 
without exception, in the persons of men who had previously been 
under the influence of malaria on foreign stations, or who had 
suflered from its effects. The ships of the Channel Squadron 
spent the earlier part of the year in the Mediterranean, and after 
their return to England in May the disease, which was due to 
their sojourn abroad, comes to be recorded on the Home Station. 
As an instance, the case of the Northumberland may be aUnded 
to ; this ship with the rest of the Squadron, was cruisiiig in the 
Mediterranean till the beginning of May, and after her return to 
the Home Station had twenty-seven cases of remittent fever, the 
largest number recorded in any of the ships. The medical officer,* 
referring to the Mediterranean cruise, writes : " During this 
** period there was a comparative immunity from remittent 
^* lever. The most prominent disease amongst the ship's com- 
'^ pany was a febrile condition accompanied by congestion and 
" ulceration of the velum palati and tonsils, and returned as 
" cynanche ; but, on the return to English waters in May, Uiese 
" cases almost ceased, and were replaced by cases of fever with- 
*' out, in the majority, any local manifestation. These axe the 
** cases which, although varying much in the severity of the 
" symptoms, are returned as remittent fever. I am strongly of 
" opinion that the two affections are more closely allied setiologi- 
" cally than their names would indicate, and that they are in all 
" probability dependent on the same causes, acting under different 
" conditions of climate, &c." It has been noticed that while the 
older ships composing the Channel Squadron have for the last 
fe\^ years suffered more or less from fevers of this class, ^e 
Neptune, a comparatively new ship, in her first commission, has 
enjoyed almost complete immunity, so far, though apparently ex- 
. posed to the same conditions, local and climatic, as the other ships. 
The medical officer just quoted suggests that perhaps the growing 
decay of the wood work, &c. of these older ships, which have spent

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a good deal of time of late years on fitations where malarious feyers Home 

prevail, may have proved an element in the causation of the disease Station. 

by localising in some manner the morbific influences to which it is 

due. He goes on to say : ** However this may be, the type of fever 

" appears to me to resemble more closely the fever commonly 

" met with in the Mediterranean, and known as ^ Mediterranean 

*^ fever, &c./ than any other with which I am acquainted, and it 

" is not unlikely that in cruising on that station the virus which 

" produces the fever, whatever its true nature is, may have 

** oeen introduced from the shore and have become localised in 

" the ships which have thus become fresh sources of diffusion of 

" the malarious poison which gives rise to the disease, a process 

" which is well known to occur in old ships which have long 

" been stationed in malarious regions." This may go towards 

explaining the exemption of the new ship as compared with the 

older ones, but it must be remembered that the amount of disease 

was, on the whole, comparatively trifling ; the Northumberland's 

twenty-seven cases beinsf far in excess of the other ships ; thus, 

the Achilles returns eight cases, the Minotaur seven, the Agin- 

court three, and the Sultan four ; the Neptune had only one case 

of a^ue. 

Sheerness, which has often been alluded to in these reports, 
both as an originating centre of malarial disease, and as also 
having been found to develop or intensify the symptoms of 
men serving there who have recently suffered from these affec- 
tions in other places, appears to have been undergoing improve- 
ment in this respect of late ; only four cases of remittent fever 
and two of ague are returned from the crew of the Duncan who 
are housed in the naval barracks in Sheerness Dockyard. The 
medical oflficer* writes : " Besides these there was a certain 
** number of cases amongst men under treatment for other diseases 
** where a remittent tendency was developed, which probably pro- 
** tracted and retarded convalescence, and rendered removal 
** to Melville Hospital, lor change of air, necessary. Ca^es also of 
•* remittent neuralgia, brow-ache,and mild attacks of remittent fever 
** not necessitating treatment on the sick list were occasionally 
" under notice." " The civil medical practitioners of the disti'ict, 
** although admitting the existence of a decided malarial tendency, 
** are of opinion that it is gradually becoming less, in consequence 
** of improved drainage of the marshes, and possibly also from 
** the establishment of extensive brickfields in the neighbourhood 
** of Sittingbourne,' The fact of this gradual improvement is 
also testified to by other medical officers. 

The two fatal cases of remittent fever were from the Duke of 
Wellington and Excellent, both being in the persons of men who 
had contracted the disease abroad. 

Diphtheria, — Three cases are recorded ; one of these proved fatal 
in the person of a boy of the Lion who was sent to Plymouth 
Hospital, where he died twelve days after admission ; the disease 
from the first was complicated with pneumonia. There was no

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Home Other case in the ship, nor does it appear where the disease was 
Station . contracted. There was a mild case m the Impregnable, originat- 
ing on shore ; the third case occurred on leave, and was quite 
unconnected with any ship. 

Ijdumps. — Twenty-two cases are noted, of which seventeen were 
in the Boscawen, boys' training ship. 

• Erysipelas. — Twenty-nine cases are returned; they were mostly 
trivial, and three is the highest number that occurred in any 
single ship. There was a fatal case in the Osborne, in which the 
disease supervened on a trifling abscess of the nose. 

General Biseases— Constitational Group. 

There are 3,046 cases returned in this group, 861 being of 
rheumatism, 1,545 of primary, and 499 of secondary syphilis, 
ninety-seven of tubercular diseases, and forty-four of other 
diseases. 

Rheumatism. — There were 861 cases oF rheumatism added to 
the sick-list during the year, being in the ratio of 46*36 per 
1,000; this shows an increase of 4*16 per 1,000 as compared with 
the ratio of the preceding year. Fifty-three persons were in- 
valided for the disease, and there were two deaths; of these 
latter, one, with pneumonic complication, occurred in the 
Agincourt, and the other in the Belleisle, from inflammation of 
the spinal cord. The rotal number of days' sickness on board 
ship and in hospital, W2is 18,827, and the average duration of 
each case 21*86 days, which is practically the same as that of last 
year. The average number of men sick daily was 51*43. 

Syphilis, Primary, — There were 1,545 cases of primary 
syphilis under treatment in 1884 ; this gives a ratio of 83*19 per 
1,000, and shows an increase of 11*8 per 1,000 when compared 
with the ratio of 1883, and an increase of 40*76 per 1,000 in 
comparison with tlie average ratio for the last ten years. The 
total days' sickness on board ship and in hospital was 57,672, 
giving an average duration for each case of 37*32 days, this beii^ 
an increase of 1*96 days over the average of 1883. The average 
number of men inefficient daily was 157*57, which is equal to 
8*48 per 1,000, and is an increase of 1*52 per 1,000 in comparison 
with last year's average, and an increase of 4*36 per 1,000 on the 
average of the last ten years. One man only was invalided for 
the disease. Notwithstanding this apparently progressive increase 
of primary syphilis since the effective clauses of the Contagious 
Diseases Acts have ceased to be enforced, it appears on aoser 
examination that the returns of the year show, in reality, a pro- 

Sressive decrease, since the sudden rise in disease during the 
rst six months after the change, which took place in the end of 
Mav 1883; thus, the ratios per 1,000 for the first and second 
half years of 1883 were respectively, 52*42 per 1,000, and 93*47 
per 1,000, while those for tne first and second halves of 1884, 
were 84*41 per 1,000, and 82*13 per 1,000. It appears, therefore, 
that while the returns show a large increase in the amount of 
primary disease during 1884, when compared with the years 

during 
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during which the Contagious Diseases Acts were in force, and Home 
even exhibit a larger ratio of primary and secondary syphilis Station. 
than has been recorded in these Reports since their commence- 
ment in their present form in 1856,* before there was any 
legislation in this direction, yet so far this increase has 
not tended to become progressive, but, on the contrary, has 
shown a tendency in the opposite direction. On the other 
hand, there have been small increases in the time in which 
each case was under t-reatment, and in the averafj^e number 
per 1,000 sick daily; but, when the manv accidental cir- 
cumstances which govern the fluctuations oi this disease are 
taken into account, it becomes quite evident that it is too early 
to generalise on thie subject, and for the present all that can be 
done is to record facts ; the question, what course these diseases 
will pursue under the changed condition of the law, must await 
solution by time. 

Syphilis^ Secondary, — The number of cases returned is 499, 
equal to a ratio of 26*87 per 1,000, an increase of 6*97 per 1,000 
when compared with 1883. There were sixty-four invalidings 
for the disease as compared with eighty-six in 1883. The average 
duration of each case was 32*93 days, showing an increase of 
•83 days over the average time under treatment of 1883. The 
average number of men inefficient daily was 2*41 per 1,000, as 
compared with 1'84 per 1,000 in 1883, and 1 -53 per 1,000 the 
average of the last ten years. The six monthly ratios per 1,000 of 
secondary syphilis, as given above for the primary disease, are as 
follows: for the first and second halt* years of 1883, respectively, 
19-42 per 1.000, and 22*42 per 1,000, and for the first and second 
halves of 1884, 29-2 1 per 1,000, and 24*82 per 1,000. These ratios, 
as was to be expected, follow somewhat the same order of increase 
as those of primary syphilis, the main rise having taken place at a 
later period, which is explained by the later development of the 
constit u tional symptoms. It is a noteworthy fact that the severity 
of the cases, as evidenced by the time under treatment, or the 
number of invalidings, as shown by the ratios, has not increased 
in any appreciable degree. 

The observations as to insufficiency of materials for general- 
ization, under the head of primary syphilis, apply here also. 

Tubercular Diseases^ — There are ninetv-seven cases returned 
under this head, ninety-three of which wore of pulmonary 
phthisis ; of these, seventy-six cases of phthisis and two of scrofula 
were invalided, and seven cases of phthisis, and three of other 
forms of tubercular disease, ended fatally. The ratio of cases 
was 5*22 per 1,000; of invaliding 4*2 per 1,000; and of deaths 
•53 per 1,000. The death rate is lower than the ten years* 
average, viz., 1*2 per 1,000, but the other ratios approximate to 
the usual standard. 

Other diseases under this head include thirty-nine cases of gout, 
and five of tumour, with one invaliding for gout, and one for 
anasmia ; and a death from cancerous tumour of the abdomen.

Special Senses. 

There are 518 cases returned in this class, being in the ratio 
of 27*89 per 1,000, and showing an increase of 3*89 per 1,000, 
when compared with 1883 ; the invalidings numbered 147, the 
ratio being 7*91 per 1,000, an increase of "44 per 1,000; and 
there were nine deaths giving a ratio of '48 per 1,000, which 
was '03 per 1,000 more than the ratio of the preceding year. 
The diseases under this head which caused the greatest loss to 
the service by invaliding were epilepsy and vertigo, and diseases 
of the eye and ear. Out of the nine deaths, four were due to 
apoplex}', and five to other diseases of the brain. 

The average yearly amount of disease under this head appears 
to vary but little ; while the ratio of nervous diseases in the year 
under review shows a reduction when compared with the ten 
years' average ; that for disease of the eye exhibits also a decrease , 
but these are balanced by the diseases of the ear, which show an 
increased ratio. 

In his observations on diseases of the eye, the Medical Officer 
of the torpedo school ship Vernon,* makes the following remarks 
on the effects of ihe electric light:— 

*^ There were a few cases of retinitis of short duration occuriing 
" amongst the officers, resulting from incautious exposure of the 
" unprotected eyes to the glare of the electric light. These 
" cases occur in the following way. Among the courses ot 
** instruction given on board the Vernon to the officers and men 
" of the general service, is one in electric lighting and its 
*' application to naval purposes. This course includes a large 
" proportion of practical demonstration in the electric light shop, 
** in both the * arc ' and * incandescent ' systems of electric 
^ lighting ; but it is in studying the former, viz., the arc system, 
" that the eyes are apt to be affected injuriously, especially when 
•* the mode of formation of * crater ' and * cone * on the ends of 
" the carbons becomes the subject of demonstration, for one is 
" now very much inclined to approach so closely to the light 
" that the heat radiated from the burning carbons is very sensibly 
** felt. Coloured hand glasses are supplied it is true for 
" screening the eyes from the light, and it is the rule of the ship 
" that they should always be used, yet some one is occasionally 
** tempted to examine the carbons with the bare eye, when the 
" fierce glare of light (perhaps the heat as well) produces an 
** impression on the retina, which after a few hours results in 
" retinitis. The affection thus produced is remarkably similar 
" to the snow blindness experienced by the sledge parties of 
" arctic expeditions, the following symptoms being common to 
" both : Tne attack is ushered in by severe circumorbital pain 
** coming on suddenly, perhaps when the patient is in bed, aboat

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** eight hours after exposure ; this is followed by profuse 5?^ 

" lachr jmation and complete photophobia, while the pain becomes 

*' rapidly more intense, the eyeball feeling like a red-hot cinder. 

'^ This slate of things lasts a few hours^ during which some relief 

" may be obtained by instillation of vinum oj)!!, when the affection 

** having run a certain course subsides, leaving only in its train 

" a slight predisposition to subsequent attack." 

It may be stated here that in the general service this affection 
of the retina has been caused by the electric light when in prac- 
tical use, and has been much more persistent, necessitating 
invaliding from abroad to England, and long- continued subse- 
quent treatment. 

Diteases of the Circulatory System. 

Under this head 161 cases are noted, of which eighty-five were 
functional, and thirty-five, organic heart disease, the ratio per 
1,000 being 866 ; this is an increase of '6 per 1,000 when com- 
pared with the preceding year; the invalidings numbered 122, 
and the deaths thirteen, the ratio of invaliding being almost 
identical with that of 1883, while the death rate is nearly double 

Of the invalidings, fifty-four were for organic, and thirty- 
seven for functional disease of the heart, and thirty-one foi 
varicose veins; eleven deaths were caused by disease of the 
heart, and two by aneurysm. 

Both forms of heart disease are much more frequent, compara- 
tively, on the Home Station than on others, and functional 
disease especially causes a large amount of invaliding yearly. 
This is due to the seasoning process through which 8uch a large 
proportion of young seamen pass in training ior their future 
career, being carriea out in England. As an instance, in the 
Pilot, a boys' training brig, with a complement of 130, no less 
than five boys were invalided for functional heart disease. There 
can be no heavier strain on the organs of circulation in any 
calling, if indeed it is equalled in any, than in that of the man-oi- 
war seaman. The distance aloft, which has to be traversed by 
the upper yardsmen, at the speed required during exercise, 
especially when competing with other ships, the ascent is 
repeated over and over again at short intervals in the different 
evolutions, must try severely a heart with any constitutional 
tendency to unsoundness; the heavy gun exercise is less trying 
now than formerly, when handspikes were in use, but in all the 
drills and exercises great smartness is insisted on. As amongst 
the class of boys entered, many have not been brought up on 
good food, or with healthy surroundings, the severe work 
13 calculated to bring out any inherent cardiac weakness during 
the early training. 

Hence it is not to be wondered at that a ^^et of obscure cases 
of heart affections are always to be found in the Home (Naval) 
Hospitals ; in numy of these the cavities have given way and 
dilatation is evident; in others irritability and rapid action, with- 
out tangible symptoms of organic change, are the rule, and the 
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Home greatest diflSculty is often fonnd in determining whether the 
Station. cases are legitimate or due to design, as from time to time it has 
been found that tobacco or some other drug was employed to pro- 
duce symptoms simulating disease. It is not onlj amongst the sea- 
men but also amongst the Marine recruits that this weedms process 
occurs; the change of life and dietary, with increased oppor- 
tunity for smoking and other indulgences, as well as the un- 
accustomed forms of exercise in the gymnasium and at gun drill, 
probably being in their case the cause. The training system is 
at present carefully conducted, the boys during the period being 
specially well fed and attended to, and it would appear that a 
yearly loss from this cause must be uccepted as unavoidable* 



Diseases of the Absorbent System and Ductless 
Glands. 

There are 219 cases of these diseases returned, the ratio per 
1,000 being somewhat in excess of that of the previous year. 
Seven persons were invalided, five of them for bubo. 



Diseases of the Bespiratory System. 

The diseases of this system furnished 1,636 cases, which was 
in the ratio of 88*09 per 1,000, an increase of 9*85 per 1,000 when 
compared with 1883. There were twenty-seven persons invalided 
for these diseases, and twenty-seven deaths; the ratios being 
little different from those of last year. Of the twenty-seven 
invalidings, nine were from pneumonia, and eight for bronchitis 
and catarrh, pleurisy accounted for three, and other diseases of 
the lungs for five. Eighteen of the deaths were from pneumonia, 
three from bronchitis, two from pleurisy, and four are returned 
from hsBmoptysis and other diseases of the lungs. Six of the 
deaths, four from pneumonia and two from bronchitis, were in 
the Asia. A ^ood deal of exposure in boats during the winter 
months is entailed on the crew of this ship, by the requirements 
of the service on which she is employed, many of the men being 
obliged to proceed twice a day from her anchorage, high up 
Portsmouth Harbour, to the dockyard, where their work chiefly 
lies. Moreover, a considerable portion of the crew consists of 
newly-entered stokers from the shore, who are men unaccustomed 
to the exposure incidental to a seaman's life, and pensioners, a 
class more advanced in years than is usually found afloat. It is 
stated that it is in contemplation to move the ship from her 
present position to the dockyard basin ; if this change is carried 
out it will, no doubt, be beneficial in the reduction of prevent- 
able disease. The boys* training ships, as usual, contribute most 
largely, in proportion, to the cases of catarrh, the Lion at 
Devon port heading the list. She returns 128 cases of catarrh, 
six of bronchitis, twenty-one of pneumonia, two of pleurisy, and 
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two of haemoptysis. The medical officer,* in writing of the cases g^Son 

of pneumonia, says, ** but, even besides these, I feel convinced ' 

*^ that several of the cases of catarrh were instances of pneumonia 
" where the physical signs were masked, the area of the disease 
" being small, or the position deep ; the onset of many being that 
** of pneumonia, chills and high temperature." This officer gives 
an instance of two attacks of paeumonia in three months in the 
person of the same boy, " attributable in great part to swimming 
instruction," of which he remarks. " The time for a boy to pass 
** out in swimming instruction is short, too short perhaps, in the 
" case of backward and timid boys. The twenty-six cases of 
** pneumonia occurred, in time, as follows : one in January, four 
" m February, six in April, two in May, one in June, lour in 
** July, three in September, three in October, and two in Novem- 
" ber. The swimming season is from April to September in- 
*' elusive, and it may be a portion of October.** So many cases 
of pneumonia amongst healthy boys, during the summer months, 
in the mild climate of Plymouth, would appear to show some 
reason for the opinion expressed; and the number of cases met 
with in April tend to the view that x)erhiips the swimming season 
might, with advantage, comraenoe a month later. In relation to 
the causation of pneumonia and other pulmonary complaints, 
the medical officer is also of opinion that the frequency of wetting 
the decks, and other details in the economy of the ship, might be 
somewhat modified with advantage. 

Diseases of the Digestive System. 

Under this head 1,876 cases are recorded, the ratio per 1,000, 
101'02, being 13'1 per 1,000 in excess of the preceding year. 
The invalidings were eighty-one and the deaths four, the ratios 
per 1,000 respectively 4*36 and '21, being practically the same 
as in 1883. Fifty-one persons were invalided lor hernia, 
fourteen for dyspepsia, and three for hepatitis. Two of the 
deaths were from hepatitis ; one man died at his home, it is 
stated, during convulsions which followed the bursting of a 
tonsillary abscess, and the remaining death case is returned as 
cancrum oris, intractable sloughing of the mouth and cheek 
having come on in the person of an able seaman, aged 36 years, 
while suffering from debility after bronchitis. 

Diseases of the TJrinary and GeneratiYe Systems. 

In this class 2,003 cases are returned, giving a ratio of 
107-86 per 1,000, nearly the same as that of 188.3. The in- 
valids numbered forty-three, and there was one death, these 
ratios also differing little from those of the preceding year. 
Gonorrhcea and its sequelae supplied 1,729 of the cases. Of the 
invalidings, seventeen were for diseases of the bladder, six for

The 
death was from Brighl^B disease. 

GonorrhcBa and Epididymitis. — There are 1,613 cases of 
gonorrhoea recorded, giving a ratio of 86*86 per 1,000, a decrease 
of 1*78 per 1,000 when compared with last year's ratio, and the 
seventy-four cases of epididymitis gave a ratio per 1,000 of 
3*98, showing a slight decrease of '52 per 1,000. As in the 
case of primary syphilis, the first sudden rise in the number of 
cases of gonorrhosa after the suspension of the compulsory 
examination clauses of the Contagious Diseases Acts, has not 
been maintained ; while in the latter half of 1883, after the 
change in the Acts in the end of May, the ratio was 98*8 per 
1,000; the two half years of 1884 have shown respectively 
83-83 per 1,000 and 895 per 1,000; this, while still showing a 
large increase on the amount of disease recorded while the Acts 
were in force, tends to show that, so far at any rate, such in- 
crease has not been progressive but rather the other way. The 
average number of men daily ineffective from gonorrhcea was 
145*08, showing a decrease of 16*84 when compared with the 

S receding vear ; the average duration of each case was 32*92 
ays. Epididymitis caused the daily Joss of the services of 3*58 
men, a decrease of 2*08 on the preceding year's numbers ; the 
average time under treatment of each case of epididymitis was 
17*72 days. 

Diseases of the Organs of Locomotion. 

Under this head appear 103 cases; the ratio. 5*54 per 1,000, 
showing a slight increase on that of the preceding year. There 
were nineteen persons invalided, chiefly for diseases of the joints, 
and no deaths. 



Diseases of the Cellular Tissne and Cutaneous System. 

The number of cases returned was 3,620, giving a ratio of 
194-93 per 1,000, a reduction of 13*85 per 1,000, in comparison 
with 1883. Phlegmon and abscess contributed 1,692 to the 
whole; ulcer, 680; scabies, 905; the remaining 343 cases being 
of other skin diseases. The only case invalided was that of a 
boy for psoriasis, and there was no death. The total number 
daily ineffective was 160*34. 

Scabies, — There is a considerable reduction this year in this 
disease, the number of cases returned being 905, as against 1,302 
in 1883. The ratio per 1,000 also shows a reduction, being 48*73 
compared with 58*64 in 1883; the total days' sickness was 15,848, 
as against 23,236 in the preceding year, and the number daily 
ineffective, 43*3, in comparison with the last year, 63*66. This 
reduction is very satisfactory, as for the last three years the 
tendency has been towards a progressive increase. 
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TJnolassed. 



Two hundred and sixty-two cases are returned in tiiis class, 
viz,, debility, 154; headache, twenty-nine; searsickness, two; 
and seventy-seven persons were under observation for unde- 
termined disease, &c. Forty-four persons were invalided for 
debility. There was no death. 



FoisonB. 

Thirty-two cases of poisoning are returned, but there was no 
invaliding or death from this cause. The cases comprised 
twelve ot delirium tremens, and sixteen of alcoholism in a lesser 
degree, three of poisoning by lead, and one by carbolic acid. 



Injuries, &c. 

The injuries of various kinds returned number 2,843, 
giving a ratio of 153'09 per 1,000, and showing a reduction 
compared with 1883, of 15*73 per 1,000. Of these, wounds, 
fractures, &c. numbered 2,635 ; burns and scalds, 139 ; sub- 
mersion and drowning, sixty-five ; and suicides, four. Fifty- 
six persons were invalided for the resulrs of wounds and injuries. 
There were seventy-three deaths, which number includes fifty 
men drowned by « the wreck of the Wasp, on the Irish coast. Of 
the four cases of fatal injury, two were fractures of skull by falls 
from aloft; one, fracture of the spine, sustained while bathing; 
and the fourth, fracture of the skull, by a bag of coals falling on 
the man whilst coaling ship. Fifty of the sixty-five cases of 
deaths from drowning, were in the wreck of the W as}), on Tory 
Island, County Donegal, on the 22nd September 1884; four were 
caused by the upsetting of boats, five men were drowned while 
on leave, one whilst bathing, three missed their footing while 
stepping into boats, &c., one was washed overboard at sea, and 
one man was drowned in attempting to swim to the shore from a 
boat, out of which he jumped, when returning to his ship from 
leave. 

Invaliding. 

The number invalided from the Home Force in 1884 was 753, 
being in the ratio of 40*54 per 1,000, and showing an increase, 
when compared with the preceding year, of 1*54 per 1,000. In 
comparison with the average of the last ten years, the increase 
is equal to 8*75 per I.OOO. 

Under General Diseases, Febrile Group, two persons were 
invalided; and 198 under the Constitutional Group; viz., fifty- 
three for rheumatism, one for primary, and sixty-four for 
secondary syphilis, seventy-eight for tubercular diseases, and 
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Home two for Other diseases of the group; sixty-five persons were 
Station. invalided for diseases of the nervous system; twenty-three for 
diseases of the eye; fifty-seven for diseases of the ear; two 
for diseases of the nose ; for diseases of the circulatory system, 
122 ; of the absorbent system, seven ; of the respiratory system, 
twenty-seven ; of the digestive system, eighty-one ; for gonorrhoea 
and its sequelss, seven; for other diseases of the urmary and 
generative systems, thirty-six ; for diseases of the organs of loco- 
motion, nineteen ; of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system, 
seven; for debility, forty-four; and for the eflects of injury, 
fifty-six. 

Mortality. 

The total number of deaths on the Home Station, during the 
year, was 153. being in the ratio of 8*23 per 1,000; this shows 
an increase of 2*92 per 1,000, in comparison with 1883, und an 
increase of 1*32 per 1,000, when compared with the average ratio 
of the last ten years. The increase m the ratio is chiefly due to 
the loss of fifty lives in the wreck of the Wasp ; had it not been 
for this calamity the death rate would have been almost identical 
with that of 1883. 
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MEDITERRANEAN STATION. 



Station. 



The Mediterranean Squadron in 1884 was composed of thirty- Medi- 
two vessels, viz., twelve ironclads, one corvette, one sailing sloop, terranean 
one steam sloop, five gun vessels, six gun-boats, two steam vessels, 
two despatch vessels, one receiving ship, and one sui*veying ship. 
The returns for sixteen vessels were for the whole year, and from 
the remainder for periods varying from three to upwards of ten 
months. The mean force, corrected for time, was 6,430, and the 
total number of cases of disease and injury entered on the sick- 
list during the year was 9,203. This is in the ratio of 1431*25 
per 1,000, and is an increase, when compared with the last year's 
ratio, equal to 76*53 per 1,000, and with the average ratio for the 
last ten years of 72*88 per 1,000. Of these, 524 persons were 
invalided, being in the ratio of 81*49 per 1,000, an increase of 20*4 
per 1,000 over last year, and of 33*56 on the last ten years' 
average ratio. The deaths numbered forty-five, being 6*99 per 
1,000, the ratio being higher than that of last year by 2*45 per 
1,000, and less than the average for the last ten years by 1*15 
per 1,000. 

The average daily loss of service from General Diseases, 
Febrile Group, was in the ratio of 10*63 per 1,000 ; and from the 
Constitutional Group, 10*53 per 1,000 ; from diseases of the nervous 
system, *54 ; from diseases of the eve, *33 ; of the ear, *22 ; of the 
circulatory system, *35 ; of the absorbent system, 1-01 ; of the 
respiratory system, 1*46; of the digestive system, 3*26; of the 
urinary and generative systems, 3*58 ; of the organs of locomotion, 
*36 ; of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system, 9*11 ; from 
debility, &c., 1*18 ; from poisons, *06 ; from wounds and injuries, 
9*64 ; and from wounds in action, *01. 

The average number of men sick daily was 336*87, which is 
in the ratio of 52*39 per 1,000, and is an increase of 5*91 per 1,000 
when compared with that of 1883, and an increase on the last 
ten years' average ratio of 7*04 per 1,000. 



Oeneral Diseases— Febrile Group. 

This group comprises 1,180 cases of various forms of febrile 
disease : of tnis number, two were of measles, one of scarlet fever, 
twenty-seven of enteric, and 502 of simple continued fever, four- 
teen of ague, 622 of remittent fever, two of diphtheria, and ten 
of erysipelas. 

There were 181 persons invalided for diseases in this group, 
VIZ., fourteen for enteric fever, two for simple continued fever, 
one for ague, 162 for remittent fever, and two for erysipelas. 
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temmean ^^® deaths numbered twenty-two: twelve from enteric fever, 
dtatiou. *i^d ten from remittent fever. 

Measles, — Two cases occurred, both in the Iris. There was no 
connection between the two, one having been contracted at Malta, 
and the other at Alexandria. 

Scarlet Fever. --One tase is returned from the Achilles. The 
patient was a boy, who is said to have contracted Ids illness 
while in the training ship in England, from which he joined the 
Achilles. The case was treated on board and recovered. 

Enteric Fever. — Twenty-seven cases are returned, <rf which 
fourteen terminated in invaliding, and twelve died. The Agin- 
court had one case; the Alexandra, three; the Bittern, two; 
the Falcon, three; the Hibei*nia, two; the Inflexible, five; 
the Invincible, three; the Monarch, oue; and the Temeraire, 
•even. 

The Aginoourt returns one case, contracted at Gibraltar. 

The Alexandra returns three cases of enteric fever, with four 
deaths. One case was contracted at Famagusta, and was attri- 
buted to the patient having drunk impure water on shore while 
acting aa ship's postman ; tnis man died. The other two cases 
were in the persons of marines, and contracted while on detached 
service in the Soudan. In addition to these, two deaths, for 
which no cases are furnished^ occurred in the Soudan amongst the 
men belonging to the ship on temporary service there. 

The Bittern had two cases of enteric fever, both contracted at 
Constantinople, where the sanitary arrangements are bad, and 
the disease prevails. 

The Falcon returns thre« cases, two of which were in the 
persons of officers ; one of these last appeared in the previous 
year's returns, and the officer afterwards made a good recovery. 
The second officer was taken iU at Alexandria; his case terminated 
in invaliding. The third case was in a petty officer, and appears 
to have been contracted at Malta. 

The Hibemia, stationary ship at Malta, had two cases, one of 
them fatal. The Inflexible returns five cases, with one death ; 
most of them were contracted at Malta. 

The Invincible had three cases ; two of these, in the per- 
sons of midshipmen, were contracted on shore at Alexandria, 
and treated at the German Hospital there. One of them was 
subsequently invalided, the other returned to duty. The third 
person attacked was a gunner, Boyal Marine Artillery; he 
appears to have taken the disease in Kamleh Hospital, while a 
patient there for gonorrhoea ; on rejoining his ship it declared 
itself, and he was sent to the military hospital at Limaso^ where 
be died. 

The Monarch had one case, contracted at Alexandria, which 
proved fatal in Itamleh Hospital in 1885. 

The Temeraire returns seven cases, all of which occurred at 
Malta. The first case, in an ordinary seaman, which proved fatal, 
was in July. The rest occurred in September, when a sub- 
lieutenant, 
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lieutenant, two midshipmen, a clerks a private marine, and a boy Medi- 
were attacked. All were invalided. t»»nean 

Referring to these cases the medical officer* remarks, **So _^'*' 
** many of the gun-room officers being seized about the same time 
*^ was puzzling, but no cause could be found for it in the ship. 
" Although the drains of Valletta were undergoing reconstruction 
^^ during the entire summer it was not noticed that the sick-rate 
^' in that quarter was incieased thereby < It appears likely that 
** the emanations from the harbour or dock, or Malta water, par- 
^^ ticularly such as they may have consumed ashore, in the form 
" of ices or lemonade, supplied the poison." 

Simple Continued Fever. — There were 502 cases returned, as 
against 243 in 1883. The Superb heads the list with 140 cases, 
with an average of five days duration. The medical officerf 
writes, *^ The majority were of an ephemeral type., and probably 
** the resi^lt of malarious exposure in constitutions able to resist 
" the full force of the poison. Some were the sequelse of remit- 
** tent fever, showing a tendency to a relapse of that disease. 
" Of the twelve cases sent to hospital nearly all proved to be 
** remittent fever in its initial stage. 

The Cruiser, with a crew of 207, returns the next largest 
number, viz., forty-nine; the cases were unimportant; twenty 
of them occurred during a passage from Malta to Gibraltar in 
May. This ship has a more youthful ship's company than is 
general. The Iris and Temeraire had each thirty-five cases, 
nearly all occurring at Malta. All the other ships on the station 
recoixl smaller numbers of oases. 

Paroxysmal Fever, — Fourteen cases of ague, and 622 of remit- 
tent fever are returned, 636 in all. The ratio of cases per 1,000 
is 98'91, showing the large increase of 64*55 per \jdQO on the 
preceding year's ratio, and an increase of 49*42 per 1,000 on the 
average ratio for the last ten years. The invalidings numbered 
163 ; and the ratio per 1 ,000, 25-34, exceeds that of 1883 by 
17*34 per 1,000, and bears about the same relation to the last ten 
years' average rate ; the deaths numbered ten, and the ratio per 
1,000 shows an increase of '65 i>er 1,000, as compared with the 
ratio of the preceding year, which also approximated the last ten 
years' average. The average number of men inefiective daily 
firom these diseases was 51*87, an increase of 39*57 on the average 
recorded in 1883. The causes of this considerable increase in the 
amount of paroxysmal fever are various ; chiefly it appears to be 
due to a combination of causes at Malta. The ships m which the 
largest number of cases occurred refer nearly all their sickness to 
that harbour, and whilst some of the ships spent an unusually 
long time there alongside the dockyard, there also happened to 
be m ])rogress at the time extensive drainage works for the town 
of Valletta, and also excavations for a new dock, the exposure of 
firesh soil being supposed, and no doubt with reason, to have been.

S tation . Insanitary conditions appear to have been accumulating for 

many years at Malta about. Valletta, owing to the gradual 
impregnation of the soil with sewage matter from imperfect 
drainage. The harbour, also, which is, of course, tideless, has 
been tainted by a like process; a stratum of filth, from the 
excreta of the town, and irom the considerable fleet of naen-of- 
war and merchant ships which frequent the port, has been 
deposited on the bottom to such an extent of late in some places 
as to necessitate the prohibition of disturbing if by dredging in 
the neighbourhood of the dockyard, owing to the stench caused 
by stirring it up. An energetic attempt is now being made to 
overcome this state of things, as far as posdible, by providing 
improved se^^erage, with an outfall clear of the harbour; and 
when the present transition period has been passed there seems 
reason to expect a more healthy condition. 

It is also believed that the increased amount of leave now 
allowed to officers and seamen may indirectly tend to increase 
the amount of malarial disease, in comparison with an earlier 
period, by submitting more men to local climatic influences. 

Besides these causes, about the middle of the year, a change in 
the administration of the station, rendered necessary by the active 
operations in the Soudan, was instituted, by which the force in the 
Ked Sea was added to the Mediterranean Station, and the fever 
contracted at Suakim in the last half year comes by that arrange- 
ment to be tabulated in the returns of the Mediterranean Station. 

The largest number of cases, viz., 124, was in the Superb, 
and her medical ofiicer remarks as follows: — 

^^ From the time the ship was commissioned, in December 
" 1883, to the end of the following April, a period of more than 
" four months, she was moored alongside the dockyard at the 
** head of French Creek, where the water is stagnant and much 
•* contaminated by sewage ; moreover, the ground around was 
** being broken up and excavated, and the subsoil exposed, in the 
" formation of a new dock. 

** The large majority of the ship's company were fresh from 
*' England, young, and un acclimatised, and it was almost ex- 
" clusively among these that the poison was able to exert its 
" energy. Cases of the disease commenced to appear shortly 
** after commissioning, and gradually increased until the com- 
** mencement of June, after which few fresh cases came under 
'* observation, those added being mostly relapses from a previous 
** attack. The ship left Malta on the 7th May, and it was hoped 
" that when she got fairly away from the malarious influence, 
^* the disease would have died out, in place of which the largest 
" number of cases occurred in May and June. 

<* I cannot imagine that this continuance of the disease was 
•* due to any unhealthy influence arising from the ship herself, 
" but rather that the malarial germs had been thoroughly im- 
^< planted in the systems of the men while at Malta, and became 
** developed into full energy as favouring circumstances occurred, 

•' such 
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'^ such as exliaustion from unusually hard work^ exposure to the Medl- 
" sun, chills after being overheated, or any other conditions terrAnean 
** which would reduce the vitality below par. * Locality on board Station, 
** appears to have had very little influence in predisposing to the ""^^ 
" disease ; careful observations were made of the number of 
^^ cases admitted from the various parts of the ship, with the 
" result that the percentage was found to be very similar, viz. : 

'* Half-deck - - - 33 per cent of occupants. 

"BatteiT- - - - 40 „ „ 

" Mess-deck - - - 31 „ „ 

" Flying-deck - - - 44 „ „ 

" The battery, although giving a larger cubic space than the 
" mess-deck, shows a somewhat higher percentage, from the fact 
" that the boys were berthed in the former locaHty, whereas the 
" mess-deck was chiefly occupied by the more seasoned able 
" seamen and petty officers. The flying deck shows a much 
*^ smaller percentage of disease than in the former commission 
« {vide ' Health of the Navy for 1882*). the ventilation of that 
" part of the ship having been much improved since then, as 
" mentioned in the description of the ship. 

^^ The amount of sickness fairly attributable to malaria con- 
^^ tracted at Malta, may be stated as 240 cases, with one death 
** and twenty-three invalidin^s from the ship ; and of the seventy- 
" two cases sent to hospital, twenty-nine were subsequently 
" invalided there. In the face of this large amount of sickness 
" and loss to the service, considerations of preventive measures 
** become important. In a former section of the journal I have 
" suggested that the stay of ships in dock, or alongside the dock- 
" yard at Malta, should be curtailed as much as possible. 

** I would further advise that after the work is finished of 
" taking out or putting in heavy pieces of machinery, guns, &c., 
** which must be done alongside the jetty, the ship should not be 
** allowed to remain there for the convenience of the dockvard 
^^ labourers in going to and from their work. No doubt a little 
** time is saved by obviating the necessity for boating, but it is at 
^^ the expense of increasing the risk of malarial infection to those 
" on board. 

" Great care should be taken that the men wear jerseys or 
" woollen comforters in the early hours of the morning and after 
*' sunset. When the ship is again placed in similar circumstances 
*' to those of the commencement of the year, the prophylactic 
" effect of a daily compulsory dose of quinine to each man might 
** be worth a trial." 

The Alexandra returns eighty-two cases ; the medical officejr* ^ 
writes : — ^* As to the cause of the fever it is attributable almost 
** entirely to Malta, which is about the most unhealthy place on 
" this station, and where we spend most of our time ; the har- 
" hour, during the spring and summer, when there is very little 
^' wind or tide, is most offensive ; the gases emitted from the drains 
^

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Hedi- ** in Valletta are simply sickening ; and Sliema^ where there is 
tenanean ^' little or no drainage, is simply a sponge saturated with 
9 tati<m . « animal excretion. Enteric fever and diphtheria have prevailed 
" during the three winters I have been on this station , and have 
*^ been very fatal, especially among the civil population. The 
*^ disease which our men suffered from appeared to be of a ty|^o- 
^^ malarial form, but there was no ulceration of the intestines in 
'^ those cases that proved fatal. Most of this fever occurred after 
" we left Malta, and while we were at Port Said. The latter 
^* place is considered about the most healthy town on the station, 
'^ and the inhabitants, civil and military, were quite free from 
" this fever while our ship's company were suffering." This 
ship invalided thirty-three cases, and two proved fatal. 

In the Hibemia, where four cases of ague occurred, and thirtv- 
nine of remittent fever, the medical officer,* among other remarks 
as to the causation of the fever at Malta, writes : ** As I said 
'^ before, chills at night on shore, coming out of heated drinking 
** places, and going off to a ship in a wet boat under a heavy dew, 
** and then turning into a crowded mess, are strongly causative. 
** The military take their men out of barrack rooras and 
" distribute them in tents for the summer. Continued wet 
*' weather is causative, from chills ; two of the cases under my care 
** at present developed in this way." This peculiar aptitude of 
Maltese levers to become developed by chills, as an exciting cause 
is frequently noticed and recorded by medical officers. 

The Carysfort had ninety-three cases out of a complement of 
271, forty-one of these were contracted at Malta, and nearly 
forty at Suakim. Of this latter place the medical officerf writes: 
** All the surroundings tended to depress the system ; the vessel 
'^ was anchored amongst the coral reefs, which were partially 
** exposed at low water; to this were added dull monotony and 
** bad food. The fever contracted at Suakim was characterised 
" by great and profound nervous depression, headache, pain 
'^ in back and loins, and general malaise, sometimes com- 
" plicated with symptoms of articular rheumatism ; this last 
** being always present with patients who were attacked after 
*^ exposure to the night air." There were nine invalidings and 
two deaths in this ship. 

The Monarch returns two cases of ague and thirty-two of 
remittent fever ; the remittent fever occurred amongst a party 
of marines detached for service at Suakim, the ship being at 
Alexandria ; it is stated that all the party were attacked with 
remittent fever on their return to the ship. 

The Condor with a complement of 109, returns twenty- two 
cases, five of which were invalided. Some of the cases were 
due to Malta, and declared themselves after arrival at Alexandria ; 
others were contracted at Suakim and other ports on the Red Sea, 
where the ship was employed. 

The Cruiser had twenty-three cases, with six invalidings and 
one death ; Malta appears to have been the locality where most 
of them were contracted.

The Invincible returns eight cases of remittent fever with ' 

three invalidings. They were all entered on the sick-list at 
Alexandria ; the origin of six cases could be traced to Malta. 

The Inflexible had fifteen cases, with four invalidings, all due 
to Malta. 

The Iris records thirty-seven cases, and thirteen of these were 
invalided; the majority occurred at Malta, between February and 
April, when the ship was in dry dock, the men mostly working in 
the dockyard, and for part of the time hulked on board the 
Hibernia. The medical officer* considers that *^ a great deal of 
** the illness must be attributed to the work in the dockyard, and 
** also to the fact that all the men were new to the station." He 
points out that amongst the old acclimatised crew who were living 
on board under the same circumstances at the end of 1883, there 
were no cases of remittent fever ; and that after the work in the 
dockyard ceased in April, no more cases occurred till the return 
of the party of marines lent for service at Suakim, amongst 
whom several cases declared themselves. 

The Minotaur and Northumberland, ships belonging to the 
Channel Squadron, had each eight cases during their Mediter- 
ranean service, early in the year. 

The Sphinx had fourteen cases, with five invalidings. She 
lay at Suakim from the middle of May to the middle of Septem- 
ber, and there most of the cases occurred. The medical officerf 
writes that at Suakim up to the end of May, when one case 
occurred, there had been no remittent fever ; but ** about the 
** beginning of June the water in the harbour fell considerably,- 
** exposing oeds and reefs of coral as well as a low spit of sand 
** close to the ship, on which some mangrove bushes grew, and 
** which before the fall was completely covered with water ; about 
" this time ten cases of fever suddenly occurred in five days.** 
Nothing in the ship was discovered that was in any way likely to 
account for the origin of the disease, and the fever declined when 
the water rose again. The type of remittent fever observed at 
Suakim is stated to be almost identical with that known as 
Mediterranean fever; while most of those who describe it found 
quinine decidedlv efficacious in the treatment, in the hands of 
others it is stated to have failed entirely. 

Diphtheria. — Two eases are returned from the Superb ; both 
were contracted while the ship lay in French Creek at Malta ; 
neither of the men had slept ashore since arrival on the station, 
and the disease was apparently due to the insanitary local con- 
ditions of the neighbourhood. 

Erysipelas^ — Ten cases are returned, having been solitary 
ones m the ships in which they occurred, except in the Superb, 
where there were two ; two men belonging to this ship were 
invalided for the disease.

S^^ General Diseases— Constitutioiial Oroup. 

There were 1 ,079 cases returned in this group, viz., 576 of rheu- 
matism, 361 of primary, and 114 of secondarr syphilis, twenty- 
one of tubercular diseases, two of scurvy and purpura, and five 
of other diseases; of these, seventy of rheumatism, ton of 
primary, and seventeen of secondary syphilis, nineteen of tuber- 
cular diseases, and one of other diseases were invalided ; and 
one case of rheumatism, three of phthisis, and one of cancer 
died. 

Rheumatism. — Under this head 576 cases came under obser- 
vation, giving a ratio of 89*58 per 1,000, which shows an 
increase of 14*13 per 1,000, when compared with 1883. Seventy 
persona were invalided, being in the ratio of 10*88 per 1,000, an 
mcrease of 3*43 per 1,000 on the previous year. There was one 
death. The average number of sick daily was 25*06, and the 
average duration of each case 15*92 days, showing in both cases 
an increase. The Superb suffered most from this disease, 
returning 102 cases; many of these were the sequelas of re- 
mittent fever. The Iris came next with sixty-two cases, out of 
a complement of 267; in her case also it is stated that most of the 
cases followed fever. The same was the case in the Alexandra, 
with sixty-one cases, and in the other ships the numbers were 
smaller. The considerable increase of rheumatism, therefore, 
as compared with the preceding year, would appear to be 
dependent on the larger number of cases of remittent fever 
encountered. 

Syphili$y Primary. — ^There were 36 1 c^ues of primary syphilis 
under treatment during the year, the ratio per 1,000 bemg 
56*14, a decrease of 2*58 per 1,000 when compared with the 
preceding year, but an increase of 19*55 per 1,000 in comparison 
with the average ratio for the last ten years. There were ten 
persons invalided for the disease, an increase of *28 per 1,000 
on the last year. The average number ineffective daily was 
31*52, which is an increase of *25 per 1,000 on the average for 
1883, and the average duration of each case was 3*01 days 
longer than in that year. The Invincible furnishes the largest 
number of cases, viz., seventy-six, most of which were contracted 
from European w(mien at Alexandria ; the Arab women there 
» are stated to be kept under sanitarv supervision, but for the 

Europeans there is no such regulation. The Monarch comes 
next with thirty-five cases, of which nearly all were also met 
with at Alexandria. The origin of the cases on the other ships 
was distributed among the various Mediterranean ports visited 
by them. 

Syphilisy Secondary. — One hundred and fourleen cases arc 
recorded, the ratio per 1,000 being 17*72, an increase of 7* per 
1,000 when compared with 1883. The invaliding rate was also 
increased by 1*19 per 1,000. The average number sick daily

was 8*05, giving an increase in the ratio per 1,000 of '44, in Mcdi- 
comparison with the preceding year. The average duration of terranean 
each case was 25*85 aays, being 1*99 days less than in 1883. Station. 

Phthisis. — Twenty cases, with eighteen invalidings, and three 
deaths, are returned under this head. The ratios show little 
change when compared with the average of the last ten years ; 
the invaliding and death ratios this year were somewhat les* 
than the average. 

Diseases of the Ifervoiis System and Organs of the 
Special Senses. 

Under this head 121 cases of diseases of the nervous system 
are returned, seventy-five cases of diseases of the eye, and forty 
of diseases of the ear and nose. There were tnirty persons 
invalided for these diseases and two deaths. The list of cases 
includes one of apoplexy, forty of heat-stroke, two of paralysis, 
sixteen of vertigo, fifteen of epilepsy, forty of neuralgia, five of 
insanity, and two of other diseases of the nervous system. Of 
the cases invalided, three were for heat-stroke, two for paralysis, 
four for vertigo, nine for epilepsy, one for neuralgia, two for 
insanity, and three for other diseases. The two deaths were 
from heat-stroke. 

The Carysfort records thirty cases of heat-stroke with two 
invalidings and one death. AU occurred at Suakim where the 
ship lay from August to November* Referring to these cases, 
the medical oflicer writes. " Three marked forms of attack were 
" observed, the first characterised by exhaustion and collapse ; 
" the second by increased heart's action and headache, accom- 
'^ panied in some cases by low muttering delirium, with sudden 
** and great rise of temperature and pulse, the last though quick 
" being weak and intermittent ; in the third form the febrile 
" symptoms were of the sthenic type, the temperature being 
*^ always high, in one instance going up to 109*3 ; this form of 
" attack took place in strong and otherwise healthy men. In 
" all forms of seizure headache was intense and overpowering. 
** The fatal case was in form No. 1 ; the immediate cause of death 
'* was syncope." No doubt some of these cases would have 
been classed by other observers as thermic fever. The cases 
occurred between August 10th and September 10th, when the 
mean temperature in the shade was above 90® for the whole time. 
Four of the sufferers were stokers who were attacked whilst 
working in the stoke-hold when the ship was under steam. The 
other fatal case of heat-stroke was in the Albacore, and took place 
at Suakim on the 15th August. 

Diseases of the Circulatory System. 

Forty-three cases, with twenty-three invalidings, and two 
deaths, are here recorded ; the ratios being somewhat below the 
average. Six of the invalidings were for functional and nine 
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for organic disease of the heart, seven for varix, and one for 
xJJj^ other diseases. One of the deaths was from aneurysm and Ae 
Station. other from emholisnu 

Diseases of the Absorbent System and Ductless Glands. 

Seventy-nine cases, with one invaliding, appear under^duB 
head. All the cases, except four, were pf bubo. The solitary 
invaliding was for goitre. 

Diseases of the Bespiratory System. 

Under this head are included 541 cases, being in the ratio of 
84*13 per 1,000, a decre^ase of 24*96 per 1,000, when compared 
with 1883. There were nine invalidings, showing a decrease of 
•79 in the ratio per 1^000, compared with the preceding year; 
and only one death occurred during the pmod. The oasee 
included 491 of catarrh, nineteen of bronchitis, elev^i of 
pneumonia, and ten of pleurisy. Bronchitis caused three of the 
invalidings, asthma, two, and pleurisy, four ; the single death 
was from pneumonia. 

Diseases of the Digestive System. 

There were 1,274 cases returned under this head, giving a ratio 
of 198*13 per 1,000, an increase equal to 8*86 per 1,000 on the 
ratio of the preceding year, and an iucrease of 1*58 per 1,000 on 
the last ten years' average ratio. Thirty-five persons were inva- 
lided, equal to 5*44 per 1,000, an increase of '35 per 1 ,000 in com- 
parison with 1883, and the four deaths are in the ratio of '62 per 
1,000 as against nil in the preceding year. Cynanche, diarrhoea^ 
and dyspepsia, as usual, furnish the largest numbers to thid 
class; there were eighteen cases of dysentery, two of which 
ended fatally in the Sphinx, stationed in the Red Sea; besides these 
there was another death from dysentery in this ship at Suakim, 
but this occurred early in the year, before the scene of active 
operations in the Red Sea was transferred to the Mediterranean 
command, so that this death is returned on the East Indian 
Station, to which the Sphinx was then attached. The other two 
deaths were from peritonitis and gastric ulcer. 

Diseases of the Urinary and Generative Systems. 

There are 441 cases of these diseases returned, being in the 
ratio of 68*58 per 1,000 ; nine persons were invalided, but there 
was no death. The number of cases included 311 of gonorrhoea, 
and forty-one of its sequelse, the combined ratio of which was 
54*73 per 1,000 ; this shows a decrease of 9*62 per 1,000 when 
compared with the preceding year, though the general ratio s^ 
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shows a substantial increase in comparison with the average ratio 

for the last ten years. The average duration of each case of tiramean 

gonorrhoea was 20*27 days, and the daily number of men ineffec- statioii. 

tive from the disease and its sequelae was 19'66, both numbers 

being practically the same as those of the preceding year. Of 
the invaliding for these diseases, two cases were for disease of 
the kidneys, five for orchitis and other diseases, and two for 
stricture rebulting from gonorrhoea. 



Diseases of the Organs of Locomotion. 

Forty-three cases of diseases of the bones, ioints, &c., were 
under treatment, with four invalidings and one death. The ratio 
per 1,000 of cases, 6*68, approximated the average. The fatal 
case was due to psoas abscess. 



Diseases of fhe Cellular Tissue and Cutaneous System. 

Tho number of cases returned under this head was 2,048, 
being in the ratio of 318*5 per 1,000; this is a slight increase on 
the i*atio of last year, but is somewhat less than the average. The 
proportion of phlegmon and abscess to the total of cases treated 
is about as usual, i,491 cases having been added to the sick list, 
and the same holds good with ulcer, of which 367 cases appear ; 
105 cases of scabies, as against twenty-six in the previous year, 
are recorded. Eighteen persons were invalided for these diseases, 
viz., two for phlegmon and abscess, four for ulcer, and twelve for 
diseases of the skin; the invaliding ratio, 2 79, was somewhat 
above the average. The number meffective daily from these 
diseases was 58'58 ; the average duration of each case of phlegmon 
and abscess was 8 76 days, and of each case of ulcer, 15*6 days, 
being about the usual average of late years. 



Debility, Observation^ &c. 

There were 183 cases returned under this head : of these, 158 
were of debility, eleven of headache, two of sea-sickness, and 
twelve for observation. Fifty-eight cases of debility and one of 
sea-sickness were invalided. 



Poisons. 

Eight casesof poisoning appear, without any death or invaliding; 
four of these were of delirium tremens, three of lead poisoning, 
and one was a poisoned wound in the finger of a marine employed 
as nurse in Kamleh Hospital, owing, it is stated, to the man having 
been obliged to handle an amputated limb, baving a recent scratch 
on his finger, which became inoculated.

There were 2,048 injuries of various kinds under treatment 
during the year; these comprised 1,956 cases of wounds, frac- 
tures, &c., eighty-six of bums and scalds, three of submersion 
and drowning, one of suicide, and two of wounds in action. 
Thirty-six cases of wounds were invalided, and two of wounds in 
action, one of which was a case remaining from last vear ; five 
cases of injury, one of drowning, and one of gunshot wound 
ended fatally. 

Three of the fatal injuries were fractures of the skull, one by a 
fall from aloft, one by the falling of a bag of coal from the slings 
while being hoisted inboard, and in the third case the man's 
head was crushed by the muzzle of a gun against a port ; one was 
a case of fractured spine by the fall of a spar from aloft; and the 
remaining case was one of compound fracture of both legs by a 
fall from a window while the man was on shore on leave. The 
death by drowning was from a fall overboard. The fatal case 
of wound in action was that of a lieutenant of the Carysfort, 
who was shot through the chest at the action at Trinkitat, in the 
Soudan. The suicide was by gunshot wound of the throat. 

Invaliding. 

The number invalided on the Mediterranean Station in 1884 
was 524, being in the ratio of 81*49 per 1,000, and showing an 
increase of 20-4 per 1,000 when compared with 1883, and of 33*56 
per 1,000, in comparison with the average ratio of the last ten 
years ; this increase is mainly under the headings of paroxysmal 
fevers and rheumatism. 

Under General Diseases, Febrile Group, 181 persons were 
invalided, and under the Constitutional Group, 117; seventy 
of these were for rheumatism, ten for primary, and seventeen for 
secondary syphilis, and twenty for tubercular and other diseases. 
Twenty-four persons were invalided for diseases of the nervous 
svstem; six for diseases of the ear; twenty -three for diseases of 
the circulatory system ; one for diseases of the absorbent system 
and ductless glands ; nine for diseases of the respiratory system ; 
thirty- five for diseases of the digestive svstem ; nine for diseases 
of the urinary and generative systems ; four for diseases of the 
organs of locomotion ; eighteen for diseases of the cellular tissue 
and cutaneous system ; fifty-nine for debility, &c ; thirty-six for 
the efiTects of injury, and two for wounds in action. 

Mortality. 

The total number of deaths was forty-five, being in the ratio 
of 6*99 per 1,000, and showing an increase of 245 per 1,000, in 
comparison with 1883, but a decrease of 1*15 per 1,000 when 
compared with the ten years' average ratio. 
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NORTH AMERICAN AND WEST INDIAN 
STATION- 



The squadron employed on the North American and "West 
Indian Station in 1884 was composed of fourteen vessels, viz., one 
ironclad, four corvettes, one sloop, two gun-vessels, four gun- 
boats, and two receiving ships. The returns from eight ships were 
for the whole year, and from the remainder for periods of three 
and nine months. The mean force corrected for time was 2,420, 
and the total number of cases entered on the sick-list during 
the year was 2,400 ; this is in the ratio of 99r73 per 1,000, ana 
shows a decrease of 289*6 per 1,000 when compared with the 
ratio of 1883. The number invalided was fifty-four, and the 
number of deaths nine; the ratio in the former case being 22*31 
per 1,000, a decrease of 7*36 per 1,000 on that of last year, and 
the death ratio 3*71 per 1,000, a decrease of 4*82 per 1,000 when 
compared with 1883. 

The average daily loss of service from General Diseases, Febrile 
Group, was m the ratio of 1*51 per 1,000; from General Diseases, 
Constitutional Group, 7*42; from diseases of the nervous system, 
•48; from diseases of the eye, '3 ; of the ear, '11 ; of the cir- 
culatory system, '34 ; of the absorbent system, 1*45 ; of the 
respiratory system, 1*91; of the digestive system, 1*98; of the 
urinary and generative systems, 3*12 ; of the organs of locx)motion, 
*34; of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system, 6*1; from 
debility, &c., *9 ; and from injuries, 9. 

The average number of men sick daily was 84*85, which is 
in the ratio of 35*06 per 1,000, and is a reduction of 8*83 per 
1,000, when compared with the preceding year. 
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General Diseases— Febrile Oroup. 

In this group are returned 134 cases of various forms of 
febrile disease, viz., one of scarlet fever, two of enteric fever, 
108 of simple continued fever, eleven of ague, and twelve of 
remittent lever. Ot these, one case of ague was invalided, and 
one of enteric fever died. 

Enteric Fever. — Two cases of enteri(; fever appear in the returns; 
one occurred in an able seaman of the Tenedos, at Bermuda ; 
the patient recovered ; the other case, in the person of an ordinary 
seaman of the Fantome, terminated fatally in Bermuda Hospital ; 
it was also contracted in these islands. 

Simple Continued Fever. — ^There are 108 cases of this type of 
fever returned, without any invaliding or death. The largest 
number of cases was in the Garnet, but in her, as in the other 
vessels, the disease was of a mild type, being in general due to 
exposure to the sun during work. 
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Paroxysmal Fever, — Eleven cases of ague and twelve of 
remittent fever appear under this head ; of these, five cases of 
ague and ten of remittent fever occurred in the same ship, the 
Garnet. The diseaae does not appear to have been of a serious 
character, one case only of ague having been invalided, and this 
case, which occurred in the person of a man whose health was 
broken down by constitutional syphilis and debauchery, was the 
only citsualty by invaliding or death, from this description of 
fever, in the whole squadron.

There are 299 cases included in this group, viz., 139 of 
rheumatism, ninety-one of primary, and fifty-one of gecondary 
syphilis, nine of phthisis, three of scrofula, and six of other 
dliteases ; of these, four cases of rheumatism, one of primary, and 
four of secondary syphilis, and three of phthisis, were invalided ; 
three cases of phthisis ended fatally. 

Rheumatism. — Of this disease 139 cases are returned, the ratio 
being 57*43 per 1,000 ; this shows a decrease of 21*02 per 1,000, 
when compared with the preceding year ; the invaliding ratio is 
1 -65 per 1,000, and is 2* per 1,000 lower than that of the last year. 

Syphilis y Primary and Secondary, — Ninety-one cases of primary, 
and fifty-one of secondary syphilis are returned. The ratio per 
1/KX) of the primary form being 37*6, a decrease of 25*4 per 
1,000 in comparison with 1883, and the ratio of the constitutional 
disease 21*07 per 1.000, an increase of 4*81 per 1,000. Four 
cases of secondary syphilis were invalided, showing an increase 
on the ratio per 1,000 of '03, when compared with the preceding 
year. The average duration of each case was 29*43 days, that 
m 1883 having been 23*85. Halifax and Barbados were the 
places where the largest amount of disease was contracted. 

Phthisis. — Nine cases are recorded, with four • in validings, and 
three deaths. The ratio of cases and that of deaths is somewhat 
above the average, and the invaliding ratio below it. 



Diseases of the Ifervous System and Oi^^ans of the 
Special Senses. 

Seventy-two cases of disease are returned under this head ; of 
these, eight cases wei« invalided; there was n<> death. The 
ratios show a decrease of 8*05 per 1,000 in the cases of sickness, 
and a decrease of 4*83 per 1,000 in the invalidings, in comparison 
with the returns of the preceding year. Two persons were 
invalided for vertigo, two for insanity, three for sun^^roke, 
paralysis, and other diseases, and one fior defective vision.

ITiere are fourteen eaaes returned in this group, the ratio per West Indian 
IfOOO difiiering little from that of the preceding year ; six persons Station, 
were invalided for disease of the heart and aneurysm, and there """^ 
was one death from organic disease of tlie heart. 

Disea4»es of tiie Absorbent System. 

This class is represented by thirty-seren cases, thirty-five of 
whk^h were of bubo, for wlucii disease one man was invalided. 

Diseases of the Bespiimtory System. 

Under this head 197 cases appear, the ratio per 1,000 beinff 
81*4 per 1,000, a decrease of 10*06 per 1,000 when compared 
with the preceding year. There was no invaliding or death ; 
out W the 197 cases, 179 were simple catarrh. 

Diseases of the Digestive System. 

There are 244 cases recorded in this class, the ratio per 1,000, 
100*82, showing the decided decrease of 44*7 per 1,000 when 
compared with 1883. Of the cases, seventy-eight were of 
diarrhoea, forty-nine of dyspepsia, and forty-seven of cynandie. 
Six persons were invalided for these diseases, and there was one 
deatn ; the invalidings were for hasmorrhoids, one, for hemia, 
three, and for other diseases of the organs of digestion, two. 
The fatal case was one of enteritis. 

Diseases of the XTiimury and Generative Systems. 

In this class are recorded 146 cases, the general ratio, 60*33 
per 1,000, showing an increase of 3*42 per 1,000 when compared 
with 1883. There were two invalidings, and no death. 

CfonarrhcBa. — One hnndred and nine eases of this disease are 
returned, the ratio per 1,000 being 45*04 ; this shows an increase 
of 1*55 per 1,000 in comparison with the preceding year. The 

g eater number of cases were contracted at lialifax and 
^rmuda. 

Diseases of the Cellular Tissue and Cutaneous System. 

Four hundred and seventy-eight cases are returned, the ratio 
being 197*52 per 1,000, showing a decrease of 76*46 per 1,000 
when compared with 1883 ; 361 of these cases were of phlegmon 
and abscess. One man was invalided for abscess, and one for 
ulcer. 
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Debility, Observation, &o. 

In this group fifty-two cases were under treatment and obser- 
vation^ viz., thirty of debility, eight of headache, six of sea-sick- 
ness, and eight for observation. Three persons were invalided 
for debility and one for sea-sickness. 



Ii\jiirieS| ftc. 

Under this head there were 710 cases of various forms of 
injury, 671 being wounds, fractures, &c., thirty-seven bums 
and scalds, and two cases of drowning. Nine persons were in- 
valided from the efiects of injuries, and there were three deaths ; 
of these latter one was a case of extensive bums by f^unpowder 
from the premature explosion of a gun on board the Canada ; it 
was in the person of an able seaman, who, with three other men, 
were severely scorched by the accident ; he succumbed to his 
injuries in a few hours. The two cases of drowning were in 
the persons of men of the Tenedos, and were caused by the 
capsizing of a boat when under sail. 



Invaliding. 

There were fifty-four persons invalided from the North 
American and West Indian Station during 1884, being in the 
ratio of 22'31 per 1,000, and showing a decrease in comparison 
with the preceding year of7'36 per 1,000, and when compared 
with the average for the last ten years, a decrease of 16*27 per 
1,000. 

Under General Diseases, Febrile Group, one person was 
invalided, and under the Constitutional Group, thirteen, of which 
four were for rheumatism, one for primary, and four for secondary 
syphilis, and four for phthisis ; seven persons were invalided for 
diseases of the nervous system, one for diseases of the eye, six 
for diseases of the circulatory system, one for diseases of the 
absorbent system, six for diseases of the digestive system, two for 
diseases of the urinary and generative systems, two for diseases 
of the organs of locomotion, two for diseases of the cellular tissue 
and cutaneous system, four for debility, &c., and nine for the 
efiects of injuries. 

Mortality. 

The total number of deaths was nine, which gives the ratio of 
3*71 per 1,000, and shows a decrease of 4*82 per 1,000 when 
compared with 1883; when compared with the average ratio 
of the last ten years, the decrease amounts to 3*13 per 1,000. 
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The Squadron on the South East Coast of America in 1884 
consisted of five vessels, viz., one corvette, three gun vessels, and 
one gun-boat. The returns from two of these were for the whole 
year, and from the remaining two for three, six, and nine months, 
respectively. The mean force, corrected for time, was 410, and 
the total number of cases of disease and injury entered on the 
sick-list was 440 ; this is in the ratio of 1,073*17 per 1,000, and is 
an increase, when compared with the last year's ratio, of 226'62 
per 1,000. Ten persons were invalided, being in the ratio of 
24 '39 per 1,000, and showing an increase of 8-88 per 1,000, when 
compared with 1883 ; and there were two deaths, giving a ratio 
of 4-87 per 1,000, and being a decrease equal to 2-02 per 1,000 
on that of the preceding year. 

The average daily loss of service from General Diseases, 
Febrile Group, was in the ratio of 1*31 per 1,000, and from the 
Constitutional Group, 3*09 per 1,000 ; from diseases of the 
nervous system, '46 ; of the eye, -48 ; of the ear, '07 ; of the 
circulatory system, *24 ; of the absorbent system, 1*36 ; of the 
respiratory system, 1*02 ; of the digestive system, 3*95 ; of the 
urinary and generative systems, 1*31 ; of the organs of locomo- 
tion, *09 ; of the cellular tissue and' cutaneous system, 7*48 ; and 
from injuries, &c., 9*97. 

The average number of men daily ineffective from disease and 
injury was 12*77, which is in the ratio of 31*14 per 1,000, and 
is an increase, when compared with the preceding year, of 6*9 
per 1,000. 

General Diseases— Febrile Group. 

In this group are returned ten cases, viz., two of enteric fever, 
five of simple continued fever, and three of remittent fever. There 
were no invalidings, but two deaths from enteric fever. 

Enteric Fever. — Two cases of enteric fever appear in the 
returns of the Wrangler, both of which ended fatally. The 
medical officer* of this ship writes, that " Enteric fever is the 
" most common tj-pe of zymotic affection met with throughout the 
" districts bordering on the River Plate," and that " during the 
" summer months of 1884 it assumed almost epidemic propor- 
'^ tions. These months were hotter and drier than the average, 

*' reducing 
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*' reducing the water supply in the reservoirs of Monte Video, 
" supplied from the San Lucia River (which, as a rule, is good), 
^^ to a minimum, and hence leading to a more extended use for 
*^ drinking purposes of that stored in the usual * algibes,' or wells 
'* for rain water, drained firoui off the flat roofs, which occupy 
" the patio, or central court, of every Spanish American dwelling. 
'^ As these are easily liable to be contaminated by sewage 
" matters and other impurities, the wonder, perhaps, is that more 
^^ disease is not met with amongst the blue jackets frequenting 
^^ the lower portion of the town, where, to avoid ejipense, the 
" proper water supply may not be laid on at all, or used very 
'^ sparingly, and the suppleiaentary, and probably dangeroos, 
^' fluid luone furnished to tbenu" It was at this port, Monte 
Video, that one of the cases of enteric fever was contracted. 
The other case wa« most probably oontracted at Cdonia, where 
there does not appear to have been any better sanitary condition, 
and where enteric fever also prevailed. 

Simple Continued Fever, — Only five cases, none of them 
serious, are recorded on the station. 

Remittent Fever. — Three eases of remittent fcTer are returned, 
all of them of an unimportant charact^. In one ease the disease 
was really attributable to the East India Station, the man who 
was attacked having lately served there* There was no invalid- 
ing or death. 

General Biseases— Constitutional Oroup. 

There are twenty-nine cases returned in tlua group, vix., 
sixteen of rheumatism, ten of primary syphilis, one of phthisis, 
and two of tumour; one case of phthisis was invalided. There 
was no death. 

Rheumatism. — ^There are sixteen cases returned, the ratio per 
1,000 being 39*02, and the decrease, when compared with the 
last year under review, equalling 21*32 per 1,000. There were 
no invalidings, the average duration of each case under treatment 
was only 6*93 days. 

Si/philisy FHmartf. — Ten cases are returned ; the ratio per 
1,000, 24*39, showW an increase of 1-98 per 1,000 on that <rf 
1883. The average juration of each case was 31*6 days. There 
were no cases of constitutional syphilis under treatment. 

Phthisis, — There was only one case of phthisis treated, the 
subject of which was invalided. 

Diseases of the Nervous System and Oi^fans of the 
Special SenscM. 

Eighteen cases of these diseases were under treatment ; one 
case of epilepsy, and one of disease of the ear, having been 
invalided. Ijiere was no deatli under this head. 
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Only two cases are recorded ; one of disease of the hearty and Statkni. 
one of njevus. 



Diseases of the Gircnlatory System. 



Diseases of the Respiratory System. 

Thirty-two cases ore returned, twenty-eight of thete being 
simple catarrh. There was no invaliding or death in this class 
of diseases. 

Diseases of the Digestive System. 

In this class appear fifty-seven cases; the ratio per 1,000 is 
13902, an increase on that of 1883, by 37-3 per 1,000. The 
bulk of the illness recorded was, as usual, made up by unimport- 
ant cases of cynanche, dyspepsia, and diarrhoea. 

The Wrangler returns six cases of dysentery (the only ones 
recorded on this station), with 183 days' sickness, and one case of 
inyalidiug. Referring to these cases, the medical officer remarks, 
" The ship was beached for repairs at Maranham, on the 29th 
" September, at a place up the Anil River, just on the outskirts 
** of the town, and under the Pra^a dos Remedies, its principal 
^^ promenade. The nature of the bottom was coarse shingle 
^^ upon sand, but there was, naturally, a good deal of stinking 
** mud mixed up with it. The ship lay head to wind, which 
** blew strongly from one point. As work could only be executed 
*^ at low water, the hands were much exposed to night chills, as 
** well as to actual wet, while employed replacing copper, &c., 
*^ taking advantage of the tides ; they likewise had a good deal 
^^ of digging work to do, clearing awOT sand and mud, so to 
^' enable the carpenters to examine the false keel. I anticipated 
" sickness of some sort, and gave four grain doses of quinine to 
"** the men before taking on night work, and had an issue of hot 
** tea serveJ out to each watch upon the completion of its spell 
" of duty. However, almost from the first day diarrhoea made 
** its appearance, and this appeared to pass on to dysentery. The 
** latter in its true form did not really manifest itself until after 
^ Maranham was left, on 14th October, bat there is little doubt 
** that the germs of the disease were absorbed there, either from 
*^ the muddy bottom of the river, or from whkt 19 quite aspomble, 
" a ruined warehouse close alongside the ship, which was greatly 
** defiled with excrement in various stages of decomposition. 
** Three cases of diarrhcea and six entries for dysentery are 
** returned as results." The patients, as a rule, did well under 
treatment ; there was one exception in a man of poor physique, 
and an unsatisfactory patient, in whom the dysentery became 
chronic, and necessitated his being invalided to England. The 
only other case invalided was one of ulcer of the rectum. There 
was no death. 
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Diseases of the TTrinary and OeneratiTe Systems. 

Sixteen cases are returned under this head, twelve being 
gonorrhoea and its sequelae. No invalidings or deaths took place. 



Diseases of the Cellular Tissue and Cutaneous System. 

There are 122 cases returned, with no invalidmgs or deaths. 
The ratio, 297*56 per 1,000, is an increase on that of 1883, 
amounting to 78*6 per 1,000. 



InjurieSy &c. 

The number of various injuries returned is 148, being 139 of 
wounds, fractures, &c., and nine of burns and scalds. Three 
persons were invalided for the effects of injuries, and there were 
no deaths. 

Invaliding. 

The number invalided was ten, being in the ratio of 24*39 per 
1,000, and showing an increase of 8*88 per 1,000, in comparison 
with 1883. When compared with the average of the last ten 
years, it is a reduction of 9*48 per 1,000. 

Under General Diserwes, Constitutional Group, one person 
was invalided for phthisis ; for diseases of the nervous system, 
one ; of the ear, one ; of the absorbent system, two ; of the digestive 
system^ two ; and for the effects of injuries, three. 



Mortality. 

There were two deaths on the station in 1884, being in the 
ratio of 4'87 per 1,000, and showing a decrease of 2*02 per 1,000; 
when compared with 1883. When compared with the average 
of the last ten years, there is a reduction of 4*03 per 1,000. 
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The Squadron employed on the Pacific Station, in the year Pacific 
1884, consisted of nine vessels, viz., one iron-clad, three cor- S tation , 
vett^s, four sloops, and one store ship permanently stationed at 
Coquimbo. The returns from seven of these were for the 
whole year, and from the two remaining for periods of six 
months. The mean force, corrected for time, was 1,500, and 
the total number of cases of disease and injury entered on the 
sick list during the year was 1,496 ; this is in the ratio of 997*33 
per 1,000, and shows a decrease of 115"33 per 1,000 when com- 
pared with the preceding year. The number of persons in- 
valided was thirty-nine, being in the ratio of 26* per 1,000, 
which is an increase of 8* per 1,000 when compared with the 
last year's ratio. There were seven deaths, which gives a ratio 
of 4'66 per 1,000, and is a decrease of 2*67 per 1,000 when com- 
pared with 1883. 

The average daily loss of service from General Diseases, 
Febrile Group, was in the ratio of 2*54 per 1,000 ; from General 
Diseases, Constitutional Group, 6*72; from diseases of the 
nervous system, r02; of the eye, '48; of the ear, '35; of the 
circulatory system, -32; of the absorbent system, 2*62; of 
the respiratory system, '8 ; of the digestive system, 3*43 
from gonorrhoea, 4*63; from the sequdaj of gonorrhoea, '63 
from other diseases of the urinary and generative systems, '93 ; 
of the organs of locomotion, *44 ; of the cellular tissue and 
cutaneous system, 5* ; from debility, &c., '4 ; from poisons, 
•06 ; and from injuries, &c., 9'57. 

The average number of men sick daily was 59*93, which is in 
the ratio of 39*95 per 1,000, and is a decrease equal to 6*91 
per 1,000 when compared with the last year's ratio. 

General Biseases— Febrile Group. 

The total number of cases of disease returned in this group 
is ninety-five, viz., two of scarlet fever, forty of simple continued 
fever, one of yellow fever, forty-one of ague, ten of remittent 
fever, and one of erysipelas ; of these, one case of simple con- 
tinued fever and three of remittent fever were invalided, and the 
case of yellow fever ended fatally. 

Scarlet Fever. — Two cases, in different ships, and having no 
connection with each other, are reported ; they were contracted 
in South American ports, and both did welL 

Simple Continued Fever. — Forty cases of this fever are 

recorded ; of these twenty-two occurred in the Satellite ; they 
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PMifie appear to have been unimportant, with the exception of one, in 
S Utioi u which the patient, a midshipman, whose health had been pre- 
viously suffering on the station, fell into a cachectic condition 
when the fever subsided, and it became necessary to invalid him 
to England. The Heroine had ten cases, but none of the other 
ships of the Squadron returned more than one or two. 

Yellow Fever. — A case, presenting all the symjjtoms of this 
formidable disease, occurred in the Heroine,and terminated fatally. 
The patient, a stoker, had slept on shore at Callao for three succes- 
sive nights, and was attacked three days afterwards, dying on the 
fourth day of the disease, with highly albuminous urine and an 
irritable stomach, with "dark ejecta." Though the medicid 
oflScer* hail doubts as to the character of the fever, he had every 
necessary sanitary precaution taken, and the disease did not 
spread. Alluding to the case, be says, '^ Yellow fever hsd not been 
'* epidemic in Callao for several years past ; but, in a sporadie 
" form appears to have a permanent abcNle there. The natives 
" seldom become victims, but Europeans or Americans fresh 
" from other climates are peculiarly susceptible to it» and in such 
** cases the issue is usually a fatal one. The men contract it 
** when sleeping on shore at night, either in the open streets or 
" in filthy lodging-houses, where all the surroundings are of a 
♦* most insanitary character." 

Paroxysmal Fevers. — Forty-one cases of ague and ten rf 
remittent fever appear under this head, with three invalidings; 
no death occurrea. 

The Satellite returns the highest number, viz., twenty cases 
of ague. These were all contracted after exposure in Callao or 
Central America; they averaged about twelve days under 
treatment. The Kingfisher had ten cases of ague, but this 
vessel had been long on the station, and her crew must nearly aH 
have suffered from malarial disease, and been strongly predisposed 
to a recurrence of it. 

The Swiftsure records eight cases of remittent fever, all of 
which were contracted at Callao and Iquique ; some of them 
were of a severe type, and three were invalided to England. 

The medical oflBcer,t remarking on them in relation to the town 
of Callao, says, " The origin of these cases is not far to seek. To 
" the left of the town is a large extent of marsh and rank vegeta- 
** tion, through which the waters of the Bimac flow, on its course 
" to the sea ; on much of the marsh the water is stagnant, and 
^' under the tropical sun of the hot months, miasmata, the 
^' product of heat, moisture, and decaying vegetation, are given 
'^ forth abundantly, and affect visitors even more than they do 
'* the resident population. In certain portions of this marshy 
** tract, on the sea-shore, there is at high tides an overflow of 
** salt water, and the result of this admixture with the fresh is 

"the 

^ Staff SmtreoB John V. Davit, x. n. 
t FlMt Siiii««a RobvM H, 1Hofe^ii.». 
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*^ the production of the malarial poison in an intensified form. Faci^ 
'* As wr as I can ascertain, by far the commonest form of the Station. 
" disease in Callao is a tertian ague, and many of the inhabitants 
" appear to suffer recurrences of it several times in the course of 
•* the jekr^ Pernicious remittent fever also occurs, a form of the 
'^ disease not seldom fataL" When the observations as to yellow 
fever in the same port, before quoted, are remembered, it 
becomes evident that Callao is a place to be avoided as much as 
poserible on sanitary considerations. 

Oeneral Diseases -Constittitioiial Group. 

This group is represented by 155 cases, viz., rheumatism, 
fifty-two ; primary syphilis, fifty-three ; secondary syphilis, 
forty-two; phthisis, two; and touL, six; two cases of rheu- 
matism, one of secondary syphilis, two of phthisis, and one of 
scrofula, were invalided ; and one case of phthisis ended fatally. 

Rheumatism. — Fifty-two cases are returned, showing a ratio 
of 34*66 per 1,000, an increase of 1*33 per 1,000 on the returns 
of Ae preceding year; the invaliding ratio is "67 per 1,000 
higher than that of 1883. 

SyphiliSy Primary and Secandary, — Fifty-three cases of 
primary disease appear in the returns, giving a ratio per 1,000 
of 35*33, and exhibiting a decrease of 8* per 1,000 in comparison 
with the preceding year. Of the secondary form there were 
forty-two cases under treatment, the ratio per 1,000 being 28, 
and the reduction, as compared with the foregoing year, 18*. 
As before, Callao, Valparaiso, and Coquimbo, have been the 
chief centres of infection, but the medical oflicer of the Swiftsure 
states that he noticed an improvement in this respect at 
Coquimbo, where some attempt at dealing with the diseased 
prostitutes, by examination and compulsory hospital treatment, 
has been commenced since 1882, when the ship last visited the 
port; though many cases of the disease were contracted during 
a month^s stay in 1882, only one case came under notice during 
a like period in 1884. 

Phthisis. — Two cases of this disease are returned, with two 
invalidings, and there was one death, in the Swif^ure ; this latter 
was in the person of a young officer, who had contracted the 
disease on another station, and had been before invalided for it. 

Diseases of the BTervous System and Organs of the 
Special Senses. 

Fifty-four cases were added to the sick list under this head, 
and the ratio per 1,000, 36, shows an increase of 10*67 per 1,000, 
in comparison with 1883. The increase occurs generally under 
all the headings. The invaliding rate was 6* per 1,000, 
two cases of paralysis, three of epilepsy, and two of insanity, 
chiefly contributing to it. There were two deaths in the Swiit- 
sure, one from hydatid disease of the brain, and the other from 
encephalitis. 
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Diseases of the Circulatory System. 

Eight cases of these diseases were added, showing but little 
chans:e in the ratios of the two last years. There was onlj one 
inyaliding, for organic heart disease, and no death. 

Diseases of the Absorbent System and Ductless Glands* 

Bubo is the only complaint recorded under this head ; there 
were thirty-five cases, showing a considerably increased ratio over 
the preceding year. One case only was invalided. 

Diseases of the Bespiratoiy System. 

Sixty-four cases of disease of the respiratory organs are 
returned, showing, as is so usual on this station, a low ratio per 
1,000; in this year it was 42*66, and was a decrease on the 
preceding year's ratio of 1067 per 1,000. Catarrh, of which 
there were fifty-one cases, and bronchitis, which furnished 
seven, comprised nearly all the total. One case of bronckitis 
was invalided ; there was no death. 

Diseases of the Digestive System. 

In this class 219 cases were under treatment, being in the 
ratio of 146* per 1,000, and showing an increase of 15*34 per 
1,000 in comparison with that of 1883. The increase in numbers 
was altogether under the heads of cynanche, and of colic and 
coilstipation; the ordinary diseases in tliis class which contribute 
more to indicate the sanitary condition of the station being less 
than in the preceding year. Four persons were invalided for 
hernia, one for enteritis, and one for ulcer of rectum. The only 
death was from intestinal obstruction. 

Diseases of the ITrinary and Generative Systems. 

There are 135 cases of diseases of these organs recorded, the 
ratio per 1,000 being 90*, and the increase being shown equal to 
33*34 per 1,000 in comparison with the preceding year. There 
was one invaliding for disease of kidneys, and one for stricture ; 
but no death. 

Gouorrkcea.'^Tbis disease furnishes 103 cases, the ratio per 
1,000 being 68*66, an increase on the preceding year of 25*33 
1,000. The cases were on an average 3*64 days less under 
treatment than in the former year. The increase in gonorrhoea 
corresponds to an almost similar decrease in the preceding year, 
leaving the amount of disease on the station somewhere about 
the average. 
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Pacific 

Diseases of the Cellular Tissue and Cutaneous System. ^^f^ 

In this class of diseases 268 cases appear, showing a large 
decrease in the ratio per 1,000, equalling 135'34. The decrease 
is proportional under the rarious heads which make up this class; 
156 cases were phlegmon and abscess, and eighty-five were of 
ulcer ; one person was invalided for the last-namea disease. 

Debility, ObservatioUy &c. 

Seventeen cases appear in the retum,all being of debility, except 
one case of headache. One man was invalided for debility. 

Poisons. 

The cases returned under this head were twelve in number, 
alcohol being in every case the source of poisoning. There was 
no death, nor did the affection in any case amount to delirium 
tremens. 

Iiyuriesy &c. 

There are 428 cases of wounds and injuries noted ; of these 
there were four invalided from the effects of injury, and there was 
one fatal case of fracture of skull by a fall from aloft. There 
was no case of drowning during the year. 

Invaliding. 

There were in all thirt^f-nine persons invalided, being in the 
ratio of 26* per 1,000, an increase of 8* per 1,000 when compared 
with 1883, and a decrease of 2-51 per 1,000 in comparison with 
the average ratios of the last ten years. Under General Diseases, 
Febrile Group, four persons were invalided; and under the Con- 
stitutional Group, seven; of these two were for rheumatism, one 
for secondary syphilis, two for phthisis, one for scrofula, and 
one for diabetes ; nine persons were invalided for diseases of the 
nervous system and organs of the special senses, one for disease 
of the circulatory svstem, one for disease of the absorbent system, 
one for diseases of the respiratory system, seven for diseases of 
the digestive system, two for diseases of die urinary and gene- 
rative systems, one for diseases of the organs of locomotion, 
one for diseases of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system, 
one for debility, and four from the effects of injury. 

Mortality* 

The total number of deaths was seven, being in the ratio of 
4*66 per 1,000, and showing a decrease of 2*67 per 1,000 in 
comparison wiUi 1883, and a decrease of *92 per 1,000 when 
compared with the average ratios of the last ten years.

The 

returns from five of these vessels, and from the crew at Ascension, 

were for the whole year, and from the remainder for period« of 

three, six, and nine months. The mean force, corrected for time, 

was 1,400, and the total number of cases of disease and injury 

added to the sick-list 1,564; this is in the ratio of 1117*14 per 

1,000, and is a decrease of 176*29 per 1,000 when compared with 

that of the preceding year, and a decrease of 245*69 per 1,000 

when compared with the average ratio of the last ten years. 

Fifty-one persons were invalided, being in the ratio of 36*42 

per 1,000, a decrease of 3*72 per 1,000 on the rate of 1883 ; and 

there were ten deaths, which gives a ratio per 1,000 of 7*14, 

and shows an increase of '58 per 1,000 when compared with 

the preceding year. 

The average daily loss of service irom General Diseases, 
Febrile Group, was in the ratio of 5*5 per 1,000; from General 
Diseases, Constitutional Group, 6*65 per 1,000; from diseases 
of the nervous system, '37 ; of the eye, 'I ; of the ear, *05 ; of the 
circulatory system, '3; of the absorbent system, 1*17; of the 
respiratory system, 2*77; of the digestive system, 2*22; of the 
urinary and generative systems, 3*9 ; of the organs of locomotion, 
*3 ; of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system, 6*59 ; from 
debility, &c, 1*27 ; and from injuries, 7*59. 

The average number of men sick daily was 54*5, which is 
in the ratio of 38*92 per 1,000, and shows a decrease of 9*56 per 
1,000 ¥^en comparea with the ratio for 1883. 

General Diseases— Febrile Oroup. 

There are 310 cases returned in this group, vi«. : ten of 
varicella, sixteen of simple eontiaued fever, 139 of ague, 142 of 
remittent fever, and three of erysipelas. 

Varicetta. — Ten cases are returned; nine of these were from 
the Flora receivii^ ship at Simon's Bay ; all bat one case being 
in the persons of Kroomen, and amongst a jMirty of these natives 
lately brought from the West Coast of Africa bv the Boadicea. 
The disease was prevailing at Simon's Town, aau the remaining 

case 
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case was in ouo of the whit« crew of the Flora, who worked in 
the dockyard along with the natives. A case occurred at the 
same place, in one of the native crew of the Boadicea; every pre- 
caution was taken, and the disease did not spread. 

Simple Continued Fever, — Sixteen cases of this form of fever 
came under notice ; of these the largest number, nine, occurred 
amongst the crew of the Frolic, and were nearly all contracted 
at Elephant Buy, where the crew had leave ; the cases were due 
to exposure to the sun, and were unimportant ; there was no 
death or invaliding due to this disease. 

Paroxysmal Fever. — Under this head appear 139 cases of ague, 
and 142 of remittent fever ; of these, two cases of ague, and ten 
of remittent fever were invalided ; there were no deaths. The 
Alecto records thirteen cases of ague, and sixty- three of remittent 
fever. This ship had a change of crews at the end of July ; the 
ship's company whicli had suniered so much from malarial disease 
in the Niger Expedition in 1883 returning to England, and a 
fresh crew being received from thence by the Wye. The effects 
of the last year's expedition up the River Niger had by no means 
exhausted themselves in the results recorded in the Report for 
1883. Early in 1884, the ship remained in the neighbourhood of 
Cape Coast Castle, visiting other places in company with the flag 
ship, and taking the Admiral into rivers into which that vessel 
could not enter ; the Bonny, New Calabar, Oppobo, Cameroon, 
and Old Calabar Rivers, were thus visited, in some cases nights 
being passed mside the entrances. During this period sixteen 
cascA of remittent fever, with 177 days sickness, occurred, and 
seven pei-sons were invalided for effects of the disease. It 
will be seen from the remarks of the Medical OflScer* that these 
cases were referable to the last year's service; he says, " I quoted 
** the senior engineer of the Alecto, as the only individual on 
** board that ship who had not suffered from coast fever ;t he has 
** since had a bad attack, lasting a fortnight There have been 
^' a number of men suffering from climatic debility and anaemia, 
** the result of the remittent fever contracted up the Niger ; 
" seven men have been invalided for this complaint during the 
" period of this journal." The new crew, fresh from England, 
joined at the end of July, and the ship continued on the same 
part of the Station. On 22nd September she entered the 
Niger, and was emploved there till the 1 9th of October. While 
in the river, the ship lay for a time both at Akassa and Anamba 
Creeks, two very roalaiious localities ; sanitary regulations, much 
the same as those in force in the expedition of 1883, were carried 
out, and quinine appears to have been fully and regularly given 
as a prophylactic. The Medical OfficerJ reports that up to the

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arriTal at Anamba Creek on SOih September, the men were in 
good spirits and health, but in the narrow creek in which thej 
fay they suffered so from mosquito bites that many were only just 
able for duty, and had this been of a heavy character they must 
have been excused. " The first case of fever made its appearance 
on the " lUh October, and from that date till the 9th November, 
*' when every white man in the ship had been down to it, with 
" the exception of the captain (who had suffered from it fifteen 
" months before), and five others." Thirteen cases of ague, and 
forty-seven cases of remittent fever, with 398 days' sickness 
amongst the new crew are returned ; and though there is no case 
of invaliding or death recorded, if the experience of the preceding 
year is to be repeated, the last of the results of this cruise has 
yet to be seen. The remittent fever was of the usual type met 
with in those regions. 

The Starling returns forty-five cases of remittent fever, with 
an average of 3*9 days' sickness to each ; but as far as can be 
judged from the meagre reports from this ship, most of the cases, 
if not ail, were of the character of febricula, and ought to have 
been returned as simple continued fever. 

The Opal returns fifty-five cases of ague, and one of remit- 
tent fever, with one invaliding from each disease. The ague 
was of the quotidian and tertian varieties ; the cases averaged 
3'7 days under treatment, and in general yielded readily to 
quinine. It was noticed that nearly all the men attacked had 
suffered from remittent fever, consequent on the Niger expedition 
in the preceding year, and in many cases the attacks of ague 
followed exposure while on leave on shore. 

The Flirt had fifty cases of ague, averapng 9*4 days under 
treatment ; the sickness is ascribed to prolonged service in the 
oil rivers. Five of the men attacked furnish three or four cases 
each to the total, and six of them suffered from two seizures 
each. While serving in the rivers quinine was given as a pro- 

hvlactic, and proper sanitary precautions appear to have been 

uly enforced. 

The Goshawk returns two cases of ague, and sixteen of remit- 
tent fever, with an invaliding, due to the latter disease. The 
cases of remittent fever averaged thirteen days under treatment.

Oeneral Diseases— Constituti<mal Group. 

In this class 127 cases are returned, viz. : fifty-nine of rheuma- 
tism, forty-four of primary, and twenty-one of secondary syphilis, 
and three of phthisis ; three cases of rheumatism, one of primary, 
and two of secondary syphilis, and four cases of phthisis were 
invalided ; one case of phthisis ended fatally. 

Bheumatism.-^ThQve were fiftv-nine cases of rheumatism under 
treatment, being in the ratio of 42*14 per 1,000, a decrease of 
15*52 per 1,000 in comparison with 1883. TTie invaliding ratio 
was 2*14 per 1,000. The total days' sickness was 1,125, and 
the average duration of each case 19*06 days, an increase over 
the previous year's average of 5*91 days 

Syphilis, 
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SyphHiSy Primary and Secondary. — Forty-four cases of primary West Coast 
syphilis came under observation, giving a ratio of 31*42 per of Africa 
I'jOOO, and showing a decrease of -69 per 1,000 when compared ^^9^* ^^ 
with the preceding year. There were twenty-one cases of station^* 
secondary disease under treatment, the ratio being 15 per 1,000, jl,^ 
an increase of 6*25 per 1,000 on the last year's ratio. One 

?erson was invalided for primary, and two for secondary syphilis. 
?he Boadicea returns the largest number of cases, viz. : thirtv- 
one of the primary, and seven of the secondary disease. The 
Medical OflScer * writing of primary syphilis says : — " This disease 
** shows an increase as compared with the two previous years, 
" and the class of cases added have been of an equally trouble- 
** some and virulent character as those entered last year." 
Twenty-four cases were contracted in Simon's Town, five in 
Cape Town, and one each in Kalk Bay and Portsmouth. 

Phthisis. — Three cases appear in the returns, and there were 
four persons invalided, and one death from this disease. 



Diseases of the Nervous System and Organs of the 
Special Senses. 

Twenty-eight cases of disease of the nervous system, with five 
of diseases of the eye, and five of the ear, are recorded ; the ratio 
per 1,000, 27*14, was somewhat higher than that of 1883. There 
were five inyalidings for vertigo, epilepsy, insanity, disease of 
the ear, and somnambulism, and one death from disease of the 
brain. 

Diseases of the Circulatory System. 

Seven cases appear under this head, viz, : six of cardiac 
disease and one of varix; a death from organic disease of the 
heart is recorded. 

Diseases of the Respiratory System. 

Under this head 117 cases are recorded, the ratio per 1,000, 
83'57, shows an increase of 4*01 on that of the preceoing year. 
Four persons were invalided, viz. : one for laryngeal disease, two for 
bronchitis, and one for pleurisy- There were three deaths from 
pneumonia; these were all in the persons of Kroomen, who are 
especially obnoxious to this disease when away from their native 
coast, so that it is a rare feature in the returns of this station, 
when several deaths from pneumonia amongst these natives are 
not reported as occurring at the Cape. In the year under review 
there were twelve cases of the disease, and three proved fatal, as 
reported above. In referring to this subject, the Medical Officer

Diseases of the Digestive System. 

There are 211 cases of this clans of disease included in the 
retoms, being in the ratio of 150'71 per 1,000, and showing a 
decrease of 5*49 per 1,000 in comparison with 1883. There were 
three cases inyalided ; one for dysentery, one for hepatitis, and 
the third for splenic enlargement; there was one death from 
intestinal obstruction. 

Diseases of the XTrinary and Oenerative Systems. 

Seven ty-«eTen oases of these diaeases are recorded, with one 
invaliding for stricture, and one death from disease of the kidneys. 
There were sixty-five cases of gonorrhoea and its sequelse, the 
number of days' sickness under this head beiog ],88l9 which was 
182 days less than in 1883; the average duration of each case of 
gonorrhoea was 28*93 days, or 5*45 days less than in the pre- 
ceding year. 

Diseases of the Ceilular Tissue and Cutaneous System. 

In this class 267 cases appear, being in the ratio of 190*71 per 
1,000; this shows a decrease of 68-41 per 1,000 when compared 
with 1883. Of the totiJ, 214 were cases of phlegmon and abscess, 
twenty-nine of ulcer, and twenty-four of skin disease. One 
person was invalided for abscess, and two for ulcer. 

Debility, Observation, &c. 

Sixty-one cases are recorded under this head, debility being, as 
usual, the most numerous ; seven persons were invalided for this 
cause. 

IiqurieSy &e. 

Under the head of injuries 320 cases appear, the ratio jper 1,000 
being 228*57, a decrease of 51'72 when compared with 1883. 
The total comprises 291 wounds and injuries, twenty-eight bums 
and soalds, and one ease of drowning. Five persons were in valided 
lor the effect of injury, and there were two deaths^ one from 
fracture of ^ull by a fall from a window while on leave ^n shore^ 
and the other from drowning while on Jeave; hut how, not 
known.

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Invaliding. 

The number invalided from the West Coast of Africa Station 
during 1884 was fifty-one, being in the ratio of 36*42 per 1,000, 
and showing a decrease of 3*72 per 1,000 in comparison with the 
preceding year, and of 26*95 per 1,000 when compared with the 
average of the last ten years. 

Under General Diseases, Febrile Group, twelve persons were 
invalided, and under the Constitutional Group, eleven, three of 
whom were invalided for rheumatism, one for primary, and two 
for secondary syphilis, four for phthisis, and one for ansmia and 
anasarca ; five persons were invalided for diseases of the nervous 
system and organs of the special senses, four for diseases of the 
respiratory system, three for diseases of the digestive system, ohe 
for diseases of the urinary and generative systems, three for 
diseases of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system, seven for 
debility, &a, and five for the efieets of injuries.

The total number of deaths diiring the year was ten, being in 
the ratio of 7*14 per 1,000, and showing an increase oi '58 per 
1,000 when compared with the ratio for 1883, but a decrease of 
8*88 per 1,000 in comparison with the average ratios of the last 
ten yean. 
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East Indies The squadron on the East Indies Station in 1884 was com- 
Statioiu posed of sixteen vessels, viz., four corvettes, tliree sloope, five gun- 

vessels, two gun-boats, one surveying; vessel, and one store-ship. 

The returns from nine of these were for the whole twelve months, 
and from the remainder for periods varying from twenty days to 
nine months.* The mean force corrected for time was 1,930, and 
the total number of cases of disease and injury entered on the sick- 
list was 3,361 « which is in the ratio of 1741*45 per 1,000, and 
shows an increase compared with the preceding twelve months of 
148*06 per 1,000. There were 145 persons invalided, being in 
the ratio of 75*12 per 1,000, which is an increase of 14*28 per 
1,000 when compared with that of the preceding year. The 
deaths numberea forty-five, or 23*31 per 1,000, which shows an 
increase of 15*3 per 1,000, when compared with the ratio of 1883. 

The average daily loss of service from General Diseases, 
Febrile Group, was in the ratio of 13*93 per 1,000 ; from General 
Diseases, Constitutional Group, 6*08; from diseases of the 
nervous system and organs of the special senses, 1*29; of the 
circulatory [system, *2 ; of the absorbent system, 2*06 ; of the 
respiratory system, '83 ; of the digestive system, 3*66 ; of the 
nrinary and generative systems, 2*92 ; of the organs of locomotioD, 
*22; of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system, 11*84; from 
debility, fr^-. 1*82 ; from poisons, '04 ; from injuries, 7*84 ; from 
injuries in action, *23. 

The average number of men ineffective daily from disease 
and injury was 102*52, which is in the ratio of 53*11 per 1,000, 
and shows an increase of 1*04 per 1,000 when compared with the 
preceding twelve months. 

Oeneral Diseases— Febrile Oroup. 

There are 924 cases returned in this group, viz., four of enteric 
fever, 512 of simple continued fever, fortv of ague, 365 of remit- 
tent fever, and three of erysipelafl. Of these, one case of enteric 
fever, ten of continued fever, two of ague, and thirty-nine of 
remittent fever were invalided ; and three cases of enteric fever, 
two of continued fever, and eleven of remittent fever ended 
fatally. 

Enteric Fever. — Four cases of enteric fever came under treat- 
ment, of which one was invalided, and three ended fatally. The 
cases occurred singly, in different ships, and appear to have been 
contracted at various ports on the station. 

Simple

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Simple Continued Fever. — There were 512 cases of this variety East Indies 
of fever under treatment on the station during the year, and of Station, 
these ten cases were invalided, and two ended fatally. The in- ^ 

validing and death cases appear to have been due to that variety of 
fever described as thermic, or ardent fever of the tropics, of 
which many cases are this year described, chiefly in the Ked Sea. 
In their onset thev presented the charadter of heat-stroke, and, 
had they succumbed at once, would have been returned under 
that heading. The seizure was generally sudden, and the high 
temperature noticed at first was retained through the course of 
the disease, of which the prevailing features were usually a rapid, 
full pulse, a temperature varying from 103^ to 105^, and a 
tendencv from the commencement to stupor and drowsiness, 
gradually deepening into coma ; death often occurred from the 
third to the nfth day. The cases here returned occurred at 
Suakira, Bombay, and Colombo ; but the greater number during 
the year are reported from the Red Sea, where several ships 
were stationed owing to events in the Soudan. 

The Turquoise, while employed in the Red Sea during the 
Midsummer quarter, returns twenty-four cases of contmued 
fever, and in allusion to them the Medical Officer* writes : — ** I 
*' have classed the cases caused by heat alone under three head- 
" ings, viz., continued fever, heat apoplexy, and sun-stroke ; but 
'* to these might be added the greater number of cases of debility 
" entered, as many of these patients had sufiered from pyrexia, 
** and only presented themselves, or were placed on the sick list, 
** when quite incapacitated from duty. The symptoms in most 
" of the cases recorded under the thr^e headings mentioned above 
" were very similar, especially in the earlier stages, the patients 
" complaining of severe headache, vertigo, dyspnoea and debility, 
*•* attended by high temperature, coming on more or less suddenly, 
** but generally after one or two days' indisposition. In most 
'^ cases these symptoms continued about the same for some time, 
** or gradually subsided ; these I have tabulated as continued 
" fever, and are twenty-four in number. About ten were slight, 
** ue.y pyrexia high, but of short duration, and followed by great 
** prostration ; but in the remainder the symptoms were more 
^' prolonged. The cases of heat apoplexy were very interesting, 
** commencing like the preceding cases, but in spite of treatment 
** the symptoms rapidly became more severe, the temperature 
" rose, the heart's action became irregular or intermittent, and 
** the respiration impeded ; in one case, that of the ward-room 
" cook, delirium, coma, and death ensued ; in another, since 
*^ invalided, delirium, and partial coma ; and in two others the 
" symptoms were so grave, though resulting only in high fever 
" and recovery, that t have entered them also as heat apoplexy. 
'* The cases of sun-stroke were fortunately not very severe, though 
" one of the patients suffered from high fever, and for a 
" lengthened period from debility. The treatment adopted in

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east ladiM ** aU cases with hi^h tonperature eonaiated, generailj, m the a^HU- 
Station. <« nistration of saluies, followed bj diapho^eticfly ud always ia 
** efforts to induce diaphoresis, and lower the temperature by 
^' spoDgii^ with ^ther tepid, cold, or iced water, deuehiBg, and 
** applying ice to the head, and this was continued n^t aivldaj 
*' in the two cases. The hypodermic iajeetkm of talooarpine wte 
^^ tried in one case, without benefit, and the aooiiiuatration of 
" enemata of brandy and beef-tea was resorted to with snail 
^' benefit in one case ; sinapisms were ako applied oTer the heart, 
'^ to the nape q£ the neck, and to the extremiiiefl." 

The other caaes of simple continued fever were of the ordinary 
character encountered on this station, and were due to the usual 
causes, exposure to the sun being generally regarded as the mo^ 
frequent. The ships t^Mtt retnrned the largest number of cases 
were the Briton, with 169, the Euryalus, wit£ 100, and &e Banger, 
with fifty. 

Paroxysmal Fevers. — Forty cases of ague, and 365 of remit- 
tent fever are returned, with two cases oi ague and thirty -nine of 
remittent fever invalided, and eleven deaths from remittent 
fever. 

The Briton returns the largest number of cases, viz., fifteen of 
i^e, and eighty-eight of remittent fever. The crew were 
changed on the 1st of May, a new ship's company having arrived 
from England and proceeded on board on that day, while the 
ship lay at Suakim. Subsequent to this change, eight of the 
total number of cases of remittent fever occurred, with an 
average time on the sick list, for those cases treated on board, 
of 10*5 davs. Writing of the largest group of the cases, the 
Medical OflScer* says, "All the cases occurred at Bombay, and 
** during the period the ship's company were hulked, while the 
*' ship was in dock. As to the prooable cause of so many fever 
** cases, I am of opinion it is highly probable that a certain 
** amount of debility was induced in many of the men during our 
** four and a half months' stay, through a very hot and trying 
*' summer at Suakim, thereby rendering them less likely to resist 
** any causes of disease. The cases were, I believe, attributable 
*' to the insanitarv condition of the hulk. This was a very old 
^ ship, rotten and sodden, and full of loose stone ballast. The 
" latter had been in the ship for years, and must have been highly 
" impregnated with bilge and organic matters which may have 
** been tiirown down or found their way there by accident. The 
'^ fact that other ships in the harbour did not suffer, excludes the 
" possibility of the water, or emanations from the shore, being the 
** cause ; and as soon as the men turned over again from theholk 
" to their own ship, fever cases ceased to occur." 

This hulk was the Auckland, so unfortunately prominent in the 
last year's report of this station, when the crew of the PhilcHnel 
suffered from their residence on board her. The crew of the 
Briton were about two months on board the hulk. Earlier in the

year Ae bad been again tenanted by the crew of the Philomel^ Emt Indies 
and the Medical Omcer, referring to hi» last year's report of the S tation . 
state of the hulk, rays, *^ We were pleased to find great improve- 
^* ment in the condition of the hulk to what we had experienced 
*^ in her last year ; she had been tboM)ughly cleaned and painted, 
^^ and now leaked but little, her bilge stinking hardly at all, 
*^ indeed a most wonderful improTement had been effected." He 
goes on to call attention to the defective state of the water- 
closets, described last year^ and complains that nothing had been 
dune to rectify them, and adds, ^^ howerer, we had but few casce 
^ of fever ob board this year, whilst last year, when similarly 
^ hulked, we had a great many.'' 

It is probably more to the healthier season in which this last 
occupation of the Auckland took place, than to her improTed 
sanitary condition, that this immunity was due. It is satisfac- 
tory to learn that, after the way in which the Briton's crew 
suffered, the Auckland was pronounced unfit for further use as a 
receiving hulk by the Indian Marine Department, to which she 
belongs, and was withdrawn from that service. 

The Osprey returns eleven cases of ague, and seventy-eight of 
remittent fever, with two invalidings for the last-named disease. 
The major portion of the sickness was met with during the 
summer quarter, while cruising off Zanzibar and on the coasts of 
Madagascar ; during part of this time the boats were away from 
the ship cruising. The administration of quinine as a pn^hy lactic 
is stated to have been very successful. 

The Euryalus had sixty-one cases of remittent fever, with six- 
teen invalidings and eight deaths. This ship was stationed in 
the Ked Sea during a great part of the year, and the crew 
suffered severely from the heat and climate, especially during a 
period of about ten weeks spent at Massowah, between the Srd 
April and 14th June, whUe the Admiral was absent on a mission 
to the King of Abyssinia. It was here that the greatest number 
(^ cases occurred, the type of the disease being especially severe, 
and the deaths numerous. The account given of it by the 
Medical Officer* is as follows: — 

" Four cases of remittent fever remained from last return, 
fifty-one were added to the list, thirty-five discharged to duty, 
fifteen invalided, and five died." 

*' Of the total number added, fifty presented themselves in the 
June quarter in the Red Sea, the single remaining case being 
attacked at Zanzibar, in September, after picnicing in the 
interior of the ifland. At Suakim the whole ship's company had 
for nearly four months been labouring under conaitions calculated 
to give rise to pyrexial, malarial, or even enteric diseases, the 
men having been landed for some weeks in occupation of the 
same camping eroui\d as that afterwards used by the Marine 
Battalion; the blue-jackets, who formed a portion of the naval 

brigade,

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East Indies brigade^ also accompanying the troops tinder the command of 
Station. General Graham for the relief of ToKar and die destruction of 
^— Osman Digma's village at Tamai ; and the remainder employed 
in transport duties in the ships and boats in the harbour, and on 
the quays, working from sunrise to sunset, often up to their 
waists in water ; occasionally exposed to the foulest emanations 
on the beach ; at all times subject to broken rest and irregularitj 
of meal hours." 

^^ In the cases remaining from last quarter and those occurring 
in April, tliis fever was looked upon as the direct outcome of 
these services ; but on the 6th May a detachment of thirty-eight 
boys and four men joined the ship at Massowah, and the same 
evening a boy who had not landed since they left Malta (whence 
they had taken passage in H.M.S. Tyne to Suakim, completing 
the journey by Egyptian mail steamer) was entered on the sick- 
list, with well-marked remittent symptoms. The disease ran a 
tedious course, the 5 p.m. temperature reaching 103*2, when he 
was invalided at the expiration of the fourth week." 

*' A well-known writer on malaria says, * Perhaps the best as the 
truest account of the nature of malaria would be an acknowledg- 
ment of utter ignorance,* and I could certainly find no sufficient 
grounds at Massowah on which to base a theory of malarial causa- 
tion. The islands between which the ship was anchored were of 
coral formation, covered with fine dry sand, low bushy shrubs 
being sparsely scattered over the surface. The adjacent main- 
land was identical in its surface-covering, and the flats between, 
though exposed at low-water, were again covered by the sea at 
early flood, and in no respect differed from an ordinary beach." 

*^ The town of Massowah is built on one of these islands, and is 
of the meanest description, the houses squalid, dirty, and ill- 
ventilated, and with the exception of a few occupied by foreigners 
and officials, would be more properly described as huts. Sanita- 
tion is undreamt of, there is no drainage, dogs are the scavengers; 
and the water supply, which is fetched in skins from a reservoir 
at some distance, is not of the purest ; but the Italian Consul 
informed me that a case of fever is almost unknown. This seems 
difficult of credence in a place where the thermometer in July 
and August rises to 107*' and 110'' in the shade, but may be 
explained by the very few Europeans numbered amongst the 
population. During the time of our visit the town was certainly 
more healthy than the ship. The captain, with his domestics 
and boat's crew, resided at Governor's Palace, and three petty 
officers in charge of the canteen, lived in another part of the 
town ; and of Siese, fifteen in all, not one suffered from any 
illness during the six weeks they were landed. This could only 
be accounted for by a lower temperature, there being a difference 
of 6® to 8° between the captain's residence and the ship, and there 
always was present a slight breeze or draught through the lofty 
corridors. Tne vessel too was over-manned from a sanitary point 
of view, 480 being victualled, whilst only 416 hammock-billets 
were lined off* on commissioning. I frequently inspected the 
ship, every part of which was beautifully clean, the oilges free 

from 
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from smelly and the small quantities of water found there occa* 
sionally during condensing^ appeared clear and pure enough for 
drinking purnoses. The ship's head and officers* water-closets 
were supplied with disinfectants, and no annoyance was expe- 
rienced from these sources." 

^' One fact stood out clearly, they who run might read ; as the 
heat increased, the number and severity of the fever cases, with- 
out reference to type, periodic and continued, increased^art/^a^^?^. 
The thermometer showed no sudden nor excessive rise of tempera- 
ture, but the oppressive sultriness was unbroken, midnight being 
often the worst part of the twenty-four hours. The light north- 
easterly breeze, which in April and first two weeks in May had 
Bet in daily about three o'clock in the afternoon, and again at 
two a.m. (rendering possible a few hours* refreshing sleep), then 
failed, and during the latter portion of our stay at Massowah, 
the stagnation of the atmosphere was broken only by a hot blast 
that came ofi* the sandy plain, for an hour or so, in the early part 
of the night.

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'* The fever was not of a severe nature as afever jt^er «e, and was 
similar in type to one species of remittent often met with at 
Zanzibar; a small number only terminated fatally, but the 
resulting debility often necessitated a change of climate. Here 
the mortality and invaliding were dependent on the climatic con- 
ditions, and were a larger per-centage ; but in the only two cases 
of death that came under my observation at Zanzibar (one in the 
ship, the second, that of a lady on shore) the end was sudden, and 
ushered in by the same train of symptoms as were now observed, 
identical with those of thermic fever as described in text-books. 

** Nine per cent, of the cases under treatment proved fatal; all 
the deaths occurred at Massowah, and as will be seen, in the 
persons of unseasoned boys, or of marines approaching the com- 
pletion of their term for pension : —

The symptoms during 
the attack were headache and general pains, those in the extremi-

white (though sometimes yellow), irritability of the stomach, 

vomiting, the bowels generally inclined to constipation, occa- 
sional diarrhoea, and the resulting anasmia and debility very 
marked. The treatment consisted mainly of diaphoretics and 
quinine. Arsenic was occasionally prescribed, but was of little 
service in comparison with the cinchona and the alkaloid. Consti- 
pation was met with haust. rhei et sodae, or ma^es. sulph. 
and carb. : whilst for irritability of the stomach, aftef an 
emetic, a mixture of bismuth and soda alone, or in conjunction 
with acid hydrocyan. dil., or tinct. of opium, gave the best results. 
This mixture with opium, after castor oil, proved efficacious 
where there was diarrhosa. 

*^ All precautions were taken to preserve the health of the 
men. At first they were allowed two hours for diimer, but 
as the weather bpcame n^ore oppressive, work was ^ased 
down to a minimum, the ship's company not being dis- 
turbed between the hours of 11 a.m. anci 3 p.m. Any neces- 
sary job, necessitating exposure to the sun, iras entrusted 
to the " seedies,"* by whom also all th€} boat duties between 
8 a.m. and sunset were performed. Water for drinking and 
washing purposes was issued without stint. The main deek on 
which the men lived, with its large gun-ports and many hatch- 
ways, was of course well ventilated, and the partial over-crowd- 
ing) before spoken of, was met by allowing the crew to spread 
their bedding on the starboard side of the quarter-deck, and in 
any other part, save under the topgallant forecastle, which was 
set apart for the sick. The awnins^s for this purpose were kept 
spread all night, and the ship's police had orders to send below 
any man sleeping outside their protection. Their well-being on 
shore was also looked after ; and as the town provided no amuse- 
ments, to prevent their haunting the low grog- shops or brothels, 
or from lounging about the streets aimlessly, a house at the 
water's edge was taken, and a canteen established, w^here not 
only could good beer and spirits be procured, but tea, coffee, and 
lenaonade, as well as breakfast or dinner, were supplied at cheap 
rates. Over the spacious quay awnings were spread that they 
might sit or lie about ; and so comfortable did the place prove 
that, except for an evening stroll, the bulk of the men Sjjent 
their leave quietly, so to speak, at home. 

" Supplies at Massowah were fairly plentiful, and the dietary of 
the crew was good. Beef of fair, not good, quality, and occa- 
sionally goat mutton was issued as a ration, with potatoes, pump- 
kins and onions, and fish, fowls, eggo, and milk, could be procured 
privately ; whilst on the arrival of an Egyptian steamer from 
Aden, oranges and bananas could be bought alongside.

** On the 31«t May, it being hoped that a change would prove 
beneficial^ the nhip proceeded to Dilunmi Island, but the want 
experienced of milk, eggs, and fresh meat for the sick, caused ua 
to return on 3rd of June to Massowah." 

** Temperatures taken about 9.30 a.m. at Massowah : — 
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The Tourmaline had six cases of ague and forty-seven of 
remittent fever, two men having been invalided for the last- 
named disease. The average time on the sick-list of the case« 
treated on board was 12*15 days. The disease occurred mostlj 
at Zanzibar and while cruising on the coast of Madagascar. 
The Medical Officer* states that all the European residents in 
Madagascar suffer more or less from a form of remittent fever 
known in those regions as Madagascar fever. He states that 
irritability of the stomachy with a tendency to vomiting, is a 
constant symptom ; and with regard to quinine, says : ** The 
^' powerful influence of quinine over uncomplicated cases of this 
** fever cannot, in my opinion, be overstated. Nearly all those 
" who were under treatment had the symptoms and severity of 
** this fever, I believe, modified by its use as a tonic and pro- 
*' phylactic." 

The other ships of the squadron did not suffer to any great 
extent, though nearly all had cases of the disease. 

Oeneral Diseases—Constitutioiial Group. 

There were 212 cases returned in the group, viz., 103 of 
rheumatism, seventy-six of primary, and eighteen of secondary 
syphilis, four of phthisis, ten of gout, and one of tumour; of 
these, five cases of rheumatism, one of primary, and four of 
secondary syphilis, and three of phthisis, were invalided, and 
four cases of phthisis terminated fatally. 
Rheumatism .

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Rheumatism. — Of this disease 103 cases are returned, the ratio Batt Indits 
per 1,000 being 53-36, or 9-37 less than that of the preceding Station, 
year. The invalidings numbered fire, the ratio per 1,000, 2*59, 
showing a decrease of 1*65 per 1,000 when compared with 1883. 
There was no death; the total days' sickness was 1,477, as com- 
pared with 2,557 in the preceding year ; the average duration of 
each case was 14*33 days. 

Syphilis, Primary and Secondary. — Seventy-six cases of 
primary syphilis were under treatment, the ratio per 1,000 being 
39*37, a decrease of 3*08 per 1,000 compared with 1883 ; there 
was one invaliding. The number of days' sickness, on shore and 
ia hospital, was 2,176, as compared with 2,447, and the averafj^e 
duration of each case 28*63 days, as against 27*18 days in 1883. 

Of secondary syphilis eighteen cases are recorded, giving a 
ratio of 9*32 per 1,000, a decrease of 8*6 per 1,000 m com- 
parison with the preceding year. Four persons were invalided 
for this disease. The invaliding rate for both forms of this disease 
was 2*58 per 1.000, showing a decrease of 1*66 per 1,000 as 
compared with the last year's ratio. 

Phthisis. — Four cases of phthisis were under treatment, while 
the invaliding list of the station shows three persons sent to 
England for the disease, and four deaths are returned as due to 
it. While the death rate is above the average one for the last 
ten years, the case and invaliding ratios are considerably below it. 

Diseases of the Nervous System and Organs of the 
Special Senses. 

There were 117 cases of these diseases under treatment, the 
ratio being 60*62 per 1,000, showing an increase of 21*95 per 
1,000 when compared with 1883- The affections due to heat, 
owing to Red Sea service, mainly account for this increase, thus 
there were twenty-two cases of heatstroke, and twenty-six of 
vertigo ; diseases of the eye furnished twenty-two cases, and of 
the ear fifteen cases. Eleven persons were invalided, giving a 
ratio of 5*69 per 1,000, an increase of 1*45 per 1,000 over the 
ratio of the last year. There were four deaths, three from heat- 
stroke, and one from cerebral disease ; the death rate was 2*07 
per 1,000. 

The Briton had thirteen cases of heat-stroke, with two 
deaths ; eleven of these occurred in the Michaelmas quarter 
while stationed in the Ked Sea, and the majority of these were 
between the 11th and 17th of August, when the ship lay at 
Suakim, where the heat was very great, and the men were 
engaged in hoisting out two large steam boilers from a merchant 



Diseases of the Circulatory System. 

Ten cases of these diseases are recorded, the ratio beincr 5'18 
per 1,000. Two cases of heart disease and one of variose veins 
were invalided, anu there was one death from organic disease of 
the heart.

Station. Diseases of the Absorbent System and Ductless Okiids. 

Fifty-two oases of bubo appear under this hea3^ with four 
invalidjDgs. Fourteen of the cased, and all the invalidings, were 
returned by the Euryalus, due, no doubt, to prolonged eiposare 
to the lowering climate of the Red Sea. 

Diseases of the Bespiratory System. 

In this class are recorded seventy-three cases, the ratio per 
1,000, 37'82, showing a decrease of 55*57 in comparison with 
that of 1883. Sixty -two of the cases were of catarrh, showing 
about the same proportion to the whole number as in the preced- 
ing year ; of the remainder, five were pleurisy and three bron- 
chitis. The invalidings numbered four, two having been for 
pleurisy, one for bronchitis, and one for pneumonia ; there was 
no death. 

Diseases of the Digestive System. 

Under this head appear 466 cases, the ratio per 1,0()0, 241*45, 
showing an increase of 52*78 per 1,000 when compared with 
1883. The rise in the ratio is cniefly due to diarrhcca, of which 
221 cases are returned, as against 107 in the preceding year, but 
the increase appears to have been due to accidental outbreaks on 
various parts oi the station, rather than to any general conditions 
of service during the year ; this disease does not appear to hate 
been unusually prevalent in the Red Sea, where the climate in 
other respects was so trying. Of the other diseases of this 
system, cynanche furnished forty-four cases, dyspepsia 101, 
dysentery twelve, colic, &c., fifty-three, hjemorrhoids and hernia, 
eight each, and intestinal worms five. Thirteen persons were 
invalided for these diseases, giving a ratio of 6'73, and showing 
an increase of 1*07 on the preceding year's invalidincr ratio. 
The diseases which caused invaliding were dysentery, giving two 
cases, diarrhoea, two, hernia, four, hepatitis, two, and other 
diseases three, there were three deaths, one from dysentery, 
one from diarrhoea, and the third from peritonitis. 

Diseases of the Urinary and Generative Systems. 

Under this head 109 cases are recorded, giving a ratio of 56*47 
per 1,000, and showing a reduction of 9*09 per 1,000 in com- 
parison with the ratio of 1883. Two persons were invalided, 
both for stricture ; and there was one death from disease of the 
kidneys. 

Goiiorrhaa furnished seventy-two cases, being in the ratio of 
37*3 per 1,000, a reduction of 5*15 per 1,000 when compared 
with the ratio of the preceding year. The total days' sicTkn^ 
from gonorrhoea and its sequelse was 1,717, as compared with 
2,132 in the preceding year, and the ratio per 1,000 sick daily 
from the same diseases was 2*41 ; the same ratio for 1883 waa 
2-74.

Diseases of iii6 Cellular Tissue and Cutaneous System. ^^^' 

There are 763 cases of these diseases recorded ; the ratio per 
1,000 is 395*33, showing an increase of 92*03 on the precedmg 
year's ratio. The number of cases comprises 673 of phlegmon 
and abscess, 155 of ulcor, and thirty-five of skin diseases. Five 
persons were invalided, three for phlegmon and ulcer, and two 
for diseases of the skin. 



DebHity, Observation, &c. 

Under this head 97 cases of debility, nine of headache, and 
three of sea sickness are returned, and there were thirty persons 
invalided for debility, and one for sea sickness. 



iDJurieSy &c. 

During the year under review, 508 cases of various forms ol 
injury were recorded, comprising 447 wounds, fractures, &c., 
thirty-five burns and scalds, one case of submersion, not fatal, 
and twenty-five wounds, &c., sustained in action with the enemy. 
There were six persons invalided for the efi^ects of wounds, &c,, 
other than those sustained in action, and three deaths due to 
fractured skull, by falls, two from aloft and one into the hold. 
The injuries in action were amongst the crews of four ships, 
employed in the Naval Brigade serving in the Soudan, viz., the 
Briton, from which seven cases are reported, the Dryad, four, 
the Euryalus, thirteen, and the Sphinx, one. These casualties 
all occurred at the engagements of El Teb and Tamai, and 
thirteen of them were fatal, viz., three in the men of the Briton, 
three in those of the Dryad, and seven in the crew of the Euryalus. 
Of the ten killed at Tamai, spear and sword wounds were the 
cause of death in all but one, an oflScer, who had a bullet wound 
as well. The fatal injuries at El Teb, three in number, were by 
gunshot wound. There was one man invalided for the effects of 
wound in action. 



Invaliding. 

The total number invalided from the East India Station 
during 1884 was 145, being in the ratio of 75*12 per 1,000, and 
exhibiting an increase of 14*28 per 1,000 in comparison with the 
preceding year ; compared with the average rate of the last ten 
years the increase is 15*67 per 1,000. Under General Diseases, 
Febrile Group, fiftyt-two persons were invalided, and under the 
Constitutional Grou^, thirteen, viz. : Five for rheumatism, one 
for primary and four for secondary syphilis, and three for

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Eift Indies phthisis ; eleven persons were invalided for diseases of the 
SutioB> nervous system and organs of the special senses; two for diseases 
of the circulatory sytstem ; four for diseases of the absorbent 
system and ductless glands ; four for diseases of the respiratory 
system ; thirteen for diseases of the digestive system ; two for 
diseases of the urinary and generative systems ; one for diseases 
of the oreans of locomotion ; five for diseases of the cellular 
tissue and cutaneous system; thirty- one for debility, &c.; six 
for the effects of injury ; and one for wounds in action. 



Mortality. 

The total number of deaths was forty-five, which is in the 
ratio of 23*31 per 1,000, and is an increase of 15*3 per 1,000 
on last year's ratio ; compared with the average rate for the last 
ten years, it shows an increase of 11*15 per 1,000. 
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CHINA STATION. 



The squadron employed on the China Station in the year China 
1884 consisted of twenty-five vessels, viz. : one iron-clad, four Station, 
corvettes, four sloops, five gun-vessels, eight gun-boats, one 
surveying vessel, one despatch vessel, and one receiving ship 
stationary at Hong Kong. The returns from nineteen of these 
vessels were for the year, and from the remainder for periods 
varying from a little over six weeks to upwards of eleven months. 
The mean force, corrected for time, was 3,330, and the number 
of cases of disease and injury entered on the sick-list during the 
vear was 5,132, which is m the ratio of 1,541*14 per 1,000, and 
IS a decrease of 82*92 per 1,000, when compared with the pre- 
ceding year. Thenumoer invalided was sixty-seven, being in 
the ratio of 20-12 per 1,000, a decrease of 2-93 per 1,000; and 
the deaths were twenty-six, or 7*8 per 1,000, a decrease of 2*03 
per 1,000, in comparison with the ratio of 1883. 

The average daily loss of service from General Diseases, Febrile 
Group, was in the ratio of 3*49 per 1,000 ; from General Diseases, 
Constitutional Group, 8*43 per 1,000; from diseases of the 
nervous system, '68; of the eye, '3; of the ear, -16; of the 
circulatory system, 1*18 ; of the absorbent system, 1*18 ; of the 
respiratory system, 1*99 ; of the digestive system, 4*61 ; from 
gonorrhoea, 4*91 ; from the sequelae of gonorrhoea, 1*42 ; from 
other diseases of the urinary and generative sprstems, 1*02 ; of the 
organs of locomotion, '44 ; of the cellular tissue and cutaneous 
system, 9*12; from debility, observation, &c., 1*31; and from 
injuries, &c., 9*7. 

The average number of men sick daily was 166*69 ; this is in 
the ratio of 50*05 per 1,000, and shows a decrease, when compared 
with the preceding year, of 7*23 per 1,000. 



General Diseases— Febrile Group. 

There were 603 entries in this group, viz. : four cases of small- 
pox, one of measles, one of dengue, ten of enteric fever, 411 
of simple continued fever, twenty -three of ague, forty-seven of 
remittent fever, five of cholera, and one of erysipelas. There 
. was no invaliding ; two cases of enteric fever, one of remittent 
'fever, and four of cholera ended fatally.

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China Small'-pox. — Four cases of small-pox are returned, three firom 

Station, the Audacious and one from the Fly. The three cases in the 

Audacious were contracted at Shanijhai, where the men had 

General leave, and where, as it was subsequently ascertained, the 
isease was at the time more than usually prevalent. The 
Medical Officer* writes, that all three men had been successfully 
re- vaccinated, one in 1880, one in 1881, and the third in 1882. 
*^ The latter had also, according to his own account, had smail- 
** pox in his youth ; in all, the vaccination marks were distinct 
*^ The disease in the three cases was of a mild forui^ and on their 
'* being examined, when they returned to the ship, they were 
" found to be but slightly marked. Re-vaccination had been 
" carefully attended to on board, and on arrival at Woosnngt 
" fresh lymph was obtained from Shanghai, and several men 
** who were doubtfully protected, including all the Chinese 
" domestics, sixteen in number, who are constantly changing, 
*^ wei*e again vficcinated, all the latter successfully. On the 
" disease appearing on board, a large quantity of lymph was 
" obtained, and about 100 officers and men, the greater number 
" of whom had been previously re-vaccinated on board without 
*' result, were again subjected to the operation, but, with the 
** exception of a few, without result." The men with small-pox 
were treated in the Shanghai General Hospital. The case of 
stnall-pox in the Fly was contracted at Kiu Kiang, and <»ccnrred 
in the person of a man who had been unsuccessfully re-vaccinated 
six weeks before. The eruption was confluent, but, strange to 
say, beyond the high temperature and the rash, there was no 
bad symptom, the usual headache and backache were absent, and 
he had a good appetite all through his illness. 

Enteric Fever. — Ten cases of enteric fever are returned ; there 
was no invaliding from the disease, but two deaths were 
attributable to it. Four of the cases occurred in the 
Sapphire; they were all contracted at Nagasaki, and were 
attributed to Japanese-made lemonade, partaken of while on 
leave on shore. Two of the men were treated on board during 
the acute stages of the disease, as no hospital was available, and 
made satisfactory recoveries, though the attacks were severe. 
There was no spread of the disease on board. The Albatross 
had two cases, both contracted at Hankow, and the Cufa^oai 
Fly, Midge, and Victor Emanuel, return one case each ; those in 
the Cura9oa and Victor Emanuel ended fatally. 

Simple Continued Fever. — There were 411 cases of this form of 
fever under treatment during the period, an amount con- 
siderably in excess of the average for the last few years. The 
Audacious returns 141 cases; the Medical Officer remarks that 
116 of these "occurred during the quarter ending 30th Sep- 
^* tember, and for the most part at Amoy» in the early part of

•* August, when the disease was attributed to the effects of China 
^^ miasma from the shore. The ship was anchored in the inner Sutios. 

*' harbour of Amoy, between the 2nd and 10th of August, when 

'' most offensive exhalations frequently proceeded from the native 
** side of the harbour, off which she lay. The disease was there 
" characterised by severe headache^ vertigo, general muscular 
'' pains, feeling of malaise, and high temperature ; there was also 
*^ a tendency to diarrhosa. Recovery was for the most part rapid, 
^' generally in one or two days. In several cases of this disease, 
** occurring at other times, it was attributed to the effects of 
^' exposure to solar heat and malaria« and would most probably 
" have become severe and of a remittent type if not checked by 
" quinine." 

The Cockchafer had fifty-one cases, in a complement of sixtv- 
one officers and men. These cases occurred in twenty individuals. 
The type of fever which was specially marked by a liability to 
frequent recurrence was first contracted at Tomsui in Formosa^ 
The cases averaged about 4*5 days under treatment, and it ia 
stated that ^^ even in those where a recurrence has been frequent 
** the men do not otherwise appear to have suffered in health, and 
*^ are not below the average in physical condition." 

The Zephyr had twenty-six cases, with ninety-seven days' 
sickness, out of a crew of sixty-four. For the greater part of the 
year this ship was employed on a hot part of the station, to 
which the disease, which chiefly occurred amongst the younger 
portion of the crew, was no doubt chiefly due. 

The Champion returns thirty-one cases, with an average of 
about four days under treatment, and the Daring twenty-five 
cases, averaging ten days' sickness, also due to heat. 

Otfier ships in the squadron return smaller numbers, but there 
is nothing to show any extraordinarv circumstances to account 
for the increased amount of disease during the year, which was 
no doubt due to temporary incidents of temperature and dis- 
tribution of the ships belonging to the station. 

Paroxysmal Fevers. — Under this class appear twenty-three 
cases of ague and forty-seven of remittent fever, without any 
invaliding ; one death is shown from remittent fever. 

The Albatross, with a complement of 130, had the largest 
number of cases, viz., sixteen of ague and three of remittent 
fever; thej were all contracted in the Yangtse-Kiang River, 
at Chin-Kiang, during the month of August. The cases were 
not of a severe character, and were readily controlled by quinine. 

The Audacious, with a complement of 552, returns three cases 
of ague and fifteen of remittent fever ; the cases in this ship were 
also easily amenable to treatment. 

The Cura9oa shows one case of a^ue and three of remittent 
fever ; one of the latter proved fatal, and the other two were in 
the same individual, the attacks being very severe and resulting 
in his discharge to hospital, with abscess in connection with the 
lung, after 123 days' sickness. He remained under treatment in 
hospital at the end of the year. 

Many of the oihet shipfi of the squadron return cases of the

Cholera. — Five cases of cholera, four of them fatal, appear in 
the year's returns. Three of these, of which two had a fatal 
ending, were in the Audacious. They all occurred at Amoy, 
between the 4th and 11th of August, and being typical cases, 
were sent at once out of the ship to the Seamen's Hospital at 
Amoy. At the time these attacks occurred cholera was pre- 
valent on shore, and cases of febricula and diarrhoea were 
numerous on board. The remarks of the Medical Officer are 
worth quoting, as they show what may be done in controlling 
this disease, when it is grappled with early and energetically. 

Perhaps in no other circumstances than in dealing with the 
crew of a man of war could measures so necessarily despotic be 
combined with the watchfulness here described, but there can 
be but little doubt that, by the timely precautions taken, a serious 
outbreak of cholera, perhaps involving the loss of many lives, 
was prevented. 

The remarks are as follows, ^^ Cases of febricula and diarrhcea 
" were numerous on board during this time." It is stated elsewhere 
that eighty cases of diarrhcea occurred about this period. " Some of 
" the cases of the latter, being evidently choleraic, were segregated 
^^ as much as possible, as they had to be treated on board owing 
" to want of accommodation at the hospital, where there were but 
" three beds in the isolated ward, and these generally occupied. 
" It was arranged, however, in the event of the disease continuing, 
" for the ship to proceed to one of the islands near Amoy, and 
" there treat all cases of cholera on shore in tents." 

" The following were the chief precautions taken against its 
** spread on board, viz., immediate removal of cases to hospital, 
" segregation of doubtful cases, disinfection of excreta by a 
*^ strong solution of carbolic acid, flushing the men's latrines 
" with water every half hour during both dav and night, and 
" three times daily, with solution of carbolic acid, the latter being 
** also freely used in the other water-closets ; no fruit, native 
'* mineral waters, or shell fish were allowed on board. Two 
** sentries were constantly placed over the men's water-closets, 
*^ with orders to send to the sick bay those suspected of having 
" diarrhoea, or being otherwise ill ; this was found a most useful 
*^ measure, many cases of diarrhoea and vomiting were thereby 
" treated immediately and early. On the 10th August, when the 
*' second case occurred, the ship was moved to the outer 
** anchorage ; the imperative nature of the duty she was employed 
" on precluded this from being done before. The change to 
'' outside the harbour soon had a beneficial effect, and the sick* 
" list, which had varied from fifty-two to seventy for some days 
" before, was on the 24th reduced to twenty-six, and on the 
*^ 17th to twelve." 

One case, a fatal one, is returned from the Champion. It 
occurred at Amoy in the liiiddle of July. The Medical Officer* 

writes, 

^ Staff Soigeon J. C. B. Maclean, ^.b. 
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writes, ** As regarda the causation, I believe the disease was China 

" contracted on shore a few days previously, and I am inclined Station* 

'• to attribute it particularly to aerated water of native manufac- 

** ture from a contaminated source. The disease was prevalent 

" at the time in the native town of Amoy, and after the Champion 

" left I am told that fourteen cases appeared among the 

** Europeans, with only two recoveries.'* 

The exceedingly dangerous character of the aerated waters 
made in China and Japan ought to be constantly kept in view on 
the station, and their consumption prevented as much as 
possible ; case after case amongst officers and men of bowel 
diseases and enteric fever, besides cholera, is attributed by the 
most careful observers amongst the medical officers to the use of 
these beverages, and it would be well if they could be universally 
prohibited on board ship, and the men when going on shore 
always cautioned against their use. 

The remaining case of cholera, also fatal, was in the Linnet, at 
Shanghai; the patient had just returned from shore, where it is 
said he had been drinking heavily. 

General Diseases— Constitutional Group. 

This group contains 410 cases of disease ; of these 189 were 
of rheumatism, 132 of primary and sixty of secondary syphilis, 
fifteen of phthisis, two of scurvy (one of which was returned 
as purpura), ten of gout, one of cancer (epithelioma), and one of 
tumour. Three persons were invalided for secondary syphilis, 
sixteen for phthisis, and one for cancer ; there were four deaths 
from phthisis. 

Rheumatism. — Of this disease 189 cases were under treatment 
during the year, being in the ratio of 56*75 per 1,000, and 
showing a reduction, in comparison with the preceding year's 
ratio, equal to 5' 96 per 1,000. There was no invalimng for 
rheumatism on the station, a rare occurrence, nor was there any 
death. The total days' sickness amounted to 2,620, and the 
average duration of each case was 13*86 days, in each instance 
a reduction on the preceding year's ratios. 

Syphilis^ Primary, — One hundred and thirty-two cases of 
primary syphilis are recorded, giving a ratio per l^OOO of 39*63, 
and showing a decrease of 10*87 per 1,000 when compared with 
1883. The total days' sickness was 4,126 as compared with 
4,878, the last year's total. The average duration of each case 
was 1*48 days less than in the preceding year. The Audacious, 
the flag ship, with much the largest complement of men, returns 
only one case of primary syphilis. As in last year's Report the 
Medical Officer of that ship reported the virulence of the disease 
at Hong Kong, and representations having been made to the 
authorities on me subject, he states this year that, ** An almost 
*^ total absence of the disease at Hong Kong during the year 
" may be attributed to the strict preventive measures taken 
** there in the examination of prostitutes, &c." The Champion 
returns thirteen cases, and tne Medical Officer states that ten 
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Ghiii» of these were contracted at Hong Kon^. Refemng to the re- 
^ ^^^ ^ pressive measures just mentioned, he writes that, ** The number 
" of women who are each day detained at the Hong Kong Lock 
" Hospital, after inspection, is relatively very large, snowing 
*^ that opportunities for fresh infection are numerous, and this is 
'* not surprising considering the vast number of vessels which 
*^ call at Hong Kong from all parts of the East." The Cleopatra 
had the largest number of cases, viz., nineteen, which seem to 
have been contracted between Hong Kong, Amoy, Shanghai, 
and Nagasaki, in Japan. 

The Sapphire returns thirteen cases of primary syphilis, 
nearly all contracted in Japan. General leave to this ship's 
company was given at Hong Kong, and no syphilis and only one 
case of gonorrhoea resulted. From these reports, and from in- 
formation from the other ships of the squadron, it would appear 
that there has certainly been a great improvement in Hong 
Kong in this respect ; whether permanent or not remains to be 
seen. 

Si/philiSf Secondary. — Sixty oases of secondary syphilis ara 
returned, with three invalidings; the ratio per 1,000 of cases is 
18*01, and shows a reduction of 9*78 per 1,000 in oomparison 
with 1883. 

Phthisis. — Fifteen cases were noted, giving a slightly reduced 
ratio of 4*5 per 1,000, but the invalidings, which numbered six- 
teen, and the deaths, which were four, show that there was more 
disease under this heading than appears in the case ratio, and 
woul4 bring it up probably to the standard of the preceding 
year. 

Scurvg. — Two cases, both mild ones, are recorded. In one 
the affection occurred in a debilitated subject, a lamp trimmer, 
whose occupation in not the best ventilated part of the ship, the 
store-room, probably contributed to his illness ; and the other 
case was in a boy who had not eaten vegetables for some months 
by his own choice ; both cases presented all the usual symptoms 
of the disease in its earlier sta<^es, and recovered quickly under 
the use of anti-scorbutic remedies. 



Diseases of the Nervous System an4 Organs of the 
Special Senses. 

The same number of cases as were returned in the last year, 
viz.» 136, came under notice in 1884, the ratio per 1,000, 40*84, 
however, showing a reduction of 5*26 per 1,000. Nine persons 
were invalided for these diseases, and there was one death. The 
invalidings were due to vertigo in two cases, epilepsy in one, 
insanity in three, spinal irritation in one, and diseases of the eye 
and ear one case to each. The solitary death was caused by 
cerebral disease. 
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Diseases of the Circulatory System. 

Twenty-seven eases are included in this class, the ratio per 
1,000 being 8'1, a shade less than that of the preceding year. 
The invalios numbered twelve, viz., eleven for cardiac disease, 
organic and functional, and one for adhesive phlebitis qf the 
lower extremity. There were no deaths from these diseases. 

Diseases of the Absorbent System and Ductless Glands. 

Forty-nine cases, of which forty-four were of bubo, are re- 
turned under this heading, thus giving very little more than 
half the average ratio for the last ten years. There was no in- 
validing under this head, an unusqal occurrence. 

Diseases of the Bespiratory System. 

There are 294 cases recoried in this class, the ratio, 88*28 
per 1,000, showing the considerable reduction of 39*01 per 
1,000 in comparison with that for 1883. Catarrh furnished 254 
cases to the total, bronchitis seventeen, and pleurisy thirteen. 
Two persons were invalided for diseases of this system, ope for 
bronchitis and the other for asthma, and pneumonia was the 
cause of the only death. 

Diseases of the Digestive System. 

Of this class of diseases 902 cases appear in the returns; the 
ratio per 1,000 is 270'87, and this shows a reduction of 51*16 
per 1,000 when compared with 1883. To this total diarrhoea 
contributed 529 cases; cynancbe, 1 1 1 ; dyspepsia, 142; dysentery, 
eight; and the other diseases in the class were represented in 
very much their usual proportions. Four persons were invalided 
for diarrhoea, four for hernia, and onje for hepatic disease. There 
were two deaths, one from dysentery and the other from hepatic 

Diseases of the Urinary and Generative Systems. 

There are 416 cases of these diseases in the returns, the ratio» 
yiz., 124-92 per 1,000, bemg 14-06 per 1,000 less than that of the 
preceding year. Three persons were invalided, the invaliding 
ratio being slightly less than that of the preceding year, and, as 
well as the case ratio, showing a considerable reduction ift the 
ten years' average ratios. There were three deaths. 

Oonoirhcea. — The cases of gonorrhoea numbered 284; the ratio 
per 1,000 was 85*28, showing a decrease of 16'75 per 1,000 in 
comparison with 1883. The total days' sickness, 5,989, was 
almost identical with that of last year, and the average duration 
of each case was 21*08 daysi being somewhat in excess of the 
preceding year's average.

Diseases of the Qi^ans of Locomotion. 

Twentj-nine cases of diseases of the bones, joints, &c., are 
returned, i^ith no invaliding or death. Diseases of the joints and 
bursie, as usual, furnish the largest proportion of cases, twenty- 
three being this year referred to these structures. 

Diseases of the CeUular Tissue and Cutaneous System. 

In this large class of diseases 1,184 cases appear. The ratio 
per 1,000 equals 355*55, and is an increase of 14*2 per 1,000 on 
that for the preceding year. One man was invalided for ulcer; 
there was no death. This year the cases of phlegmon and 
abscess included in the total numbered 890, and of ulcer, 205, 
approximating the average proportions. 

Debility, Observationi &c. 

Eighty -four cases appear under this heading, viz., seventy- 
three of debility, and the rest of headache, sea-sickness, and for 
observation. Six persons were invalided for debility. 



Poisons. 

Only two cases of alcoholic poisoning appear in the returns : 
there was no invaliding or mortality. 

Injuries, &c. 

One thousand and ninety-six injuries of various forms oc^ 
curred during the year; of these, 1,011 were cases of wounds, 
fractures, &c., eighty of bums and scalds, four of submersion and 
drowning, and one of asphyxia. Five persons were invalided 
for the effects of wounds, &c., and six of this class of injuries 
were fatal; of these latter two were cases of fractured skull by 
falls from aloft, and one by a fall from a pier while on shore on 
leave; two were cases of multiple injury, the men having been 
blown away from the muzzle of a gun of the Daring through its 
accidental discharge whilst prize nring. The other fatal injury 
was in the person of an officer of the Zephyr, who sustained a 
compound iracture of the left fibula, with extensive contusion of 
the limb, by a shell wound; the missile having been fired from 
a Chinese fort, near Foochow, under a misapprehension. The 
injured officer died after amputation of the thigh for spreading 
gangrene. Of the four cases of submersion two were fatal; one 
of the men fell overboard from a ship, the other from a boat» 
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InYaliding. 

The total number invalided from the China Station during the 
year was sixty-seven; this was in the ratio of 20'12 per 1,000, 
and, when compared with 1883, showed a reduction oi 2*93 per 
1,000, and ^ reduction of 16*95 per 1,000 in comparison with the 
average ratio for the last ten years. Under General Diseases, 
Constitutional Group, twenty persons were invalided, of whom 
three were for secondary sypliilis, sixteen for phthisis, and one 
for cancer; for diseases of the nervous system and organs of the 
special senses, nine invalidings took place; for those of the 
circulatory system, twelve ; of the respiratory system, two; of the 
digestive system, nine; of the urinary and generative systems, 
three; of the cellular and cutaneous system, one; for debility, 
six; and for the effects of injury, five. 

Mortality. 

The total number of deaths on the China Station during the 
year was twenty-six ; the ratio per 1,000, 7*8, shows a reduction 
of 2*03 per 1,000 in comparison with the preceding year, and of 
1*81 per 1,000 on the average ratio of the last ten years. 
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AUSTRALIAN STATION. 



Ati8traliAD The squadron on the Australian Station, in the year 1884, 
Station. ^^8 composed of nine vessels, viz. : one iron-clad, one corvette, 
two sloops, two gun-boats, one schooner, a yacht, and a surveying 
vessel The returns from six of these were for the whole twelve 
months, and from the remaining three for periods of nine months, 
and a few days under the year. The mean force, corrected for 
time, was 1,210, and the total number of cases of disease and 
injury entered on the sick-list during the year was 1,214; this 
is in the ratio of 1003'3 per 1,000, and shows an increase of 
53*7 7 per 1,000, when compared with the preceding year. The 
number invalided was twenty-eight, which gives a ratio of 23*14 
per 1,000, and is a decrease of 3*02 per 1,000 on comparison with 
the ratio of the preceding year. There were eight deatliSj being 
in the ratio of 6*61 per 1,000, and showing an increase c^ 1*94 
per 1,000, compared with the rate of 1883. 

The averai^e daily loss of service from General Diseases, 
Febrile Group, was in the ratio of 1*47 per 1,000 ; from 
General Diseases, Constitutional Group, 5*81; from diseases of 
the nervous system, 1*54 ; of the eye, '38 ; of the ear, '16 ; of the 
circulatory system, '55 ; of the absorbent system, 2*09 ; of the 
respiratory system, 2*84 ; of the diojestive system, 2*62 ; from 
gonorrhoea, 5*52 ; from the sequelse of gonorrhoea, '87 ; from other 
diseases of the urinary and generative systems, '85 ; from diseases 
of the or<:ans of locomotion, *24 ; of the cellular tissue and 
cutaneous system, 7*48 : from debility, &c., '13; from poisons, 
•04 ; from injuries, &c., 11*7 ; and from wounds in action, '28. 

The average number of men sick daily was 54*09, which is in 
the ratio of 44*7 per 1,000 ; this is a decrease of '09 per 1,000 
when compared with the preceding year's ratio. 

General Diseases— Febrile Group. 

In this group there were thirty-nine entries, viz., three of 
enteric fever, twenty-eight of simple continued fever, four of 
ague, two of remittent fever, and two of erysipelas; there were 
no invalidings, and but one death, from enteric fever. 

Enteric Fever. — The Nelson returns the only three cases of 
enteric fever ; two of these were contracted at Hobart Town ; 
one of them ended fatally in the hospital there, the other was a 
mild case and recovered. Hobart Town was said to be free from 
the disease at the time, and nothing was apparent as to the origin 
of the disease. The third case took place at Sydney, where 
enteric fever is stated to have been prevalent during the autumn, 
as usual. 

SimpU 
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Simple Continued Fever. — Twenty-eight cases were returned, Anstniliidi 
which are divided amongst all the snips of the Squadron, except Btntion . 
one. The cases were nearly all met with amongst the Pacific 
Islands, and were not of a severe character. 

Paroxysmal Fever. — There was very little malarial fever ex- 
perienced ; out of the four cases of a^ue and two of remittent 
fever which occurred, three cases of tne former disease were in 
the same individual, a seaman in the Diamond. 

(General Diseases— Constitutional Group. 

Ninety-two cases are returned in this group, viz., fifty-two ot 
rheumatism, nineteen of primary, and thirteen of secondary 
syphilis, live of phthisis, one of gout, and two of cancer. Three 
persons were invalided for phthisis, and one for cancer, and there 
was one death from phthisis. 

Rheumatism. — Fifty-two cases of rheumatism were recorded, 
without any invaliding or death ; the ratio per 1,000 was 42*97, a 
decrease of 3-75 per 1,000 on that of the preceding year. 

Syphilis, Primary and Secondary. — Nineteen cases of primary 
syphilis are returned, and thirteen of the secondary disease. The 
ratio of the former was 15*7 per 1,000 of force, showing a decrease 
of 14-2 per 1,000, and of the latter 10-74 per 1,000, there being a 
decrease also, equal to 19*16 per 1,000, when compared with the 
preceding year. Most of the cases were contracted at Hobart, 
where the undesirable condition of things, mentioned ia last 
year's report on this disease, appears still to prevaiL 

Phthisis. — Five cases are reported, with three invalidlngs, and 
one death. The ratios of cases, invalidings, and deaths are aH 
below the average. 

Diseases of the Nervous System and Organs of the 
Special Senses. 

Thirty-eight cases appear under this heading, being in the ratio 
of 31*4 per 1,000, an increase of 12*71 per 1,000, when compared 
wilii the ratio of 1883. Six persons were invalided for these 
diseases, viz., one for sunstroke, one for vertigo, two for insanity^ 
and two for diseases of the eye. There was no death. 

Diseases of the Circulatory Systran. 

There were ten cases of liiese diseases under treatment dnriog 
the year, the ratio being larger than usual. Six eases isi 
functional and oi^anic heart disease were invalided, and one 
death from aneurysm is reported. 
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'staSonr Diseases of the Bespiratory System, 

One hundred and five cases appear in this class, the ratio per 
1,000 being 86'77. This is considerably in excess of last year's 
rate^ but somewhat less than the average ratio for the last ten 
years. Eighty-six of the cases were of simple catarrh, and there 
was no invaliding nor mortality. 

Diseases of the Digestiye System. 

In this class 137 cases are returned, being in the ratio of 
113*22 per 1,000, and showing a reduction of 9'2per 1,000 on 
the last year's ratio. One person was invalided for diarrhoRa, 
and the unusually large number of five for hernia ; there was no 
death. 

Diseases of the Urinary and Generatiye Systems. 

One hundred and four cases are here returned ; the ratio of 
85*95 per 1,000, being 21-47 per 1,000 in excess of that of 1883. 
This change is due to a considerable increase of gonorrhoea, of 
which eighty-one cases, and a ratio of 66'94 per 1,000 of force, 
are shown, the latter exceeding the ratio of 1883 by 23*95 per 
1,000 ; the disease is said to be of a tedious and intractable form, 
Hobart appears to be responsible for a majority of the cases. 

Diseases of the Cellular and Cutaneous System. 

Under this head 294 cases came under treatment, the great ma- 
jority of them being phlegmons and ulcers. Though higher 
than the preceding year's ratio, it is very much below the usual 
average of these diseases on the Australian Station. 

Injuries, &c. 

Three hundred and fifty -five injuries of various kinds were 
under treatment during the year ; these comprised 331 wounds, 
fractures, &c., twenty -two bums and scalds, and two cases of 
submersion. Two persons were invalided for the effects of 
wounds, and one case of gunshot wound, received in actioii» 
remaining from last year, was also invalided. Three deaths from 
injury and one from drowning are recorded. All the former 
cases occurred in the Nelson ; two were fractures of the slcuU, 
one by the fall of a spar, and the other by that of a heavy piece 
of machinery, on the men's heads. The third case was that of a 
petty officer who was wounded in the thigh by a fragment of an 
exploded submarine torpedo, which lodged deeply m the limb, 
and though soon extracted, about fourteen days after the iojurj 
alarming naemorrhage took place caused by deep sloughing. The 
patient sank and died from shock after amputation of the thigh, 

Eerformed at the hospital at Sydney. The solitary case of dem 
y drowning was in the Dart, and occurred while the man was 
on shore on leave, probably by a fall from a pier into the ws^' 
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Australian 

InvaUding. ®^ 

The total number invalided from the Austrajian Station in 
1884 was twenty-eight, being in the ratio of 23*14 per 1,000, 
and showing A decrease of 3*02 per 1,000, when compared with 
the preceding year. Under General Diseases, Constitutional 
Group, four persons were invalided ; of these, three were for 

Shthisis and one for cancer; six persons were invalided for 
iseases of the nervous system and organs of the special senses ; 
six for diseases of the circulatory system ; six fur diseases of the 
digestive system; two for diseases of the cellular tissue and 
cutaneous system; one for debility ; two for the effect of injuries; 
and one for wound sustained in action. 



Mortality. 

The number of deaths during the year was eight, being in the 
ratio of 6*61 per 1,000, and showing an increase, compared with 
ihe preceding year, of 1*94 per 1,000. 
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IRREGULAR FORCE. 



Intiffular ^^*^ Irregular Force darmg the year 1884 consisted of fifty- 
Force, three vessels, besides the crews for the relief of ships reoommis- 

sioned abroad, and their relieved crews on passage to England. It 

also included the Royal Marine Artillery and La^ht Infantry, and 
the Naval Brigade serving in Egypt and the Soudaa. The 
number of ships comprised in the returns were eight ironclads, 
five corvettes, five sloops, eight gun-vessels, eleven gun-boats, 
nine troop-ships, one steam vessel, one store-ship, three survey- 
ing vessels, a torpedo depot ship, and a schooner. The returns 
fix)m nine of these vessels were for the whole twelve months, and 
from the remainder for periods varying from thirty-nine days 
to upwards of ten months. The returns from the Royal Marine 
Battalion and Naval Bri»xade were for periods of ten months 
and twenty-one days, and ten months and seventeen days 
respectively. The mean force, corrected for time, was 
5,800, and the total number of cases of disease and injury 
entered on the sick-list *8,249, which is in the ratio of 1, 422*24 
per 1,000, being an increase of 298*08 per 1,000 in comparison 
with the ratio of 1883. Of these, 451 were invalided; this 
is in the ratio of 77*75 per 1,000, and shows an increase of 
53*03 per 1,000 in comparison with the preceding year. There 
were eighty-two deaths, being in the ratio of 14'13 per 1,000, and 
showing an increase of 9*69 per 1,000 when compared with 1883. 
The average daily loss of service from General Diseases, 
Febrile Group, was 10-23 per 1,000; from General Diseases, 
Constitutional Group, 13*81 ; from diseases of the nervous system 
and organs of the special senses, 2*56 ; of the circulatory system, 
•96 ; of the absorbent system, 1*0.'^ ; of the respiratory system, 2*25; 
of the digestive system, 5 27 ; from gonorrhoea and its sequelie, 
5*69 ; from other diseases of the urinary and generative system?, 
•73; from diseases of the organs of locomotion, *45 ; of the 
cellulartissue and cutaneous system, 8*68 ; from debility, &c., 4*26; 
from poisons, '05 ; from wounds and injuries, 10*05 ; and from 
injuries in action, *08. 

The average number of men sick daily was 383*95, which is 
in the ratio of 66*19 per 1,000, being an increase of 15*39 per 
1,000, in comparison with the preceding year. 

General Diseases, Febrile Group. 

There are returned in this group 861 cases, viz., two of vac- 
cinia, six of measles, one of scarlet fever, thirty-six of enteric 
fever, 429 of simple continued fever, thirty-two of ague, 340 
of remittent fever, four of mumps, ten of erysipelas, and one 

of 
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of pjaemia. Of these, eleven cases of enteric fever, tliree of irrijmjar 
simple continued fever, three of ague, and eighty-eight of remit- Force. 

tent fever were invalided; and seventeen cases of enteric fever, 

two of simple continued fever, and eleven of remittent fever 
ended fatally. 

Measles. — Of the six cases of this disease, the Jumna returns 
two ; they were contracted from the families of the troops being 
carried, amongst whom the disease first appeared. The Sultan 
had three cases ; the first in a boy from one of the training ships 
five days after his arrival on board. Two cases followed, at 
intervals of about a fortnight, in the persons of an able seaman 
and a midshipman. The usual precautions were taken, and the 
disease did not spread. 

Enteric Fever, — Thirty-six cases of enteric fever are returned 
from the Irregular Force during 1884, and of these eleven were 
invalided, and seventeen died. The greater portion of this sick- 
ness is attributable to service in the Soudan, the Royal Marine 
Battalion contributing seventeen cases, with ten invalidiugs and 
nine deaths, and the Naval Brigade five cases, two of which were 
fatal. 

The cases of this disease in the Eoyal Marine Battalion were 
contracted at Suakim, and were nearly all sent for treatment to 
the Victoria Hospital at Suez. The enteric cases occurred while 
many men were being added to the sick list with paroxysmal 
fever, and in tiie earlier stage the diagnosis between the different 
fonns of febrile disease was difficult No local causes were dis- 
covered to which the enteric fever could be distinctlv assigned ; 
the water supply was carefully looked after, having been boiled 
and filtered during a good part of the time, and the general sani- 
tation of the place, which was very bad when it was first occupied, 
"was carefully attended to. It is probable that a factor in the 
causation of the disease was the excrementitious impregnation of 
the soil surrounding the town. a condition which was so constantly 
found to be present in the soil of Egypt in 1882. 

The five cases of enteric fever in the Naval Brigade in 1884 
were amongst men of the Nile Expedition, and occurred during 
the later months of the year ; two of these ended fatally. The 
disease appeared amongst the sailors, in common with the troops 
who composed the expedition, at several of the halting places pn 
the hanks of the Nile, without any tangible cause, as far as can 
be learned. The type of the fever was very severe; when a fatal 
termination did not take place, extreme and protracted debility, 
resulted, addin-r to the diflficulty of transport down the river. 

The Hecla returns three cases of enteric fever, all said to have 
been contracted at Portsmouth by men while on leave. The 
Sultan records three cases, and the Northumberland two, both 
fatal ; in these two ships the disease apparently resulted from 
leave at Devonport, where the disease was said to prevail. The 
Malabar, Minotaur, Rifleman, Swinger, Tyne, and Wanderer, 
report one case of enteric fever each ; and there were fatal cases 
from the disease in the Malabar, Rifleman, and Serapis, and 
amongst the relieved crews of ships coming to England. 

a27. o 4 Simple 
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Imgular Simple Continued Fever. — ^There are 429 cases of continned 

^^ fever returned from the Irregular Force, with three invalidings 
and two deaths. Scattered as this Force is over many parts 
of the world, the type and ffravity of this disease varies con- 
siderably, and the rare fact of deaths being recorded as due to it, ia 
caused by the return under this head of a severe form of fever of 
continued type, viz., the thermic fever met with in the Soudan* 

The Marine Battalion at Suakim returns 203 cases of contiBued 
fever ; amongst these were eighteen cases of the above-mentioned 
severe form, of which two died, and eleven were obliged to be 
sent to Suez for hospital treatment. 

The Humber ana Tyne, employed as hospital ships for the 
Marine Battalion at Suakim, both suffered from this form of con- 
tinued fever, the former invaliding one man, and the latter two. 
As usual, all the ships employed on the hotter stations return 
more or less simple continued fever ; but, except for the Red 
Sea caees^ there is nothing of interest recorded. 

Paroxysmal Fevers. — Thirty-two cases of ague and 340 of 
remittent fever appear in the returns of the Force for the past 
year. This gives an average, per 1,000 of force, of 64*13, as 
compared wim 18*33 per 1,000 for the preceding year, and 12*68 
per 1,000, the average for the last ten jears. This very large 
mcrease is altogether due to the service in the Soudan, and 
notably so to the Suakim service of the Royal Marine BattalioD, 
which alone contributes 170 cases of remittent fever, exactly 
half the total, with sixty-ei^ht invalidings,, and eight deaths. 
This battalion, the strength of which varied from time to time in 
the monthly returns, between 320 and 625 men of the Artillery 
and Light Infantry, but when corrected for time was 485, left 
England, the first detachment in February 1884, and af^cr being 
quartered at Ramleh from the end of February to the end of 
April, its averi^e strength being about 520 men, the bulk of it 
arrived at Suakim on the 6th May, and reinforcements were 
afterwards sent out from England. During the remainder of 
the year the battalion remained quartered at Suakim. The 
Humber, Tyne, and Bulimba took turns as hospital ships, and 
cases of serious illness were sent to the Victoria Hospital at Suez 
as occasion offered. Besides this, there was a camp formed at 
Suez, to which men suffering from the climate at Suakim were 
sent from time to time for change, as many as 200 men having 
been quartered there at once. The service at Suakim proved 
trying and monotonous, and the duty was very harassing, the 
frequent night alarms and attacks by the Arabs depriving the 
men of rest night after night. The following description of the 
place is by the medical officer of the Tyne : — * 

** The town of Suakim is situated on a small island of the same 
*^ name in the south-west end of the harbour, and connected to 
** the mainland by a causeway. The houses are built of madre- 
** pore, and are small, though some have lately been constructed 
" of a much superior description. Beyond the causeway is a 

" large

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** large native village Called El Kaff, consisting of grass huts of Iiregttlar 
** the most primitive and wretched description. A line of forts _fl' 
" has been erected for the protection of the town, village, and 
" walls about a mile inland." 

** The heat is excessive during the latter part of the summer ; 
" to avoid it even the natives retire to the cooler villages among 
"the hills. 

" Guy Levi, an Austrian who has long resided at Suakim, thus 
" describes this annual exodus : — * Tous les ans vers la fin de 
^' 'Juillet, les habitants de Souakim ont continue d'abandonner 
"Maville, oil la temperature est insupportable, pour se retirer, 
"^pendant la saison torride, dans les villages plus frais de 
*^ ^'int^rieur, du cdt^ de Sinkat, qui est situee au milieu des 
" * montagnes.' 

" The heat was greatest from the 27th of July to the 22nd of 
*' August. The highest temperature experienced on board was 
" on 30th July, when the tnermometer registered 108" in the 
^' shade on the hurricane deck, the coolest part of the ship on 
"the upper deck, and 115® when placed' immediately under the 
" double awning. The temperature was still higher during the 
^*day in the tents on shore. The maximum was reached on 
"7th August, when 125<*was noted. From 1st August to 22nd 
" August (according to the records of the Royal Engineers) the 
" maximum temperature in the month was 125<', the minimum 
"temperature 80®; the monthlv range (125— 80«), 45"; the 
"greatest daily range (120 — 80 ), 40®; mean of all the maxima, 
"116®"1; mean of all the minima, 87" 9; mean daily range 
"(116"-1— 87"-9), 28°-2; mean day and night temperature 

" Fairly constant and reduced to sea level and 32* F., the 
" barometer stood at 30*25 inches ; dew point at 65", and the 
" measure of humidity (saturation being 100) at 32*4. The mean 
"temperature of the sea water was 90*. 

" The prevailing winds are either land and sea breezes, or blow 
" in a line with the coast. During the hottest weather the direc- 
"tion in the morning was usuaUy south-westerly, and in the 
** afternoon northerly or easterly, but calms frequently prevailed. 
" Sandstorms occasionally occurred, rendering respiration difficult 
" and causing much discomfort. 

" The coolest time in the twenty-four hours was at two o^clock 
" a.m., and the hottest from two to four o'clock p.m. 

" Between the sea on one side and the serrated ranges of hills 
" bounding the view on the west, extends a vast sandy plain of 
" varying width, appearing in summer, when all vegetation is 
" parched up, to be nothing more than a desert. The heavy rain 
"m October, however, soon changes this; long coarse grasH 
** springs up, giving it a green and fertile appearance. The soil 
" is undoubtedly naturally fertile, for beneath the thin covering 
'^ of sand is a rich clay deposited in lapse of time by the numerous 
" streams that find their way down from the hills. 

** Compared with July and August, Sejjtember is a cool month, 
" but in October and November heavy rain falls and the weather 
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Imiriilar «« ig very oppressive. At this time there is a marked increase in 
"'^^ ' **the number of cases of malarial fever. On visiting tke 
^' Egyptian and Civil Hospital on shore, I found that there was a 
^^ sudden increase not only in ague and remittent fever, bat also 
** in diseases of the respiratory system, especiallv pneumoBia aud 
*^ pleurisy. It was attempted to be explained by the ohange of 
" weather. Perhaps Pettenkofer's theory is more reasoDaUe, 
** namely, that the rise of the subsoil water, displacing gaaes into 
** the air, caused the fever to spread." 

" After the heavy rain sets in, the lower parts of the plain near 
" the town become swampy, and as mango trees at one time grew 
** thickly there, though they have since been cut down, Uiere 
** must be a thick stratum of decayed vegetable matter, and every 
** condition for the production of malaria must be present." 

The medical officer* of the Humber thus supplements the de- 
scription of the place : " The town itself is built of coral, and on 
" coral, to a great extent. The effluvium arising from the decom- 
*' position of new coral is offensive, but does not appear to be pro-. 
** ductive of mischief otherwise. The ftecal odours arising from the 
" town and its vicinity are obnoxious to comfort : the harbour is 
** more or less contaminated with sewage matter from the ships 
** lying in it, and from the town." " The so-called remittent fever 
** attacked a number of the British forces who were stationed in the 
" Bed Sea ; numbers of men stationed on board ship got it, as well 
*' as those who had to dwell on shore. Officers, on the whole, fared 
** better than the men ; whether it was owing to superior food or less 
" physical work, I do not know, but few cases occurred amongst 
*'tnem." "I was informed on ^»ood authority that numbers of 
'* the natives die annually from a fever similar to what we call 
" remittent. After the severe heat of summer is over the days 
•• still continue warm and the nights get very chilly, thus 
** favouring the onset of dysentery and diarrhoea^ or 
** rheumatism." 

Every care appears to have been taken in the selection and 
subsequent sanitation of the buildings inhabited by the officers 
and men, which at first required thorough cleansing. The food 
supply, both in quantity and quality, is stated to have been ffood> 
vegetables were obtainable, and a daily allowance of lime-juice 
was issued. Half a gill of rum was served . out daily, a>)out 
sunset, up to 20th November. The water was condensed by ships 
lying off the place, and, in addition, was filtered through large 
porous earthen vessels called zeers ; this process, besides 
oxygenating it, improved its quality very much. 

Alluding to remittent fever, one of the medical officersf who 
was employed for some time at Suakim with the Boyal Marine 
Battalion writes: "This disease was the cause of much inefficiency ; 
" it first appeared, in any quantity, in October, after some heavy 
•* showers of rain had fallen, and when the nights were getting 
** damper. It was, no doubt, malarial in its origin. It began to 

" diminish 

♦ Surgeon L. T. Colthurst. m.d. f Surgeon L. H. Kellett, ii.b. 
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" diminiBh in December^ and few cases were admitted that month; Iixegttlwf 

** the disease frequently ran a prolonged coar8e5 and was often "^ * 

*^ irregular ; sometimes it resembled enteric fever in everything 

" but the eruption. The convalescence was generally very 

*^ tedious, and weakness remained for long ; the fever was 

^^ generally uncomplicated, except by hepatic and splenic enlarge* 

" ments ; stomach irritability was rare.'* 

The returns of the Naval Brigade only include four cases of 
remittent (ever, with no invaliding or mortality. 

The Humber and Tyne, which were employed as hospital 
ships at Suakim for the force on shore, both suffered severely, 
the Humber returning twenty-nine cases of remittent fever, with 
ten invalidings and one death, and the Tyne twenty-six cases, 
with four men invalided. 

The only other ship of the Irregular Force that had many 
oases of remittent fever was the Northumberland, from whidi 
twenty-eight cases are returned. She had been in the Mediter- 
ranean during the early part of the year, returning to England in 
May, and it was after her arrival home that this illness occurred. 

Oeneral Diseases.— Constitutional Group. 

In this group 1,042 cases are returned, which comprise 378 of 
rheumatism, 478 of primary and 137 of secondary syphilis, 
twenty-four of phthisis, three of scrofula, one of purpura, 
(burteen of gout, and seven of other diseases classed under this 
head. Fifty-five persons were invalided, viz., twenty-four for 
rheumatism, two for primary and nine for secondary syphilis, 
seventeen for phthisis, two for scrofula, and one for lupus- There 
were three deaths from rheumatism, and four from phtliisia. 

These numbers show a large increase on those of late returns^ 
the ratio per 1,000 for the group being 179*65, as compared with 
136-38 per 1,000 in 1883. and 129-58, the average ratio for the 
last ten years ; it is under the heads of rheumatism and primary 
and secondary syphilis that this increase appears. 

Rheumatism, —There are 378 cases of rheumatism recorded, 
being in the ratio of 65*17 per 1,000, and exhibiting an increase 
of 5*73 per 1,000 in comparison with 1883. The invaliding 
ratio is 4*13 per 1,000, an increase of 2*47 on last year's ratio ; 
and the death rate also shows an increase of *24 per 1,000. The 
somewhat considerable increase of rheumatism appears to have 
been distributed widely through the Force which is employed on 
difierent services and in many i)arts of the world. The 
Minotaur and Northumberland, in the Mediterranean and 
Channel Squadron, the Himalaya and Serapis troopships, ik$ 
Humber and the Koyal Marine Battalion in the Soudan, return 
the largest number of cases. 

Syphilia^ Primary and Secondary. — There are 478 cases of 
primary syphilis recorded, being in the ratio of 82*41 per 1,000, 
an increase of 35*75 per 1,000, when compared with the ratio of 
1883, and of 44*32 per 1,000, in comparison with the average 
ratio for the last teu years. Of secondary syphilis 137 cases were 
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Irregnlat treated during the year, the ratio being 23*62 per 1,000, showing 
FoTue. an increase of 5*29 per 1,000, when compared with the pre- 
ceding year ; the invaliding ratio was also somewhat higher than 
in 1883. 

The large increase in primary syphilis, as compared with recent 
years, is found to have occurred in ships wnich spent some 
of their time in England. The largest number of cases are 
returned from the Achilles and Agincourt,rn which twenty-eight 
and twenty cases respectively are noted, nearly all contracted at 
Plymouth ; the Himalaya returned nineteen cases, nearly all due 
to the aame locality; the Malabar had twenty-three cases, of 
which seventeen were contracted at Portsmouth; the Jumna, 
twenty-one, nearly all from the same port ; the Minotaur returned 
thirty-eight cases, and the Northumberland, twenty-one. The 
medical officer* of the Minotaur states, in the report for 
the winter quarter : " The cases of venereal disease altogether 
" are more numerous this quarter than any previous one since 
" the ship has been in commission. In every return I have made 
^' since the suspension of the Contagious Diseases Acts I have had 
, ** the same statement to make, but in this quarter not only are the 

*^ cases increased but the total number of days under treatment is 
*^ much greater in proportion than on any previous occasion. The 
*' total number of days' sickness for all diseases and injuries during 
*^ the quarter is 2,026, and of this number the venereal diseases 
'^ were under treatment 749 days, being considerably more than 
** one-third of the total days' sickness." The Orontes had twenty- 
three cases, of which fourteen were contracted in Home ports. 
The Serapis returns thirty-six cases, and the Sultan thirty-eight. 

Phthisis. — Twenty-four cases, with seventeen invalidings, and 
four deaths, are returned. The case ratio per 1,000 is considerably 
less than the average, but the invaliding rate is somewhat in 
excess of it. The aeath-rate is about one-third less than the 
average for the last ten years. 

Diseases of the Nervous System and Organs of the 
Special Senses. 

There are 290 cases returned under this head, the ratio per 
1,000, 60, being 973 per 1,000 in excess of the rate of the 
preceding year. The invaliding ratio of 7'75 per 1,000 also 
exhibited an increase of 3*31 per 1,000; the death-rate wss 
1*89 per 1,000. The case list comprises fifty-five cases of heat- 
stroke, five of paralysis, forty-one of vertigo, eighteen of 
epilepsy, forty-five of neuralgia, six of insanity, five of other 
diseases of brain and nervous system, eighty-six of diseases of 
the eye, and twenty-nine of diseases g£ the ear and nose. 
Twenty-one persons were invalided for heat*stroke, four for 
vertigo, five for epilepsy, three for insanity, two for paralysis 
four for other diseases of brain and nervous system^ three for 
diseases of the eye, and three for diseases of the ear. Ten oat 
of the eleven deaths were from different forms of heat-stroke, wid 
the remaining one from inflammation of brain. 

The 

* Fleet Surgeon John Horrocks, m.d. 
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The most striking feature in this list is the amount of sickness^ Irregular 
invaliding^ and mortality caused by heat-stroke. This is almost Force, 
entirely due lo the service in the Soudan and Egypt, thirty- 
nine out of the fifty-five cases, with eighteen invalidings, and six 
deaths having occurred in the Royal Marine Battalion and Naval 
Brigade; the Humber, which was stationed for some time at Sua- 
kim, returns two cases, and the Tyne, also stationed there, records 
seven. The cases in the Royal Marine Battalion at Suakim 
occurred mostly in July and August, and varied in severity from 
the rapidly fatal form to the milder attack of headache and 
giddiness followed by fever ; no doubt some of the cases returned 
as thermic fever might also have been classed under this head ; iu 
fact the medical oflScer of the Tyne, in which seven cases 
occurred, says that ^^ fever, in all cases, was a sequela ; it was con- 
tinuous in character, and identical with what is known as febris 
ardens of the tropics." The free application of cold, in the form 
of ice to the head and spine, the douche with ice cold water, and 
cold baths were generally used, and, as a rule, successfully. 
Besides the fatal cases in the Royal Marine Battalion, deaths 
from this cause are returned from the Crocodile, Malabar, and 
Tyne. The fatal cases in the Indian troop-ships Crocodile and 
Malabar occurred in the Indian Occrin soon after leaving the Red 
Sea. Both attacks were in tlie persons of men employed in the 
bake-house, and in both instances were in the form of heat 
apoplexy. 



Diseases of the Circulatory System. 

Forty-one cases of these diseases are recorded, the ratio being 
7 '06 per 1,000, a decrease of 'Tl per 1,000, when compared with 
1883. The invalidings numbered twenty-one, showmg an in- 
crease of 1*68 per 1,000 on the preceding year; there were two 
deaths. Thirty-three of the cases were of cardiac disease, one 
of pericarditis, four of aneurysm, and three of varix. There 
were seventeen invalidings for disease of heart, one for aneurysm, 
and three for varicose veins. The two deaths were from organic 
disease of the heart and aneurysm. 



Diseases of the Respiratory System. 

Under this head 455 cases appear, giving a ratio of 78*44 per 
1,000, an increase of 3*17 per 1,000 in comparison with the pre- 
ce<Ung year. There were ten invalidings, and two deaths, the 
ratios being practically the same as in 1883. The cases included 
387 of catarrh, twenty-seven of pneumonia, twenty of pleuritis, 
and thirteen of bronchitis. The invalidings were for bronchitis 
one, pneumonia six, pleurisy two, and haemoptysis one. The 
two deaths were from pneumonia and pleurisy. 
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i^SnT Diseases of the Digestive System. 

There were 1^04 caees of these diseaaes recorded duriag the 
year, the ratio per 1,000 being 224*82, ehowing as ioerease 
amounting to 67*05 when compared with the last year's ratio. 
Seventy-seven persons were invalided for these diseases, as 
iigainst seven in 1883, the i*atio per 1,000, 13-27, showing no less 
an increase than 11*33 per 1,0«)0 on the ratio of the precedbg 
vear ; the eight deaths recorded give a ratio of 1*37 per 1,000, 
being also an increase of *84 per 1,000 by the same comparison. 
The cases comprise 298 of cynanche, 527 of diarrhoea, eighty, 
three of dysentery, ninety-nine of colic, &c., 185 of dyspepsia, 
and forty-six of affections of the liver. 

As in 1882, when there was a large increase in these diseases in 
the Irregular Force, owing to the active service in Egypt durii^ 
the warlike operations there, so in the year under review, the 
bulk of the inerease just recorded is due to the same or neigh- 
ing localities, the Uoyal Marine Battalion at Suakim co^ 
tributed 215 cases of diarrhoea, or more than one-third to the 
total, and fifty-eight out of eighty-three cases of dysentery ; and 
the Naval Brigade, serving on the Nile and on shore at 
Port Said, Ramleh, and other places, the average number of 
which, corrected for time, was seventy, had thirty-three cases of 
diarrhoBa, and ten of dysentery ; while the Humber and Tyne, 
which were stationed for some time at Suakim, return, the fonaer 
eight cases of dysentery, and seventeen of diarrhoea, and the latter 
one of djrsentery, and thirty-nine of diarrhoea. 

Referring to the dysentery in the Royal Marine Battalion, 
the medical officer serving with them, whose remarks have 
been before quoted, says : " Most of the cases occurred in 
" the third quarter of the year, and at Suakim. The cause 
** was probably malaria, a state of debility predisposing ; 
" the other common causes were not in operation, such as 
^' privation, fatigue, bad and irregular diet, wet or cold, nor 
** great daily variation in temperature. The poison was pro- 
** bably allied to that which caused so much remittent fever. 
•* One peculiarity of the disease, as met with here, compared with 
*^ Indian experience, was the absence of hepatic complication. 
"^ There was no case of hepatic abscess." As to the cause of the 
diarrhoea, the same medical officer writes : " Probai)ly the ordi- 
" nary causes operated In many cases, such as cKills from 
" exposure of the insufficiently covered body, which was bathed 
" in perspiration, to draughts of wind, the use of the poisonous 
" liquor sold in the grog shops, &c., but in most cases, I tEink 
'^ the disease was a speci^c one, and due to a soil exhalatioii ; it 
*^ was often accompanied by headache, a ' liver ' tongue, and aome 
*' increase of temperature," 

Diseases of the Urinary and Generative Systrais. 

In this class of diseases *^)69 cases appesyr in the returns, being 
in the ratio ot 98*1 per 1,000, and showing an increase of 20-05 
per 1,000 in comparison with the preceding year. The invaliding 
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ratio was also in excess of that of 1883 ; five persons were Ifngtilar 
invalided for diseases of the kidneyB, one for disease of the Force, 
bladder, and two for varicocele. Gonorrhoea caused one 
invaliding, and stricture, as a sequela of the same disease, four. 
The single death was from Bright's disease. 

Ghmorrhoea. 

There were 452 cases of gonorrhoea under treatment, the ratio 
per 1,000 being 77*93, an increase over last year's ratio of 26*27 
per 1,000. The number of days' sickness was 11,294, nearly 
three times as much as in the preceding year. As in the case of 
syphilis, the disease prevailed chiefly amongst ships that had to 
do with the Home Station, and was contracted mostly in Home 
ports. 

Diseases of the Cellular Tissue and Cutaneous 

System. 

Under this head appear 1,664 cases, being in the ratio of 
267-93 per 1,000, and exhibiting an increase of 32*1 per 1,000 
in comparison with 1883. There were two persons invalided for 
these diseases, both for abscess. Of the total number returned, 
1,000 were cases of phlegmon and abscess, 304 of ulcer, 137 of 
scabies, and 108 of other skin diseases. The force at Suakim did 
not contribute to this class of disease in excess of the usual pro- 
portion* Such a large number of cases of scabies in this force is 
uncommon ; for the most part it was due to the ports on Uie 
Home Station, and notably so to Portsmouth. 

Debility, Observation, &c. 

Three hundred and fourteen cases of debility, seventeen of 
headache, three of sea sickness, and sixteen for observation, are 
returned under this head, the ratio, equal to 60*34 per 1,000, 
being about double that for 1883, or for the average of the last 
ten years. No less than 170 of the cases of debility were from 
ihe Royal Marine Battalion, seventeen from the Humber, and 
thirty-one from the Tyne, this being the portion of the force that 
bore the brunt of the service at Suakim. Most of the cases were 
the sequence of different forms of fever, but in many instances 
they appeared to depend alone on the exhausting character of the 
intensely hot climate of the summer of the Red Sea. Ninety- 
nine cases of debility were invalided, of which eighty-seven were 
from the Royal Marine Battalion in Egypt and at Suakim. 

Poisons. 

Thirteeit case« of poisoninc are returned ; of i^se ten were 
from alcohol, five of them having lieen classed as delirium 
tremens, and three were caaes of lead poisoning. There was no 
deatli (^ invaliding from these causes. 
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{rregnlar 

^^ Ii^juries, &c. 

The cases of injury recorded during the year numbered 1,667; 
of these 1,491 are classed as wounds, fractures, &c, 122 were 
bums and scalds, and seven submersion and drowning ; two cases 
of suicide occurred, and there were forty-five of wounds in 
action. The ratio per 1,000 was 287*41, showing an increase of 
23-25 per 1,000 when compared with 1883. Seventeen persons 
were invalided for the effects of injuries, and there were twenty- 
one deaths under this bead, viz., fifteen by wounds and injuries, 
seven of which were received in action, four from accidental 
drowning, and two by suicide. Of the deaths by injuries other 
than those received in action, two were from fracture of skull, 
one of these being by fall from aloft, and the other by a chain 
falling on his head, two from fractured spine by blows from ropes 
or hawsers, one from concussion of the Drain by fall into a dry 
dock, one by an accidental pistol shot, and two, in the Royal 
Marine Battalion at Suakim, by *^ accidental explosions," one of a 
live shell, supposed to have been empty, and the other while a 
Gardner gun, erroneously supposed to have been unloaded, was 
being cleanedL There were four cases of drowning ; three blue- 
jackets of the Nile Expedition were drowned by the upset- 
ting of a boat at the second cataract, and a marine was drowned 
while bathing at Bamleh. One of the cases of suicide was by 
drowning, and the other by cut throat. 

Of the forty-five casualties in action, forty-one were amongst 
the men of the Roval Marine Battalion, and four in men of the 
Hecla. Of the wrmer, twenty-one occurred at the battle of 
El Teb and twenty at Tamai. At the former action there were 
two cases of spear wound, all the others being by gunshot ; and 
at Tamai ten cases of spear wound and one of oayonet wound are 
returned ; the remainder were by bullet. In seven instances the 
wounds were fatal, four at El Teb, and three at Tamai; spear 
wounds being in three cases the cause of death, and bullet wounds 
of the chest, abdomen, neck, and brain respectively in the four 
others. Two men were invalided for the effects of wounds in 
action. Of the four casualties amongst the Hecla's crew, two 
occurred at El Teb, and two at Tamai ; none were fatal, but one 
man was invalided. Though all the cases of wound in action are 
returned, a difficulty has been experienced in finding out the 
number of days' sickness due to this cause. The wounded men 
received their earliest treatment at the military hospitals, where 
the men of the two services became mixed, and the records in this 
instance evidently do not show the full amount 

Invaliding. 

The number of persons invalided from the Irregular Force in 
1884 was 451 ; this is in the ratio of 77'75 per 1,000, and shows 
an increase of 53*03 per 1,000 when compared with 1883. 
Under General Diseases, Febrile Group, 105 persons were 
invalided, as against six in 1883 ; under General Diseases, Con- 
stitutional 
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stitutional Group, fifty-five, of which twenty-four were for irregular 
rheumatism, two for primary and nine for secondary syphilis, Force, 
seventeen for phthisis, two for scrofula, and one for lupus ; thirty- 
nine persons were invalided for diseases of the nervous system ; 
three for diseases of the eye ; three for diseases of the ear ; twenty- 
one for diseases of the circulatory system ; two for diseases of the 
absorbent system and ductless glands ; ten for diseases of the 
respiratory system; seventy-seven for diseases of the digestive 
system; thirteen for diseases of the urinary and generative 
irystems; five for diseases of the organs of locomotion; two 
for diseases of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system ; ninety- 
nine for debili<T> &c. ; fourteen for the effects of injuries, and 
three for wounai in action. 



Mortality. 

There were eighty-two deaths in the Irregular Force during 
the year, giving a ratio of 14- 13 per 1,000, and showing an 
increase of 9*69 per 1,000 in comparison with the ratio of 1883, 
and a decrease of 6*69 when compared with the average ratio of 
the last ten years.
